SMITH TO THE PRESIDENT. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Iribunt. 

Lrrruz Rock, Ark., Nov, 14.—The foi lowing 
dispatch has just been sent to the President by 
Gov. Smith: 

To U. 8. Grant, President : 

On account of delay in publication, my proclamation 
was not made public until 3 o’clock this afternoon, 
Immediately large crowds gathered in the streets, and 
the proprietor of the Republican wae arrested for 
treason. Gariland’s Sheriff visited my house witb war- 
rants for the arrest of myseif and Edward Wheeler, 
Secretary of State. I have no militia force organized, 
and desire to avoid hostilities if possible. Without 
Presidential interference no alternative is left but to 
organize a militia or submit quietly to the overthrow 
of the State Government, Early action on your part 
js earnestly solicited. Vv. ¥. Smrre, Governor. 

Considerable excitement prevails, and it is feared 
that the consequences will be serious. It is ru- 
mored that warrants are out for Senator Clarton, 
Judge McOlure, Col. Oliver, and other prominent 


SECOND DISPATCH, 
RELEASED ON BAIL. 

Special Dispatch to he Chieaco Tribune. 
LittLe Rock, Ark., Nov. 14.—Price, the pro- 
prietor —— Republican, has been released on 

A warrant was iseued for the arrest of Gov. 
Smith, Secretary of State Wheeler, and Price, 
and the charges were conspuing to usurp the 
office of Governor, an attempt to overthrow the 
existing Government of the State,and the publica- 
tion of treasonabie documents. Neither Smith 
nor Wheeler have been arrested as yet, although 
the militia are bunting about the city for them. 

The rumor that warrante are out for other par- 
ties seems to be witnout foundation. Garland 
bas a well-armed company of militia on duty at 
the State-House, and it is asserted that six com- 
panies of militia will arrive here from the coun- 
try to-morrow. 

SMITH'S CLAIM. 

Gov. Smith saves he believes the manner of 
framing and adoption of the new Constitution 
was illegal and revolutionary. He _ con- 
siders it his duty to preserve’ the 
oldg4 Constitution and Government created 
by Congress in 1868. He has appealed to the 
President to recognize and sustain bim. If he 
recognizes him, well and good. If not, he will 
quietly retire, but in no event will he use armed 
force to obtain the office or do av ything to cause 
violence or bloodshed aud precipitate hostli- 
ties. 

Your correspondent attempted to see Gov. 
Gariand to-night and learn bis views, but was 
prevented from doing so by guards, they being 
under orders to aliow no one to pass. 

SMITH 'S PROCLAMATION. 
[lo the Associated Preaa,| 

LittLz Rock, Ark., Nov. 14.—Quite a sensa- 
tion wae created this evening by the issuance of 
a proclamation from the Hepublican ollice by V. 
V. Smith, late Lieutenant-Governor under Pax- 
ter, declaring himseif Governor. The proclama- 
tion sets forth that, during the absence of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, Elisha Baxter abandoned 
the offiee of Governor, and turned the same over 
to one A. H. Garland. The abdication and 
abandonment of the Executive office, the late 
Lieutenant-Govertior says, amount toa perol, or 
constructive resignation by Baxter, at least. If 
that be not true, the office of Governor is 
vacant, there being no legal occu — in posses- 
sion of the Governor’s office. ider this stace 
of circumstances, the late Lieutenant-Governor 
says, he assumes the duties of Governor. He 
states that he has applied to the President to 
suppress domestic insurrection under the Con- 
stitu:ion of the United States, and tnat 
it is om matter for the President to 
determine who is Governor; that he 
desires and will countenance no effort looking 
toward the use of force. The question can be 
settled peacefully without resort to arms; that, 
if the President does not recognize him as Gov- 
ernor be will not attempt to oust Garland by 
force. If he should, then he will resort to arms. 
If either party feels agerieved at the President's 
decision he can appeal to Congress, which soon 
convenes. The attempt to seize, and the seizing 
of the legislative, executive and judicial offices 
of the State, at this time, and under the circum- 
stances, is revolution; therefore he commands 
all persons claiming to derive political 
authority uuder the new Constitution to desist 
from the exercise of all official authority under 
it, and a]l persons that may have assumed to act 
under the authority of said pretended Constitu- 
tion, whether executive, legislative, or judicial, 
are commanded to relinquish the same to the 
persons entitied thereto under the Constitution 
of 1868 within five days. 


ARRESTS 

Such is the substance of ‘the late Lieut.-Gov. 
Smith’s proclamation. This document ap- 
peared on the streets im’ the form of 
a Republican extra about 8 o'clock this 
evening. It is signed by “V. V. Smith, 
Governor of Arkansas,” and **‘ Edward Wheeler, 
Secretary of State.” Soon after its issuance 
Gov. Garland obtained from Judge Clendenn:n, 
of the Circuit Court, under one of the State 
statutes, a warrant for the arrest of Smith and 
Wheeler, and John G. Price, = latter goneees 
manager of the Republican office, charged w 
conentan to usurp certain offices. Price “ike 
arrested about dark. The others have not yet 
been heard from. Nobody seems to know where 
Smith is. Public sentiment is all one way—in 
favor of Garland. This matter is entirely out- 
side of the old Baxter-Brooks controversy. But 
little importance is attached to it here, 
and every person connected with the matter will 
be promptly arrested and tried under the 
statute “ rred to, The Congressional lovesti- 
gating Committee will leave here on Monday. 

THE AFFAIR IN WASHINGTON. 
Special Dispatch to T’'he Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 14.—No action was 
taken by the President to-day with regard to the 
dispatch from Lieut.-Gov. Smith, of Ar- 
kaneas, further than to turn the matter over 
to the Attorney-General for opinion.

THE LABOR QUESTION. 


The Pittsburg Pudaters and Manu- 
facturers Still at Loggerheads. 
Special Lnepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Pittssura, Pa., Nov. 14.—The Puddlers’ 
Union met at their rooms to-day to consider the 
proposition of a reduction of wages as pre- 
sented by the Sub-Committee. The meeting was 
9 te press representatives being excluded. 

t leaked out, however, that they will not agree 
to any of the terms as suggested and agreed to by 
the Committee of Manufacturers and Paddlers. 

The manufacturers held a meeting at their as- 
sociation hall, from which the press was also ex- 
cluded. They discussed. the matter, and 
resolved to await the action of the 
puddlers. Afterwards, a meeting was 
held by the puddlers and manufacturers. In 
this nothing really definite was done. I[t was 
apparent, however, that the parties are too wide 
apart to come to an amicable compromise on the 
question of wages, anda strike will surely re- 
sult unless matters greatly change. Finding at 
last that no result could be arrived at, an ad- 
journmeut was had, the Sub-Committee to again 
meet for consultation on Wednesday evening 
next, the result of their deliberations to be re- 
ported to their respective associations on Satur- 
day next. 

The talk is for a general shut-down, and it will 
no doubt result in that, no matter what the pud- 
dlers may do. Everything looks forward to the 
hardest winter experienced in this city. Labor 
everywhere is being reduced, and the men acqui- 
esce, as arule, with good grace. The Pennsylva- 
nie Railroad Company bas reduced the hours of 
labor in its shops to forty per week,—eight hours 
per day, and no work on Saturday. The laborers 
have been reduced to $1.12 per diem, and reduc- 
tions have been made on carpenters’ wages, as 
well as in other branches of the trade employed 
in the shops. 

The Mining Troubles im Southern 
Allinois. 
Special Dispatch to [he Chicaao Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, [l]., Nov. 14.—Gov. Beveridge 
to-day received a call from a delegation of mine- 
owners living in the Counties of Madison and 
St. Clair. They represent that the strike of the 
winers is geveral, or becoming so, all through 
the southern part of the State. In some cases 
the miners have possession of the mines, and 
threaten the destruction of property. At some 
of the mipes attempts have been made to fire 
them. Altogether the proprietors presented 
a bad condition of affairs. At Collins- 
ville, in Madison County, the muners were 
especially violent, and the Governor this after- 
noon sent 100 stand of breech-loaders with fixed 
ammunition, ready for immediate use. The 
Sheriff of the county was directed to use ail 
means in his power, and cail out a posse to aid 
in protecting the lives and property of citizens. 
I is bo report of actual collision, but it is 

expected that when the proprietors put non- 
union men in the mines to work them, as they 
intend doing, there will be serious trouble, if not 
bloodshed. 


Threatened Strike of the ’Longshere- 
men in New York. 

New York, Nov. 14.—Delegates from the dif- 
ferent 'Longshoremen’s Unions of this and ad- 
loining cities met in convention last evening to 
consider what action should be taken in case the 
stevedores and steamship companies should -c- 
duce the rate of wages on Monday, as threuten- 
ed. After some discussion, it was resolved 
that the men should go to work as usual on 
Monday, unless they were informed that their 
wages were to be reduced, and they should con- 
tinue to work until such notification should be 
given, aud then they should stop work, It was 
resolved, also, that where merchants owning 
etcamers and sailing veesels cut down wages for 
work ov steamships, and pay regular or higher 
rates On sailing vessels, the ‘longshoremen shall 
refnse to work on either, and not be induced to 
return until the old rates are everywhere estab- 
lished. If this strike takes place, it will embrace 
fully 10,000 men, 


Eiailroad Laborers Discharged. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

PuILaApDEvpnutia, Nov. 14.—It is announced that 
the Peunsylvania Railroad Company have, owing 
to the general depression in business, com- 
menced retrenching their expenses. Orders 
have been issued to the various Superintendents 
of the New Jersey Divisions to discharge ali the 
hands op the new constructions, and so reduce 
the track gangs from twelve to seven men. A 
reduction is also to be made in the bridge re- 
pairers. The working time is to be eut down 
from ten to pine hours, andl the pav from 14 to 
12 cents per hour. The indications are that 
there will be a general reduction of the working 
force in all the departments.

October, 1874, but recovered later to 35‘ ona 
dispatch from Boston wiich stated that, in con- 
nectivu with the demand of the Solicitor of the 
Treasury for the 5 per cent of the net earnings, 
the officials of the Company state that 5 per 
cent of the net earning vs shall be paid 
after the road is completed. ‘In 1869 a committee 
of eminent citizens examined the road, and re- 
ported that the Company would have to spend 
$1,000,000 to finish the road according to law, 
and at the same time the patents for land were 
withheid by the Government as a guarantee.

The Union Pacitic oilficials state that 
the Solicitor’s claim will not stand in law, 
from the fact that the Government Commission 
did not make their report until October. 1874, 
and bence the road was not completed in the eve 
of the law until this final Commission declared 
it so.

Besides, over $300 of what I took were actually 
perquisites, etc. One thousand dollars of it my 
sister Can have at any time, since for all her 
hard work for over tem years she has never 
taken, or would take, any remuneration in 
money. I publicly now repeat what I wrote to 
Bishop Wood, that 1 will send all my savings 
during life toward paving off the debt of the 
church,—not as a debt that I owe to justice, but 
as a penalty due to folly.”

Ile Is Indicted for Libeling N. K. 
Fairbank. 


The Action of the Grand Jury Takes 
Him by Surprise, 


Mr. Fairbank’s Explanation of His 


Motives. 


The Indictment. 


Yesterday afternoon the legal frequenters of 
the Criminal Court were surprised to learn that 
an indictment haa been found against Wilbur F. 
Scorey, editor of the Chicaro Times, for an ‘* un- 
lawful, willful, and malicious libel” against Mr. 
N. K. Fairbank, of the firm of Fairbank, Peck 
& Co. 


MR. STOREY. 

The fact of the finding of the indictment 
against Mr. Storey was first communicated to the 
latter by a TRrsuNe reporter, who called to see 
him as to the course he should take in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Storey, on being informed that the 
Grand Jury bad found a true: bill against him, 
seemed rather embarrassed, and sat for a few 
mivutes in silen¢e, with bis head bent down, 
and a deep flush on his face. He was somewhat 
astonished that a stranger should give him the 
information, but when he heard wheree his in- 
formant came, he seemed to recognize the in- 
variable necessity Of learning. the news from 
Tue Tatreune, and signified a desire to hear the 
particulars of the indictment. As the reporter 
was bent upon obtaining information, not giving 
it, the conversation was rather brief. 

Mr. Storey—You say 1 am indicted. 
for ? 

Reporter—For libel, On complaint of the 
State’s Altotney, a true bill for libel has been 
found against yon for libeling Messrs. N. K. 
Fairbank and H. A. Johnson in the articles pub- 
lished in the Times against the characters of 
those gontlemen.

Mr. Storey having nothing more to say, the re- 
porter witicrew and caledupon Mr. Fairbank.

upon this point is as folluws: 

A iibe!l is a milicious defamation, 
by printing or by sigus, or pictu : 
ing to blacken the memory of one who is dead, 
impeach the honesty, integrity, virtue, or repntation, 
or publish the naturai defects of one who is alive, and 
thereby to expose him to public hatred, cchtempt, or 
ridicule, or financial injury, Every person, whetaer 
writer or pabiisher, convicted of libel, shail be fined 
not exceeding $500, or confined in the County Jail not 
exceeding one year. In all prosecutions for tre), the 
truth, when published with good motives and for jus- 
tifiable ends, shall ve a sufthicient defense, 

Acting npon the foregoing, Mr. Fairbank Fr- 
dav made his compiaint before the Granda Jury. 
He preferred to proceed in this manner rather 
than by commencing a civil suit for damages, in- 
asmuch as be did not desire money damaves nor 
to appear as if actuated by mercenary motives. 
But the attacks of the JZimes were so bitter and 
perseveting that he resolved to see whether 
there was any means under the laws of the State 
for silencing tuem. Ilbe specific article upon 
which the uidictment was found was published 
in the Zimes of July 16, and is given in the in- 
dictment. 
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THE LAST STRAW, | 

Mr. Fairbank was movea to action at this time 
by a paragraph in the Zimes of Noy. 12, aa fol- 
lows: 

If the Chicago Relief and Aid Society has not for- 
feited the p iblic confidence, wedo not know what it 
could do to forfeit it, Is has just held its annual e'ec- 
tion for offiiers, and has retained on its Executive 
Committee two men whoare notoriously guilty of 
having appropriated relief funds to theirown use, 
We aliude, of course, to Mr, N. K, Fairbank and Dr. 
H. A, Johnson, whose disgraceful exploitin that re- 
spect has been heretofore exposed in these columns, 

This action of the Society is indecent. It is an in- 
sult to every bonest man inthe community, It is ac- 
tion that should provoke not oniy pubiic reprobation, 
but withdrawal of public confideuce from the Society. 


He acted entirely upon h:s own judgment, and 
did not consult a lawyer; nor mention his inten- 
tion to Dr, Johnsou. ‘The first intimation of the 
matter to the latter was a summons to appear 
before the Grand Jary as a witness. After lear- 
ing the testimony of Mr. Fairbank and Dr. John- 
son, the Grand Jury had wo hesitation in finding 
an indictment against Mr. Storey. Mr. Fairbank 
bas engaged as his couusel the Hon. Lyman 
frumbull, Leonard Swett, Esq., and Sidney 
Smith, Esq., and he intends to push the matter 
to the utmost. He expects a further attack from 
the Times, but he is prepared to meet it in the 
same Way, and proposes to show Mr. Storey that 
he cannot eslanuer and vilify menof honor and 
reputauion with impuiity.

among other things, the faige, malicious, scandalous, 
defamatory, and hbelous words following, that 1s to 
say: ‘*Now is a goodtime for Mr. N, K. Fairbank 
(thereby, then, gnd there meaning him, the said 
Nathaniel K, Fairbank) and Dr, H. A, Johnson to 
diegorge the money, amounting to $2,509, which they 
(thereby, then, and there meaning the said N&'haniel 
K. Fairbank and the said Dr. H. A; Johnson) avstract- 
ed from the fire relief fund &# couple of years ago. 
It (thereby, then, and there meaning said money) is 
wanted at process by a good many suffering people, 
Let them (thereby, then, atid there meaning tne said 
Nathaniel K, Fairbank and Dr. A. A. Johuson) dis- 
gorge or stand branded as a pair of unmitigatea 
knaves,” to the great injury, scandal, and disgrace of 
him, the said Nathaniel K, Fairbank, contrary to the 
statute, and against the peace and dignity of the same 
people of the State of Liinois, CHarues H, Reep,

As the circumstances which led to the slan- 
ders of the Zunes occurred over two years ago, 
THE HISTORY OF THE WHOLE AFFAIR 
will be of interest at the present time, and wii 
serve to show the character of the charges made 
against Mr. Fairbank and Dr. Jobnson. The 
Relief aud Aid Society was in existence a long 
time before the great fire, and was designated 
by the Mayor as a proper and well-organized 
means of distributing the relief funds sent to 
the city after the fire. The great majority of its 
members were men of sufficient means to enatle 
them to give their time aud setvices to the work 
of distribution of the relief furds free ot charge. 
The Executive Ccmmittee selected Dr. H. A. 
Johoson, a physician of high reputdtion both 
orofessionally and socially, to be the head of the 

edical Department. Dr. Johnson had 4 large 
and lucrative practice, but was not wealthy 
nor of strong physique. In the arduous 
duties imposed uoon him by the RKe- 
lief and Aid Soci@ty; hw time was 


Wholly employed, to thé complete neglect ot 
i his own practice. Beside this great pecuniary 


sacrifice, which was made wholly without Lg 

ectation of recompense in any form, ‘ 

obnson, at the end of mine months, found bis 
health, vever very in a fair way to fail 
bim altogether. His friends were alarmed at 
his condition, and endeavored to raise a sum of 
money to enable him to go abroad for his healto. 
After a considerable sum had been subscribed, 
Mr. Fairbank went to Mr. W. &. Coolbaugh, of 
the Union National Bank, to obtain subscrip- 
tions from the bankers. Mr. Coolbaugh was the 
Treasurer of a fund sent here from the National 
Bauks of New York to relieve the necessities of 
bank-clerks who had suffered by the fire. When 
the applicants of this class bad all been relieved, 
there was still a considerable fumd remaining in 
the urér’s bands, It was impossible to re- 
turn this remainder to the subscribers 
pro fata, hence it was held subject to the 
order of the National Bank Presidents of this 
city for such charitable purposes as they migat 
consider worthy. At Mr. Ooolbaugh’s sugges- 
tion, an o.dér was drawn upon himself, as 
Treasurer of the fund, which order was signed 
by the President of every bank in thé city ex- 
copt two, whose Presidents, Messrs. Rutcer and 
Biair, were out eof town. The amount of $2,500 
Was thus subscribed to assist Dr. Johason to go 
abroad for his heal‘h. It was regarded as on'y 
& slight means of repaying him for the time he 
had devoted to the service of the city. The 
health lost and the anxiet.cs oecasioned by the 
responsibilities forced upon him were more than 
money could pay for. 

The points to be noticed here particularly are 
that the money so subscribed was a part of a 
special fund, not in any way under the eontrol 
of Mr. Fairbank nor of the Relief and Aid So- 
ciety, It was the remnant of an Eastern sub- 
scriptioy which had been properly and th. - 
oughly distributed, but which it had not 
been possible to wholiy use up lm 
the exact way originally intended, The bankers 
took tue responsivilitv of giving the money to 
Dr. Jobusop, and Mr. Fairbank iu no wise inter- 
fered with the gift nntil it was drawn from the 
Treasurer and placed in his Lands for presenta- 
tion to Dr, Johnson, 

On pres@niing it to tbe latter it was given 
him a8 a snbscription from the National Banks 
of Chicago, and he accented it as euch, without 
any knowledge of its previous history. Hé went 
abroad and, ina great measure, recovered his 
lost health. The public is familiar with Mr. 
Storey’s onslanght upon Dr. Johnson, the bitter- 
ness of which extended even to the latter's 
friends. Knowicg that Mr. Fairbank was a 
warm péraonal friend of Dr. Jonson, Mr. Sto- 
rey has not scrupled to distort the truth as far 
as possible, and, when fiecesSary, to invent 
things. He has so frequently charged Dr. 
Johnson and Mr. Fairbank with having deliber- 
ately s:olen relief funds that many worthy 
people might be led to believe it. The facts in 
the case, however, may be briefly suramed up as 
follows: Neither Dr. Johnson nor Mr. Fairbank 
ever used & penny of the Relief and Aid Society's 
money ; the baokers of the city made a gift of 
$2,500 to Dr. Johnson out of the remains of a 
special fund, the intended recipients of which 
bad all been relieved long. before; Mr. Fair- 
bank, personally, bad nothing to do with this 
fund ; Dr. Johbuson was intormed that the Chi- 
cago banks had made the gift to him, and, on 
the first information that serch was not the case, 
he reenrned it to Mr. Coolbangh, the Fund 
Treasurer. 

The pubhe will thus readily see that Mr. Sto- 

y’s sole animus has been the gratification of 
an unreasouing and bitter hate of Dr. Johnsun 
and his frend, Mr. Fairbant. Mr. Storey will 
bably be arrested to-morrow.

LAKE TROUPLES AGAIN, 

An abstract was given vesterday in Tar 
Tripune of aiengthy bill fited by the Town of 
Lake against Charles FE. Hequenboure, to pre- 
vent him laying any more water-pipes in the 
town ander a contract made with him last spring. 
An independent View was taken of the matter 
vesterday by Edward Martin, of Duchess 
County, New York, who, from his standpoint, 
considers the whole contract void, and that 
Hequenbourg is ovly entitled to as much as the 
services and pipes wete fredasonably worth, 
and Martin exvlains bis apnarently unreasonable 
interference in the matter by stating that he 
owns abont $790,000 of real es'ate in the little 
sipory referred to, end bv virtue of ms non- 
residence takes his case into Uncle Sam’s par- 
ticular courts, where he possibly thinks he can 
havé more complete justice. 

The first feason whi, according to Mr. Mar- 
tiv, the contract oug'’tt to be considered as void, 
if because, it having been mado Feb. 6, 1874, it 
was enteréd into With a former Board of 
Trustees, and that, under the law of 
1873, its powers were limited. It was the 
duty of the Board as alleged in the 
other billto advertise for bide, and accept the 
lowest. The bill then sets out the various fail- 
ures on the part of Hequenbourg to tulfill the 
alleged contract, aod claims the amount to be 
laid was limited, if the contract ba valida, to 15 
mi'es. lTraud is charged in the inception of the 
contract, in order to favor He yuendourg. It is 
aiso charged tnat the contract was signed at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel, in Chicago, instead of the 
Town-Hall of Lake, where town business should 
have been done, and eéven then not until 
the old Board had retired from office. Mar- 
tin also claims hat some fraud was 
used to induce the present Board to accept the 
pipe. He also alieges that the contract is void 
as to*taxpavers and landowners, and_ that 
the bonds already issued to the amonnt of #239,- 
631.38 are fraudulent and void, either in the 
hands of Heqnenbourg or of third parties. Mar- 
tin has asked the town to bring suit for the 
purpose of having the contract detlared void, 
but it has refused, and be therefore takes the 
burden on ks own shoulders; and asks 
the Court to have an accormnt 
taken, claiming that, the contract beme 
rescinded, it will be found that Hequenbonrg is 
already overpaid, aud also to grant an injunction 
restraining Hequenbourg ftom laying any more 
pipes ; to prevent the town from tssuing anv 
more bonds or payiug those already issued, and 
for a decree for any balance that may be found 
to be dune from Hequenbonrg to the town: The 
motion for injunction will be taken up by Judge 
Blodgett Tuesday morning. 

THE DEFUNCT CHICAGO NEWS COMPANY. 

Homer Cook, Assignee of the bank:upt News 
Company, filed a petitionin the Unite’ States 
District Court vesterday against A. Cameron, G. 
of Hoia'ing ,A. Hyatt E&mith. George Powell, 
M. B. Baiiey, W. J. Onahan, J. Evinis, F. 
Silvecman, C. Courtney, E. F. Runyan, 
David Walsh, Hugh Maher, Mike Evans. J. J. 
McGarvey, and H. H. Honoré for a discovery. 
‘The Assignee states that he was apnointed As- 
signee by the Court i» 1473; and has been indus- 
triously enzaged since in hunting op the anlucky 
stockholders to the Com: any, bnt, owing to a re- 
markable reticence on their part; he bas hitherto 
been entirely unable to ascertain how muchstock 
the defendants in thé present suit have, or how 
much they have paid thereon. The Company 
owes abont $20.000, and has alreacy dce- 
clared one dividend, and Cook is 
ganguine that it will not be necessary to éodllect 
the whole amount still due on the stock, but 
only to have an assessment to close up the 
affairs of the unhappy paper. 

As it would be productive of much trouble to 
sue each of the defendants separately, and as 
the bankrupt’s exchequer is very limtted, the 
Assignee has brought a kind of omnibus suit, 
hoping to accomplish all the needed 
objects in ove case. He therefore asks tiat

A CONFLICT OF JURISDICTION. 8» 

A petition was filed Friday, in the case of Cote 
vs. Swain, Barnard & Co., which threatened to 
give rise to ancther of the frequent conflicts of 
jurisdiction which are 80 often occurring be- 
tween the State and Federal Courts. 
The petitioner sets out that, on, the 26th 
day of September last, . Head was 
appointed Receiver in the case of Cole vs. 
Swain, Barnard & Co.; that he took posses- 
sion, gave bonds, and proceeded to wind up the 
affairs of the firm as oidered to do by the Court; 
that, on the 5th of November, by virtue of cer- 
tain proceedings in bankruptey, R. E. Jenkins, 
as Assignee of Swain, Barnard & Co., took pos- 
session of the store, in Head's absence, barred 
the back door, avd, having read the warrant and 
requested those 1m the store to leave, locked the 
front door aod took the key with him so that 
the Receiver has since been umabie to 
obtain possession. The Receiver  there- 
fore asked that the Assignees shouid 
show cause why be slionid not be attached for 
contempt in iuterfering with the proceédings 
under the order of the state court. 

The matter came up before Judge Williams 
yesterday, and some Ciscussion was nad. Judge 
Williams, however, thodght that a prima facie 
case had been made out by thé petitiots, and that 
if the allegations could be proved some relief 
ought to be givén. Thé question was soméw#hat 
important, 4@s it mi involve a juris- 
dictional poimt. This, however, he de- 
sired to avoid if. possihie; as his  in- 
tercourse with Judge Llodgeit had always been / 
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friendly: He would therefore make the rule, 
but give until next Saturday yp = 
should not be made absolute, or an a 
nity to adjust matters between the opposing ip- 
terests. Messrs. Bennett, Kretzinger & Veeder, 
who appeared for the Receiver, stated that they 
were desirous to bave the question amicably ad- 
justed. They bad boped that ths Receiver and 
Assiguee could go and take stock together, and 
that the Reetiver could accovot to the Assignee, 
so as tobrivg the latter under the control of 
the Strate Court, as Well as that of 
the United States District Coart.

The Fire in the Scicher Mine, 
from tie Sait Lake Hera d, 

The underground tire in thé Belcher mine on 
Friday was a terribly exciting and daagerous 
aifair, judging from the descriptions in the Vir- 
givia City papers. It caught in the timbers of 
an air shaft, at the depth of 850 feet from the 
surface. No one knows how it originated. All 
thé miners in the Belcher, Crown Point and the 
Yeilow Jacket were hurried to the surface. The 
building at the top of the shaft canght fire, and 
the alarm was rapidly spread all atong the hne, 
A column of flame shot up from the mouth of 
the shaft at leist 300 feet into the air. 

_ It, resembled. the tires of a volcano belching 
forth from the interior of the earth, The mass 
ot red flame was solid and contimuons fora dis- 
tance of sbout 100 feet from thé ground and then 
broke into forked sheéts of fire. So great was 
the draft asthe sir came rushing through the 
immense perpendicular chimney, 1,000 feet in 
height, that chunks of cifider and pieces of 
charred timber as large as & man’s fist were shot 
up into the air hundreds of feet, and fell more 
tlidn a mile away. 

Men were soon sent down through the main 
hoisting-works to cut off the entrances to the air 
shaft, preventing the fire from spreading, and 
stovping the draft. They approached as pear as 
posible to the fire, and were working like heroes 
When 4 large quantity of earth caved in and filled 
up the shaft, when the and smoke sud- 
denly burst mpon the men, enveloping them in its 
embrace. It soon changed its course again, but 
the moment that they were embraced by the 
flames, the heat was sufficient to burn the cloth- 
ing from their bodies and singe the hair from 
their heads. Most of them were workiag naked 
to the waist; and their arms, breasis, backs and 
faces were 80 badly burned tnat the skin neéled 
entirely off, and caused them excruciating tor- 
ture. When they were brought to the surface 
their faces and bodies were as black as those of 
hégtoes, atid their burnt and tattered clothing 
hung about them in shreds. Eight or aine phy- 
sicians were soon iu attendance co caré for the 
suffering men, the most of whom will recover. 
One has since died. Finally the ventilation was 
cut off, aud the mine savel—-thes damage being 
estimated at $50,000.

Experiences of the American 
Steamer Alaska.

From the Hona Keng (China) Press, Sept. 26. 

It is our painful duty to record by the present 
mail one of the most appalling disasters that 
bas ever happened in this Colony. A typboon of 
unprecedented violence raged in this neighbor- 
hood op Tuesday nicht, Sept. 22, and Wednes- 
day morning last. The weather during the day 
bad been threatening, the barometer haviog 
falien very considerably during the forenoon, 
and still remaiving low in the evening. About 6 
o'clock the wind began to threaten, and 
shortly after 8 o'clock was blowing & 
strong gale. This increased rapidly, and in the 
course of an hour it was evident that a typhoon 
of a severe character was to be apprehended, 
and this proved too soon to be the case. The 
barometer kept rapidly falling, and the wind in- 
creased frightfully in violence, raging and howl- 
ing at first, and aftera time sounding like one 
continued peal of musketry, broken at intervals 
by artillery, as sudden and more violent gusts 
swept through the harbor and over the land. At 
times even above the fierce howling of the wind 
could be heard the pitifui cries of thousands 
vainly battling with the storm. 

FEARFUL HAVOC. 

Not a single ship in port escaped undamaged, 
and the casualties and loss of life—-the latter es- 
timated at over 2,000 souls—have exceeded anv- 
thing which has ever before been on record. The 
city, after the occurrence, presented the appear- 
ance of a town which bad been besieged. In all 
directions were roofless and shattered houses, 
crumbling walls, naked poles and rafters stand- 
ing out gloomily against the leaden sky. The 
roads were strewn right and left with debris, 
wrecks of boats, and trees—some of gigantic 
size—torn up bv the roots. The telegraph cn 
the island and the marine telegraph be- 
tween Hong Kong and Saigon was interrupted ; 
the gas-pipes were torn up; dead bodies m all 
directions washed ashore; the flag-staff at the 
Peak was seen leaning at an angle, a sad sigia! 
to ships miles away of the ravages to which the 
Colony has been subjected, The tide was excep- 
tionaily high, which materially increased the 
amouat of the damage inflicted, and to the east- 
ward agreat deal of injury both to life and 
property was caused by the height of the wate: 
which on the plain -at fast Point wa: 
op an average about 4 feet high. 7 
to the disasters, a fire occurred 
on the Praya, near the Canton wharf, 
tunately was soon got uuder, but it is a notice 
able and somewhat omipous incident, in coi- 
nection with the news as to- incendiaries fom 
Macao, as it isto be feared that there are des- 

characters here ready to avail them-e!ves 
of any such disaster as a typhoon for the pur- 
pose of plunder. Sostromg was ths wind that 
the flames of the fire were blown out in some 
instances like the light of a candle. A very 
curious circumstance is meutioned on good 
autbority, namely, that a large number of clocks 
in the Coiony stopped at the same hour. Our 
informant has beard of five. and suggests the 
hypothesis of « slight shock of an earthquake 
having occurred while the typhoon was reging. 
Certainly the oxciliation in many of the houses 
would favor such a supposition. 

To convey an adequate idea in general words 
of the awful effects which this unprecedented 
gale has produced is impossible. At the present 
moment all business is suspended and an op- 
pressive silence reigus over the Colony, broken 
only by the clacking of the hammers of those re- 
pairing the houses and other ruins; at Aber- 
deen, uear the docks, lies high and dry on the 
land the magnificent steamer Alaska, belonging 
to the Pacific Mail Company, and the dead bodies 
of the victims are being drifted ashore in all 
directions. 

The Chinese had, as usual, during the Tues- 
day anticipated the danger, and the sampans 
and judks cleared out im large numbers to seek 
shelter. Some doubts were, however, felt amony 
foreigners as to whether there would be more 
than a gale, though the preponderating opinion 
on Tuesday evening was that a typhoon was to 
be anticipated. in fact, the indications were 
strongly in that direction, and the doubts prob- 
ably only arose in consequence of there having 
already been several false warnings of typhoons 
this year. 

AN EYE-WITNESS’ DESCRIPTION. 

An eye-witness of the terrible occurrence sends 

us the following description of the scexe on the 


Praya: 

“Thad been ont dining with a friend, and 
started to return home at a litile after 11. It 
was then blowing very hard, but neither I nor 
any of my companions had an idea of the severi- 
ty to which the gale was destined to reach. | ac- 
cordingly went with a companion to the Praya to 
see the sight, and certainly never wituessed any- 
thing so strikiog in my life. Although I have 
seen many typhoons during a stay of over four- 
teen years in Hongkong, I do not koow of any 
which has caused so much inj to the colony 
and so much loss of life. ie the time we had 
arrived at the Praya the wind had freshened 
rapidly. aud the typhoon was raging with fuil 
vigor. The sea was breaking over the Praya with 
terrific force, while the roar of the wind was 
deafening. The waves broke bright with phos- 
phorescent light, and presented a striking and 
awful sight. The lights on spore flickered 
thromgh the darkness, and seemed only to render 
it the more intense. Gradually the swell in- 
creased, and the waves rusbed first half across 
the Praya and afterwards quite across it, and 
before ‘I had reached Pustau’s wharf, towards 
which I was going westward, they were 
more tnan across the Praya, and I had 
to push my way knee-deep in water. Clinging 
to such projection, from the houses as were with- 
in my reach, I endeavored to continue on mv 
course, but soon found that it was dangerous tu 
persevere, as the waves were coming in with such 
force that there was every chance of being 
washed away, while tiles and bricks were fw ling 
iu ali directions from the shaken houses. It was 
1 o’clock when I was thus forced to beat a retreat, 

I may mention that up to that time none of 
the sad casualties which have been recorded had 
occurred ; and as the gale began to moderate by 
3 o'clock, it is evident that the havoc must have 
been the work of little more than two hours.” 
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of the town. Numbers of them are unroofed, 
gcd others have sustained damage more or 
ess serious. Near the Eastern Market about 
fifteen houses have been. viown clean down, but 
we learn that the majority of the inmatén eea- 
caped. The pier belonging to the Pier & Godown 
Company bas met the expectations of the build- 
ers by weathering @ typhoon of greater magni- 
tude than could even have been anticipated. 
The gaivanized shed and other structures upon 
it, have, it 1s peed!ess to say, been completely 
blown away. ‘The bath-house was bound to go, 
and it has gone completely,—all that remains 
being one-half of tbe pier. A great deal of the 
wall at the cricket ground has been washed away. 

As showing the force of the gale, it may be 
interesting to pote that the smallest twigs were 
broken off almost as sharply as if cut by a knife. 
The pew Catholic Church at the Nullab isthe 
saddest loss in the way of property which has to 
be recorded, It is simply a ruin, with the ex- 
ception of the chancel, where the altar stands 
alone amidst a mass of stoves, stained glass, 
broken benches, and the wreck of the organ, 
with the pipes of which lattie children were play- 
ing. The principal portion of the roof was blown 
off one block of Murrav Barracks, but the other 
barracks have escaped with comparative im- 
punity. The Cathedral seems to be almost un- 
injured. The northeast corner of the City-Hall 
was much damaged. The clock in the tower has 
been seriously injured, the diel facing the har- 
bor being smashed completely in. he clock 
had stopped at 2:25, about the time whep the 
vale was at its highest. ‘he Police Station has 
been completely unroofed, and the roof has been 
in part taken off the Civil Hospital. The gas-pipes 
have been 80 much damaged that it was impos- 
sible to light the town on Weduesday or Thurs- 
day nights. 

The wind both at the Peak and the Gap was 
something territic, and exceeds anything which 
bas been know there before. The Governor's 
bungaiow was purposely built in the strongest 
possible manner, and was considered to be proof 
agalust any typboon that could occur. 

Al ABERDEEN, ETC. 

At Aberdeen the Pacific Mail steamer Alaska 
has goue ashore, and it 1 said there is little 
hope of floating ber again. ‘Ibe force of the 
wind was so great that although they got 
out all the largest hawsers, it was im- 
possible to keep her lashed. We _ re- 
gret aiso to learn that her launch capsized and 
caused the death of two wen. The scuffle among 
the janks and on shore is described as terrific. 
The dock has sustained great injury, sheds and 
buildiues baving been damaged to an estimated 
value oc no less than $50,000. Large numbers 
got adrift, and many of them went down in a 
short time. At Pokfulum, the bungalows be- 
longing to Messrs. Forbes aud Deacon have en- 
tirely disappeared, and the boys who were in 
charge of them have vot since beén heard of. 

; STONE-<« UTTER S ISLAND. 

This spot, ove of the customary places of re- 
sort for small craft, was crowded wita junks and 
sampaus of ali Gescriptions, at an early hour on 
Puesday. Many of them, however, were, not- 
withstanding this precaution, unable to weather 
out the gale, and were dashed ashore by the 
waves, where numbers of them lav high and dry 
bottom upwards. The loss of life among the 
Chinese must, it is feared, have beep very great. 
The jail has been partly unroofed. The lighter 
No. 6 belonging to the P. & O. Co., drove down 
on the isiand, beyond Green Isiand, and the 
Captain is the only one saved. His wife and 
four children perished in sight of him, and the 
craft broke up. 

KOWLOONG. 

The gale was felt severely here, and the dam- 
age core to the junks which went over for 
refuge is also very large,—mauy of them having 
been forced a great distance on shore. The 
whole piace presents the appearance of being 
leveled, and dead bodics are found hundreds of 
yards from the shure. Three foreign vessels are 
also reported ashore, 

LATER PARTICULARS. 

The British bark Malvera was run into by the 
Falcou, off Possession Point, and sank ; the Cap- 
tain aud-wife and ali hands are supposed to be 
lost. ihe Captain of the Maury was lost when 
the veesel went down. The American ship 
Comet, from Meni'a, lost ail her masts. Tie 
whoie of ‘thursday bodies were being picked up 
and washed on slore, and up to late in the 
afternoon 112 had been recovered. It 1s stated 
that the lowest state of the barometer at the 
Peak on Wednesday morning was 27.10. 

One remarable ieature about the total wreck 
of the Siamese bark Lud, is that one of the 
crew alive is a scaman in jail, who Was sen- 
Ltenced to ten days’ imrisonment for attempt- 
ing tostabthe mate. Ye learn that three others 
have escaped from tvis vessel. ‘Jhe Span- 
ish steamer Formosa put back on Thursday. 
The Captain of the Siamese bark Seaforth is 
the only one of that vessel who is 
saved. It appears that he got on a plank 
and was drifted down to Belcher’s Bay, but he 
states that he does not know what became of 
bis vessel, from which he was washed, or the 
crew. One jnan belonging to the steamehip 
Leonor owes his life to being away at Macao, 
and the purser by being on shore here and un- 
able to get on board. ‘The second and third en- 
gineers of tne Leonor desire to expresa in hich 
terms their obligation to the Messrs. Lauer 
(brothers) of the fire engine-house, who 
so gallantly assisted in the rescue of 
themselves and fellow-sufferers from _ their 
perilous position. The above two ojlicers were 
in the rigging from three to four hours, and 
were the lust to leave. All the crew and a num- 
ber of the passengers were taken to Messars. 
Lane, Crawford & Co.’s, where they were most 
kindly treated. We learn that the chief mate, 
who was reported drowned, was saved, but the 
Captain and Chief Engineer were lost. All the 
rest of the crew escaped. Up to the present it 
Las been impossible to recover any of the prop- 
eriy on Doard. 

MACAO. 

Tie Macao steamer Poyang, which arrived on 
Thursday afternoon, brought very bad. news of 
the disasters there. ‘lhe typhoon and fires to- 
gether have almost leveled the entire city. The 
whole of the houses along the Praya Grandoe aro 
in ruins, and bouses in all directions fell trom 
the force of the terrific gale. To add to tho hor- 
ror of tis, fires broke out in various places, and 
the Church of St. Antonio and many fine build- 
ings were burvued tothe ground. Many hundreds 
of lives were lost by the downfail of houses and 
by the fires. The appearance of the colony 
from the water was awfully grand. The Poyang 
sustained considerable damage. All the after 
hurricane deck and houses being blown away. 
One strange feature on board was a boat for- 
ward, which was taken up into the air high 
above the masts, and cams down aft with a 
terrible crash. The barometer at 3 a. m. on the 
23d was 28.00. A feature in the barometer not 
noticed before by those on board was that, at 
the height of the squalls, the needle was observed 
to move around quickiy, and, as the squalls 
lulied, as quickly go back again, Many people 
have lost everything they possessed, and been 
rendered homeless. The whole of the Praya 
Grande has been swept away. The fine row of 
houses all along it has been almost completely 
blown down, and property everywhere has been 
destroyed. In fact, Macao is m ruins, and the 
misery thus entailed upon hundreds of the resi- 
dents is fearful, while the loss of life is enor- 
mous. 


SWATOW. 

We learn that there has also been a most 
severe typhoon at Swatow, and the searan so 
high as to flood the Custom-House, which is 300 
yards inland, to such an extent asto damage the 
whole of the papers in the office. Serious injury 
has also been sustained in other directions. 


THE LATEST—8,000 LIVES LOST—DAMAGE TO PROP- 
ERTY £1,000,000. 
From the Hong Kona Press, Oct. 3. 

The particulars of the sad disaster of the 22d 
and 23d September are gradually coming to light; 
but even up to the present time the full eflects 
of the typhoon can be surmised. It is certain 
that the estimate of the number who have been 
lost 18 considerably under the actual total, which 
cannot be leas than 8,000 at Hong Kong and Ma- 
cao together, even if that comes up to the tact. 
Vesseis arriving at the present time report 
meeting with dead bodies a long distance 
before reaching the port, and corpses 
continue daily to be washed ashore on 
Various parts of the island. The damage 
done to property also turns out to be much 
larger than was anticipated. Persons well able 
to judge estimate that in Hong Kong alone, the 
property lost in the form of vessels, damage to 
houses, buildings destroyed, and goods damaged, 
cannot be short of a £1,000,000. The steamers 
Albay and Leonore stiil lie in the harbor, the lat- 
ter with 30 or 40 dead passengers in her, and it 
is doubtful whether they can be raised: and 
although efforts have been made to move thie 
Pacific Mail steamer Alaska from her position 


| ashore at Aberdeen, they were, we regret to say, 


unsuccessful. 


After the typhoon great difficulty was experi- 
enced in removing the dead bodies which came 
ashore in all directions. The destruction of life 
in native craft vastly outuumbers anything that 
has occurred before. In ordinary typhoons the 
places of shelter which the Chinese, who have 
& marvelous instinot in foreseeing the advent of 
these terrible visitations, seek, are sufficient to 
protect the large bulk of the junks aud sampans. 
The poor people had, iv the present inetance 
relied upon the shelter which had afforded them 
protection on former OCCay) ons, but 
were utterly mistaken in their calenia- 
tions, as their craft were driven from 
their places of refave, and. im the words of an 
eye-witness, who bimself bad a uarrow escape 
in hie vessel, large jusks broke up actually 


like matehb-boxes. Oue of the ofticers who was 


on board the Pacific Mail steamer A'aska says 
that he saw a batch of fuily a hundred junks 
founder all at once. The misery which has 
been spread both in this Colony and at Macao 
is something appalling. One of the saddest 
considerations is that numberless junks have 
utterly gone to atoms with every soul on board, 
so that hundreds of people must be kept in 
lengthened suspense as to the fate of friends 
and relawives, of which no one lives to tell the 
tale. 

From the accounts given of the extraordinary 
high tide, it would almost seom that there must 
at one time have been a tidal wave, and this 
would fit in with statements made in some quar- 
ters with reference to the stoppage of clocks, 
which seemed to indicate that a slight shock of 
ao earthquake occurred while the typhoon was 
raging. 

The weather at present is fair, but continues 
unusually hot for this time of year. The Chi- 
nese, however, predict that another typhoon will 
occur shortly. They name the 4th inst. (to- 
morrow) as the day; but so far as can be judged 
by the indications of the barometer, there does 
not appear to be any foundation for their fears. 


THE STEAMER ALASKA. 

Steamer Alaska, on the Rocka Near Aberdeen, Hong- 
Kong (Vet, 4), Correspondence of the San Francisco 
Ata. 

The Alaska arrived on the Ist of September 
with a broken shaft, and was taken to the Aber- 
deen side of the Islands, docked and recoppered ; 
after leaving the dock she was hauled to the 
stream and moored, where she remained while 
preparations were being made to receive the new 
shaft. These being completed, on the afternoon 
of Sept. 22, Capt. Van Sice securely moored her 
to the dock, as we all thought, every line in che 
ship in use—all new hawsers, from 6 to 11 
inches. A. 7 p. m. the anchor was dropped. 
About the same time 

THE WIND BEGAN BLOWING 
fresh, the sky was overcast with black and 
threatening clouds. The barometer was 
falling rapidly. By 10 p. m. it was evident 
that atvphoon of more than average intensity 
was approaching. At1l o’clock one of the new 
9-inch hawsers parted, sod was made fast again. 

At 12:15 a. m. the typhoon burst upon us with 

terrible fury; the tines parted one after an- 

other like so many stiands of thread. After 
they broke, paid out 45 and 35 fathoms of chain. 

She immediately began to drag her anchor, 

and in a few minutes struck stem on the op- 

posite shore. The anchors kept her from going 
broadside on the rocks. The junks came down 
on ber port quarter, striking ber very hard, moet 
of them sinking. The barometer still falling; 
at 2:30 a. m. was down to 28.60, and the tvphoon 
was at its greatest height. I was standing near 
the rudder-post trying to protect myself from 

the storm, when my attention was attracted to a 

large junk drifting down upon us, stem first, in 

a blaze. She went under the Alaska, and for a 

few minutes remained entangled in the rudder- 

chains. I thought of the terrible disas- 
ter that I passed through two years 

before on the ill-fated America, and I 

did not know~ but we would have a 

repetition. I went forward and gave the alarm. 

Capt. Van Sice ordered the hose stretched and 

everything in orderto extinguish the fire, but 

fortunately for us we were not obliged to use the 

fire apparatus. A sea strack the junk and drift- 

ed ber in between the ship and shore, and in lees 

than @ minute the Alaska crushed and sunk ber. 
JUNKS CRUSHED TO PIECES. 

The ship was lying within 30 feet of the per- 
nendicular rocks that lned the shore, and the 
junks and smaller water-boats were drift- 
ing in between the ship and the shore, 
aud she was breaking to pieces and simk- 
ing them by the score. A few minutes after 
striking, two large junks went into the port- 
wheel, before they went to pieces succeded in 
saving twenty-five mep, women, and children by 
taking them through the port leading to the 
wheel. A #sho.t time afterward another junk 
struck ; fourteen of the _ poor wretches, most of 
them women and children, ciambered in the 
wheel, and would have been saved had not a tre- 
mendous gust of wind struck the ship just at 
tbat moment, sweeping them all off. Tbe junk 
went down. While the typhoon was raging with 
awfal fury the wind suddenly shified and we bo- 
can to drift again, no one knew where, as it was 
intensely dark. 

THE SHIP CARRIED ON THE RB )CKS. 

In a few minutes after the ship struck again, 
bow on this time and with tremendous force, 
Phe wind caught ber under the starboard quar- 
ter, carrying her on the rocks broadeideto. She 
began to pound and thump herself, and we all 
thought she would gote pieces; but after a 
short time she rested quietly, listing to star- 
board and making but little water, not more than 
she would under ordinary circumstances. It 
was, or seemed to us, the longest night we ever 
passed through, and it wasa welcome sight to 
each of us wheo dawn first breke upon us, At 5:30 
a. m. got a life-rope ashore, and the Captain was 
avle to make out the ship's position; she was 
three-quarters of a mile below Aberdeen. The 
typhoon had subsided by thie time, and the 
barometer was going up. Shortiy after, I went 
down through the wheel, and through the aid of 
a sam-pan vot ashore. I was glad when my feet 
rested once again on terra firma. Every one was 
exhausted, and our Captain most of all. He was 
untiring in his exertions in trying to save the 
ship and our lives. After getting ashore I set 
down on arock to rest for a few moments, and 
those few moments were the most melancholy 
ones of my life. I began to realize 

THE TERRIBLE EFFECTS OF THE TYPHOON. 

The water far out to sea was covered with 
floating wrecks, and the shore was lined with 
hundreds of the most wretched-looking human 
beings Lever saw io my life. A few huudred 
ya"ds from where we are is quite a large bight, 
and into it had drifted over 200 large 
fishiog-junks, and sam-pans almost innumera- 
ble. Every one was broken to pieces. The peo- 
ple that were able to work were striving to save 
their used-up property, and those that were not 
able were trying to drag themselves to Aber- 
deep. Old men and women and littie children 
barely able to walk composed the throng. One 
old woman, nearly 90, I should judge, came tot- 
tering along with not sufficient clothing to cover 
her ; she was covered with bruises and cuts. No 
one took any notice of her. She would go a few 
feet and fall exhausted ; she managed to get to 
the dock-yard. A few minutes after I passed by 
and found her dead. At6:20a. m. I went, at 
the request of the Captain, to Hong Kong to in- 
form the Company’s agent of our con- 
dition. By good luck I secured a couple of 
coolies and chair ; on the way I overtook a man 
almost naked, and so tired that he could hardly 
walk. I stopped a few minutes to hear his 
story; it was short and sad. He had been Cap- 
tain of a Siamese bark; between 12 and 1 o'clock 
his vessel struck Green Island, and, in less than 
five minutes after striking, went to pieces. The 
Captain was the only person saved. After being 
washed from the wreck, he caught hold of a 
piece of floating spar, and with some of the 
ropes attached he lashed himself to it; and, 
after drifting about for nearly seven hours, was 
finally washed ashore a few yards below the 
Alaska. 

After rounding the point at Pokefoolum, I 
came in sight of Green Isiand; saw a large ves- 
sel floating out to sea bottom up, and an- 
other wrecked ov the rocks. Shortlv after I was 
in full view of Hong Kong and the harbor, and it 
was a desolate sight, indeed ; vessels stranded 
on the shore, others broken to pieces, and only 
the masts above water; what few remained 
were either dismasted or the bare hulls remain- 
ing, and of the thousands of native boats of all 
kinds, not a single one was floating. 
Lying in front of the Pacific Mail wharf, 
or where it used to be, is the wreck of a 
large barge. Nearly all the wall facing 
the Praya is gone; two steamers are sunken in 
frout_ of Douglass Laprake wharf—the Albay 
and Leanore. The latter just arrived at the 
commencement of the typhoon from Manila. It 
is said she had 200 Chinese passengers under her 
hatches; the Captain and nearly all the crew 
were lost. The Captain was found washed 
ashore nearly to Queen’s Road,—the main 
atreet. Aberdeen is almost entirely de- 
stroyed, aud the Wormpoa Dock Company’s 
property damaged to the amount of #40.- 
000. Many lives were lost here. Among the 
debris of one small building I counted 
fourteen dead bodies, most of them go crushed 
and disfigured ag to be past recognition. Next 
day we waited impatiently to hear the account of 
the effects of the typhoon at Macao; and the 
loss of life is almost too awful to contemplate. 
While the storm was raging the pirates took 
possession of the town, and sec fire to 1t and de- 
stroyed over 700 houses. They pillaged and de- 
stroyed the better portion of the city; all the 
vessels, both foreign and native, were destroved. 
The Canton and Macao Company's steamer 
White Cloud, bottom up, is high and dry on 
shore. It is computed that 

OVER TEN THOUSAND LIVES 

were lost in Macaoalone. Four days after, the 

effluvium arising from the thousands of decom- 

posing bodies was so great that the Nativnoal 

Guards revolted and refused to bury any more; 

and the Governor, fearing that a plague would 

800n foliow if the bodies were not disposed of, 
ordered them to be burned. Four thousand 
were cremated, first covering them with tar, and 
then setting fire tothem. The loss of tife in 
and around the immediate vicinity of Hongkong 

willexceed 4,000. I am very sorry to state a 

large number of Europeans were lost; and the 

whole number of lives lost will number over 

20,000 souls. The amount of property destroyed 

goes far into the millions. 

ATTE TO FLOAT THE ALASKA. 

On the 27th of September, the tirst attempt to 

float the A'aske was made and failed. Oue 

steamer aud two tags were employed to pull her 


off. The steamer parted a new 14-inch hawser. 
But you must understand the trial made was not 
afairone. The Alaska will float again. The 
sbip is not injured, and is ens no water. 
Fifteen hundred tons of dead weight have been 
removed from her. With the aid of ways, hulks 
to raise her, and the dredging outside of her, we 
think she will get off during the next spring tide 
or the one following it. 


OUR SUBURBS. 


MILWAUKEE. 
A $150,000 cHURCH COMPLETED. 

MILWAUKEE, Noy. 14.—Immanuel Church is 
now practically completed, and only awaits the 
finishing of the organ and the last touches of 
artistic hands to be opened for congregational 
worship. Perhaps the most beautiful feature of 
the edifice is the frescoing, which has taken six 
weeks to elaborate, P. M. Almini & Co., of 
Chicago, were the contractors, and the cost was 
$2,500. The body of the church, main audievce- 
room, lecture-room, Sabpath-schoo!l room, halls, 
class-rooms, apd vestibules have been frescoed, 
and the work as a whole is pronounced 
the finest in the Northwest. All the 
windows of the church are of stained glass, 
put in by McCully & Miles, of Chicago, at a cost 
of $2,200. The cost of carpeting the whole 
church, and furnishing cushions for the pews, 18 
$3,000. Stark Brothers, of this clty, are intrust- 
ed with the contract. The organ is to be the 
finest of ite kind, to cost $10,000, and is build- 
ing by Barshall Brothers & Clark, of this city. 
The heating apparatus consists of five Lawson 
diamond hot-air furnaces, furnished by C. A. 
Buttles, of this city, at a cost of $2,100. The 
other contracts are as follows: H. R. Bond, 
Milwaukee, stone and mason work and plaster- 
ing. $72,000; H. Buestrin & Co., carpenter- 
work, #26,000; George Galloway, painting, 
$1,600; Biersach & Niedermeyer, galvanized 
iron-work and slate roof, $5,600; Hornbach 
& Wagner, iron-work, $1,000. The pastor is 
the Rev. G. P. Nichols, who last previously 
preached one year at Olivet Presbyteman Church, 
Chicago. His stipend is $4,000 per year. W. P.

HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 

The parties who ciaim there is aleakin the 
av; ropriations for the House of Correction give 
the following figures, takea from the records: 

M.uey drawn, On account of the House of 
Correction, from November, 1873, to November, 
1874, 266,543.s6. 

Orders issued, and yet to be paid, on same ac- 
onant, (about) $2,000. 

Of which, the cost of rebuilding chair factory, 
etc. (destroved by fire), constructing additional 
cells, and new water-pipe laying, was $40,000. 

Leaving to be accounted for, about $28,000. 

The institution is claimed to have realized be- 
tween $5,000 and $10,000 by the manufacture 
and sale of chairs, the product of convict labor. 
The average number of inmates is eighty, whose 
cost, including eating, clothing, beddivg. sal- 
aries, and keep of guards. etc., lighting, heating, 
aod so forth, is set down at $3 per week per 
head, or a yearly total of less than $12,000: and 
against this should be placed the amount realized 
by sales of products of convict labor. The de- 
ficieucy would be, at most, $4,000, Add the 
cost of raw materia! at $5,000, and the extraor- 
dipary expenditure for rebuildiug, etc., and the 
aggregate is etill less than $50,000, combined 
with an expenditure of very pearly $70.000. It 
is charged, too, that the House of Correction, 
with an average number of inmates of 70 to 80. 
costing $10,000 to $12,000 for all purposes (not 
allowing for sales realized), bas not only this 
vear, but every vear, drawn from the County 
Treasury about $20,000. Where such an utterly 
disproportionate amount can have gone to, no- 
body pretenis to know, The Inspector and of- 
ficials bave alwavs been considered men of in- 
tegrity and ability, and above suspicion, and 
an investigation is considered absolutely 
necessary to place the blame where 
it rghtfolly belongs. There is not a 
single Supervisor suspected of improper prac- 
tices. Each and every member of the Board, so 
far as THe TRIBUNE correspondent hae heard, is 
looked upon ag stnctiy honest and economical. 
Yet the fact remains that there is a leak some- 
where, and the Supervisors, as well as the 
ofticials, will duubiless see that it is for their 
own interest that the mystery be cleared up with 
as httie delay as possibile. ’ 

INTERESTING ISSUES IN BANKRUPTCY. 

This morning, Judge Howe, in the United 
Staces District Court, made an order, on the 
petition of G. A. Bronson, that the Trustees of 
the estate of William Farnsworth, William A. 
Knapp, et al., of Fond du Lac, io bankruptcy, 
answer said petition in twenty days. The peti- 
tion alleges that Bronson sold his stock of goods 
at Oshkosh to William A. Knapov, one of the 
bankrupts, for $4,000, Knapp agreeing to pay 
Bronson’s creditors $1,200, that being the entire 
indebtedness on said stock, and himself the 
balance, $2,900. Knapp did pay the 
creditors, but never settled with Bronson. 
and in the meantime was adjudicated 
baukrupt, and at @ creditors’ meeting Trustees 
were appointed to adminis‘er the estate. Owing 
to Bronson’s absence, he failed to file proof of 
debt or claim against the estate, andthe Trustees 
refused to admit him to a sbare of the distribu- 
tion, alleging, first, that proof of debt was made 
after the estate passed into other hands ;Jsecond, 
that the Court bad not previously given leave 
that said debt should be so proven; third, that 
ibe Liustees had no notice of said proof of debt 
before made.

CATACAZY.---FISH. 
AN OLD SCANDAL REVIVED. 

The old Catacazy-Fish scandal having again 
floated to the surface of newspaper gossip, we 
subjoin the following from the pen of “ Fay,” 
the iady correspondent of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal : 

TRUE STORY OF THE CATACAZY-FISH SNUBBING, 

In a recent Courter-Journail read an article enti- 
tled ‘‘ Madame Catacazy’s Revenge.” AsI had quite 
an intimacy with that lady, and probably know more 
of both her and her husband, especially during the 
time they were under a cloud, I will venture a slight 
contradiction of some of the statements.

Mrs, Fish never snubbed the Madame, Once, when 
Mra, Fish calied to see me, I mentioned that I had 
dined the evening before at the Kussian Legation, and 
was quite excited about Madame de Catacazy’s 
beauty and fascination. Mrs. Fish agreed 
with me, and said that ber beauty stood the test of the 
glare of daylight, for they had been riding together 
im af open carriage, and that Madame de Cuatacazy 
did not even weara biack lace veil, In the spring, 
after there were rumors of dissatisfaction about Mr. de 
Catacazy, I attended one of the Madame’s Monday re- 
ceptions, and while I was there Mrs. Fish and one of 
her daughters, Mrs, Sidney Webster, came in. The 
most perfect cordiality existed between the ladies, and 
Madame de Catacazy assured me just before she left 
Washington that Mrs, Fish had never snubbed her, or 
been in the least uncivil. The first and the last shaft 
leveled at Madame de Catacazy ed from a man 
correspondent, Maj. Hinton wrote the first scur- 
rilous article to a Cincinnati paper. “ Miss Grundy” 
reproached him for it, and he professed to feel sorry, 
and said that he hated foreigners, and had done this 
for political efiect, The New York Worid, for reasons 
of ita own, was a bitter antagonist of the Russian Min- 
ister, and while their correspondent, “ Miss 
Grundy,” was permitted to sing the Mad- 
ame's praises, they published the severest arti- 
cles against her usband. The fight was 
never a social one, At that time Mrs, Williams was 
not asocial leader. There was a great intimacy be- 
tween Senator and Mrs. Williams and the de Cat- 
acazys. I remembera Sunday picnic they had to- 
gether. Mr, de Catacazy’s disgrace came before Will- 
iams entered the Cabinet, Judge Williams was a mem- 
ber of the “Joint High Commission.” Mr. de Cat- 
cary was accused of intriguing to prevent the Treaty 
ef Washington being carried out, He denied this to 
me, which of course goes for nothing, as it is the best 
test of diplomacy to tella lie that bears the face of 
truth, and diplomacy is only a failure where the lie is 
discovered, But Mr, de Catacazy did say that England 
had tickled our Government by sending an Eari as one 
of her Commissioners, and that it would be ridiculous 
for him to attempt to defeat the treaty, as it was not 
in the least advantageous to this Government, that he 
was suspected of entertaining a hostile feeling toward, 
He said we would find out soon enough that we had 
made a mistake in supposing that England bad in re- 
ality conceded anything. 

When the de Cataczys first arrived at Washinton the 
story of their early life was as well known as it was 
later, The little home at Bladensburg was fresh in 
every oue’s recollection. Mr.de Catacazy in those 
days was Secretary of Legation to Baron Bodisco. 
When Bodisco heard of the beautiful young recluse in 
that cottage, he sent the young man back to Russia, 
When the disgraced couple appeared in Washington 
clothed with plenipotentiary powers, their first visit 
was a sentimental one to tbe humble home that had 
sheltered them in their early love, The story of that 
love is not so dreadful as to have been visited upon 
the woman after seventeen years of marriage to the 
man who had always been her lover. Madame de Cat- 
acazy,when a very young girl, was wedded against her 
will to an Italian nobleman double her age. Her hus- 
band was sent as Minister to Brazil, and on the same 
steamer with the young bride wasy oung de Catacazy 
also on a diplomatic mission. He witnessed the crue 
treatment of the Count toward his beautiful young 
wife, and interposed to protect her. The end of the 
matter was an elopement, and they brought up in this 
city. Soon after their dismissal from Washington, 
Madame’s husband died, and she lawfully became the 
wife of de Catacazy. All this so many years ago that 
immaculate Washington overlooked the irregularity 
until the proper time came to strike. The men threw 
the blame upon the woman,and said they were jealous of 
the beautiful and fascinating woman, Madame de 
Catacazy, has a grandson in Italy. He isa nobleman 
of high rank, One evening after we had dined at the 
de Catacazy’s, we adjourned to the Madame’s boudoir 
for coffee and liquors. Jathen, the most delicious 
tea, in transparent Sevres china cups, was served. 
Then Madame seated herself at a cabinet-piano, and in 
the most thrilling style chanted Tennyson’s “* Break, 
Break.” Not long after that, in reading Lothair, I 
perfectly understood how that distinguished English 
audience was roused to enthusiasm when Theodora 
sat at the piano and must have rendered the music im 
the same grand and fervid manner as did Madame de 
Catacazy. It seemed wonderful fora foreigner to so 
perfectly comprehend the sentiment of that poem. 
Chief-Justice Chase and his daughter, after hearin 
this wonderful woman, selected acharming poem which 
they sent to Madame de Catacazy with the request that 
ehe would set it to music and chant it for them at their 
next visit.

NATIONAL CENTENNIAL EDUCATIONAL FUND. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Str: This “plan” with a very long name was 
brought to my notice, with the intimation—l 
presume as a special actof grace—that women 
were to be allowed to raise, in whole or in part, 
this modest sum of $50,000 for the relief of in- 
digent students in our University. 

The inducement to women to set forth upon a 
round of visits to their friends, armed with the 
dainty portemonnaies to be furnished by the 
Secretary, receptacles for fiithy lucre, con- 
structed with special reference to the deposition 
of quarters,—for ‘*‘ Large donations are not to 
be sought from the few, but small contributions 
from many,”—hence the labor is peculiarly 
adapted to feminine capacities ; instead of with 
the conventional card-case,—is, as announced 
in the Cireular, that *‘ The fund is to be abso- 
iutely unsectarian in its character;” and that 
‘* Its privileges shail be open alike to both male 
and female students.” 

One of the Sunday-morning papers informs its 
readers that ‘* the institution '"—that is, the Uni- 
versity—"‘ belongs to no sect.” This will be 
news to most people, certainly to those who 
know that nine-tenthe of the Faculty are, and 
alwavs have been, Baptists; and that, by the 
terms of the act of incorporation, “‘the ma- 
jority of the Trustees and the President of the 
University shall forever be of the same relig- 
ious denomination as the majority of this cor- 
poration.” What that is, we all know. 

** Ove swallow does not make a summer,” and 
Henry Greenebaum’s name in alist of forty-six 
Trustees does not make the institution ‘‘of no 
sect.” 

For this $50,000 fund a special Board of seven 
men is to be provided, two of whom, if attend- 
ing properly to their own duties, would have lit- 
tle time to weigh the claims of a poor boy or 
girl to his or her share of the interest accruing 
upon this fund. A better guaranty of good 
faith would have been the appointment of women 
upon this Board. Certainly the City of Chicago 
can furnish women as well-informed upon edu- 
cational matters, at least as well educated, as 
our average Governors and Mayors. 

The chances for the girls of a slice of this 
fund, to be raised by women, but disbursed by 
men, would be very slight; for, be it remember- 
ed, the new President has stated distinctly his 
disbelief in co-education, and female students, 
to be ** equally benefited” with male students, 
must wait for the gatheripg of another fuad to 
carry out a pet scheme of some of those in pow- 
er,—the buiiding of a Woman’s College as a tail 
to the University kite. 

There has beeu no time since the University 
had a being when girls have not been in its class- 
es; but, while ready to profit by the excellent 
teachings of its Professors for their own chil- 
dren, not all of the Faculty have been willing to 
extend such advantages to others; and it was 
only a year ago last June that the Trustees and 
Faculty of the University *‘ Resolved, That the 
two sexes may, with equal profit aud to mutual 
advantage, pursue the same courses of study, 
reciting in the same classes, and qualifying for 
the same degrees ; and that they be allowed full 
opportunities to do so, upon condition of the 
payment of the same tuition-fees, and of com- 
pliance with the rules of the University in other 
respects.” 

The likelihood of fair play for girls ie further 
apparent jyrom a glance at page 7 of the last Cat- 
alogue. There is a goodly list of Professors,— 
that some of them are resident in other States, 
or engaged in other avocations, is not deemed of 
importance,—with all sorts of letters after their 
names,—one of them with Mus, bnt I am as- 
sured that does not stand for mouse; and, at 
the end of all, sandwiched between announce- 
ments, in modest brevier, is the information 
that, during the past year, instruction has been 
given in French and assistance in the instruction 
of German by Mrs. Alice B. Wood. 

To this ‘“‘writedown” in the Catalogue a 
woman who, for years, has taught the College 
classes, as well as those of the Preparatory De- 
partment, Greek, German, and French, and who, 
if she is anything, is Tutor or Assistant Profes- 
sor, may seem just and honest to D. D.’s and 
L.L. D.’s, but smacks of something else to

There has been for some time in progress in 
the criminal tribunal of Ravenna a process 
under the title of the “‘accolteliatori” (cut. 
throats), which has attracted more than unusua 
attention. Ravenna is the centre of a distric 
which has for a long time had a bad reputation 
for the number of its malandrini, who bay 
nearly got the control of society. This process 
which has been long in preparation, is for th: 
purpose of making, if possible, some of thi 
worst of the leaders feel the weight of the law 
The most noteworthy passage in the Prime Min 
ister's recent speech was that in which was de 
clared the firm intention of the Gevernment t& 
use, if necessary, extra legal means for utting 
a check upon, and, if possible, destroying th« 
system of organized atrocities which, at Naples, 
in Sicily, and in the Emelia, or up ex-Papa 
territory, has got the upper band. In the regios 
of Ravenna, a regular association of assassin 
has been formed, and, indeed, is not yet broken 
up, the object of which seems to be in part te 
commit murder and robbery for the pleasure oj 
it, and get the advantage of the constituted au- 
thority. Menacing letters and stabbing in 

laces and at moments when no peril is appre 

ended by the orderly citizen, have been the 
means used by th. band of outlaws, whose ob- 
ject seems to be to carry society back to a sav: 
age state. We must see if the authority in the 
present movement is capable of putting forth 
suflicient energy to make an end of the evil.

Church Services To-Day. 


THE REV. G. W. NORTHRUP, D.D. 

Dr. Northrup, although he has been a resident 
of Chicago only about 7 years, bas come to be 
known as one of the most prominent leacers of 
the Baptist denomivation in the Northwest. The 
Baptist Theological Seminary of this city, which 
is now athriving educational institation, owes 
more to bim of its success than to any other 
person, He was thechief agent in its organiza- 
tion, and has been its presiding officer since 
1867. The institution now contains 60 students ; 
its faculty comprises 6 Professors; ite library 
contains 15,000 volumes; and its property above 
ite liabilities is valued at $225,000. 

Dr. Norihrup was born in Jefferson County, 
N. ¥., in 1825. After obtaining a good common- 
school education, he taught school in various 
places from 1843 to 1850. He then entered Will- 
jams College, Massachusets, graduating in 1804. 

Here he at once took bigh rank asa student, 
and at graduation, in a class of sixty-four, he 
took the metaphysical oration. The Department 
of Metaphysics was then in chargo of the Presi- 
aent. Dr. Mark Aoypkins. Dr. Northrup im- 
mediately entered the Theological Seminary at 
Rochester, N. Y¥., whence he graduated in 1857. 
At that time several of the most noted men in 
the Baptist deaomination belonged to the Roch- 
ester Faculty,—such men as Drs. Robinson, 
Conant, and Hotchkiss. Here, as in college, he 
soon became conspicuous for his attainments 
and ability, and was appointed, upon his gradua- 
tion, to the chair of Church History in the Sem- 
inary, Which position he accepted and filled for 
ten years. Before the expiration of that period, 
or in 1865, he received the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity from the University of Rochester. 

In 1867 Dr. Northrap was elected President and 
Professor of Theology in the Baptist Theological 
Seminary in this city. During the twenty years 
whieh Be has thus occupied in giving theolor- 

ical instruction, he bas prepared and delivered 
two full courses ef lectures,—one of ‘* Chureh 
istory,” and oue on ** Theology.” 

lie Lge never filled the ofhce of pastor, but 
has. preached about one-half the time in connec- 
tion with bis theological work ; and it is oulv his 
pre-eminent fitness for the educational work that 
bas kent him from professional labor in ¢he pul- 
pit. Hw sermons in this city, in the various 
. Baptist churches, have marked him as one of 
the most able preachers of the denomination. 
Asan extemporaneous speaker, it will be diifli- 
enit-to outrank him im excellence by any of 
the ministers im this city. He is logical and 
calm in bis utterance, and immediately gains 
the res: ect and confidence of his hearers, by the 
profound knowledge he exhibits of his subject.

His labors cannot fail to fill a prominent 
piace in the history of the Baptist denomination 
in the Northwest. On the doctrine of Close Com- 
munion he is orthodox, although he bas not the 
‘repntaiion of teaching that it is the chief cor- 
cver-store of the Baptist edifice,

PROF. SWING’S WEDNESDAY EVEN- 
ING LECTURE. 
TUE TRUTH AS IT Is. 

The Wednesday evening vrayer-meeting at the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church, corner of Rush and 
Superior, streets, was very well attended. The 
subject of Prof. Swing’s lecture was, “ ‘Ihe 
Truth as It Isin Jésus.” After reading from 
the fourth chapter of Paul’s epistle to the 
Ephesians, he said: 

All through this letter Paul unfolds what he 
supposes to be “ the truth as it is in Jesus,” aod 
yhose are the special words that impress me this 
evening, and upon which i sbail base what re- 
“ marke I may make. In the first part of the 
thanter he enumerates many of the great vices 
of the world, and also some of the minor ones; 
then he says: 

But ye have not #0 learned Christ: if so be that ve 
have feard tim, and have been taugit by Him, as the 
trath is in Jesus, 

At first these words, “As the truth is in 
Jesus,” may not imprees us much as being pecu- 
liar, but, if we recall the person who speke 
them, and the persons to whom he was speak- 
ing, we will see at once that taey havea good 
deal of signiticance. 

There are truths of many kinds. That isa 
trite remark; but there are great divisions 
of truth occupying tire whole world of 
thought and emotion; and every human bein 
is spending his life in the domain of some kind 
of truth—some special truth; either in the 
pursais of it, or in obedience of it; 
and hence vou can see at a glance 
that there is. for example, the truth of science, 
beautiful, worthy of the pursuit of mind and of 
soul. And many is the being, highly giited, who 
spends all his life along this ope path, seeking 
the truth cf science ; hidden often, often grand 
but useful, and always interesting and nearly 
always beautiful. So that we can easily under- 
stand, and easily forgive one whose whole life is 
absorbed by the truth as it is in science. 

And thus you may goover a large path enn- 
merating the various shades, not of fact merely, 
but of truth that is of law, of event, 

Uthers appear who are devoting their entire 
being, or the best portion of it, to the truth as it 
is in art, from day to day learning the forms of 
beanty,—the forfts or shapes, the colors, the 
sounds that make the beautiful; spending the 
whole of life along this one path, svekiog and 
Joving and living tor the truth as it is in art. 

And then comes another class wholly given up 
¢o the truth as it is in the law, perhaps; study- 

lug its great principles as unfolded in all the 
world’s experience and thought—common law, 
special law—an immense field. Then come truths 
of history, and, after the gréat enumeration, 
‘comes the full force of the words of Paul, “* The 
truth asit isin Jesus; and you perceive at once 
an entire new world in a certain sense. You seo 
® great, Dew continent, toward which neither the 
Bin Of science, nor the man of art, nor the man 

of Jaw, nor the lover of history, nor the lover 

of nature, is directly going ; it is, as it were, an 
undiscovered world, just like that upon which 

Columbas landed, with strange trees, strange in- 

habitaots, strange scenes. | 

This truth asitis in Jesusis the universal 
truth. We do not dare to be specialists and 
leave a few to seek the truth as it is Jesus, and a 
few others to seek the truth of artor science ; 

this is the universal truth toward which we 

should all go in one broad, path. To enu- 
merate the facts or truths in this great system 
would be impossible and unnecessary ; but the 
truth a it is in Jegus, first embraces the wor- 
stup'of God. And this form of truth stands, as 
it Were, apart from even the Old Testament,

There is the truth of God in all its perfection. 
From Jesus Christ, from His teachings, from 
His life, our books draw the definition of God, 
that He is love.—He is a spirit everywhere pres- 
ent. Thencomes the truth of worship, as I have 
said.—the truth of duty,—the great truth of re- 
ligion, and the truth of penitence paid for ein; 
for He has said : 

Blessed are the poorin heart. Repent ye 

That great truth, one of the greatest in all hu- 
man life, that he that sins must repent, must 
confess bis sins, must, in the bitterness of his 
soul, shed tears,—that is a part of the great truth 
in Jesus Christ. 

Aud we must all feel deeply the punishment 
for sin. Justice isa branch of this great truth 
as it hes in this perfect Ove, eDid He not wara 
the human race against its sins? Did He not 
speak plainly of punishment here and hereafter? 
Hence the great truth of justice—the truth of pun- 
ishment for sin—is plainiy seen in this domaia of 
Jesus Christ. It is a part of the great truth as 
it is mthe Savior. Human folly comes in when 
you attempt to describe the nature of this pun- 
ishment or the place and to pick out the persons 
who shall endure them. Butthe great, general 
favt that sin will be punished, that it shall not 
be the same with the righteous and 
the wicked, either here or  hereafter— 
this is a part of the truth as it 
is in this Divine One, this Jesus, And oh, 
the truth of love! How large, how visible it is 
in this realm! Oh, that ia the great truth in 
Jesus Christ! Other ages have discovered the 
wrath of God; the whole heathen world has 
writhed and groaned under the wrath of God; 
men have distorted themselves, swung on hooks, 

one without fvod, burned themselves with fire ; 
cone walked upon hot coals, and cut off their 
limbs, that they might appease the bloodthirsti- 
neas of their God—that they might satisfy His 
wrath in this world without going to perdition. 
A God of vengeance; they have done ali they 
could think of to gratify that vengeance while 
they were here. 

But the truth in Jesus Christ is new; 

He reveals the great Father. 
ceive the infinite love, g 
Him as children, calling “ Father” 
a real faith, an infant faith, and none 
of us wonld thick of seeking any unhappi- 
ness or any pain that he might please God. The 
—_— the true Ubristian is the more he thanks 
and biesses his great Father in heaven. 

Another truth in Jesus 1s the truth of spiritu- 
ality. Oh, whatan advocate of the soul was He! 
He was the exponent of the soul. He came to 
earth in the name of the spirit. And hence He 
sought no property, because He cameéin the name 
of the soul. He sought no house, no lands; He 
sought no fine clothing, because he came in the 
name of the immortal epirit of man. And the 
spirit is simple—the great soul of man meeting 
in the image of God; it does not love fine furni- 
ture, nor fine clothing ; these are the accidents 
of time. Jesus Christ came in the name of the 
spiritual part of man. He sougbt no temporary 
honors, becauee the applause of the crowd is not 
something the great divine soul seeks; it is 
something that man seeks in his weakness, in bis 
temporary sojvurn here. Ob, whata spirituality 
hangs around this Christ as the atmosphere of 
His life! The truth as it is in Jesus you can 
thus analyze for yourselves. Trace it out, and 
wherever you do so you will tind it to be tbe 
highest truth, the most perpetual truth, the 
most spiriiual trath, and every part of that truth 
pointing to immortality ix potting not to God 
for this year only, but to the great years beyond. 
What does religion mean but immortality ? 
What does worship mean but a great temple on 
high where all the worshippers of 
earth esbali be gathered? What does 
repentance mean except the s80ul8 
becoming pure at last in the presence of God? 
What does the cross méan except that sins are 
to be washed away, and f®ouls to be fitted for 
the great life here aud life hereafter. Thus all 
the utterances of this groat truth as it is in 
Jesus would seem to lead out of this labyrinth 
of earth into the great open field of God. 

I would not underrate any of the otber truths 
of life. Every truth of the law, for instance, 
teaches the principles of justice, lays great 
foundations of education in the heart, strength- 
ens the mind, develops a'l the facuities; hence 
it is valuable, and becomes after awhile a part 
of the soul. So the truths of science, the 
truths of art—all these are beautiful, 
and help to adorn the soul and puri- 
fy end strengthen it. But ail these 
eae truth ruo in one direction; they are 

destined, at last, to empty into the great, 
opeo, infinite truth as it is in Jesus Christ,—the 
great, broad sea of spirituality, of full duty to 
yourself, to your neighbor, te vour God; of love 
to God and man, of life eternal and biessed.

RITUALISM., 

The Rev. Hugh Miller Thompson, Rector of 
Christ Church, New York, delivered a sermon, 
Nov. 8, in his church, on the work of the late 
Episcopal Conveation. The sermon was chiefly 
devoted to the consideration of the subject of 
Ritualism. Mr. Thompson said: 

The evil of the Ritualistic movement was felt to be 
in this, that it created far and wide among our own 
peopie and our own kin, suspicion of the toyalty of 
the Church to Protestantism anfl the Reformation. 
We, inside the Church, knew well that such suspicion 
was unfounded, that the Caurch has been, in truth, as 
she was calied at the beginning, “the buiwark of the 
Reformation.” But those looking from the outside 
saw not as we saw. They took clamor for reality, and 
feared that the one historic form of reformed Uhris- 
tianity would failthe Reformation, And cons'dering 
what hopes cluster round the Chureh for the country 
and the world, how she represents and dignifies fixed 
faith, settled order, old reverences; how she binds the 
turbulent present to the calm dignities of the un- 
changing past; how ehe stands as the cen- 
tre of any possible nnion of a divided Protest. 
antiem, heiress of the ages, heir prospective of the 
future, it was no wonder that this mistake on the part 
of brethren round us was felt to be something that it 
concerned herto remove, The Convention was called 
to act on Ritualism by the necessities of tae condition. 
Tt did so act, and it acted wisely, And its action is 
clear, Eucharistic adoration may be taught here and 
there, and its cererhonial practiced here and there, but 
in either case against the whole mora! force of Church 
opinion, If the great mother, in her large motherly 
mercy, declines to call the offender to account, he can 
no Jonger fail to see that he lives by mercy and not by 
right. He must not mistake pity for himself as ac- 
ceptance of his error, That stands condemned utterly, 
and every man and woman in the Church knows he is 
in error should he set forth his “ views” as the views 
of the Church catholic, 

I question whether there will bea trial under the 
new canon. Ihope there will not be. It was not 
made for trials or prosecutions, The matter was not 
important enongh. The Church acted for her own 
sake, She has put herseif right upon the record. She 
is true to the Reformation, true to ber Protestantism 
as to her catholicity,

geined, and ¢ven succsed to the control of the Nationa!

THE INTERIOR 
observes : 

We shall hope for just as many political storms like 
that of last week as shall be necessary to keep the at- 
mosphere clear, that the political mariners may see 
the polar star; and enable the statesmanship of the 
country to maintain a pure, honest, just, and states 
maniike adroinistration of the Government. Time 
was to allof us when the defeat of Sone pany | we 
regarded as a personal calamity, The enlightened citi- 
ze NOW sees that euch defeats kre the operations of a 
necessary law of the life of the Republic. Polftical 
parties are regarded no longer as the end of political 
activity, but as the means, valuable and almost indis- 
pensable means itis true,to the attainment of noble 
objects which stand high above mere partisanship ; 
and this or that party will be employed by the enhght- 
ened and patriotic citizen only so long ag it subserves 
his higher desires, This sentiment does not tend to 
destroy political parties,—rather to purify and 
strengthen them, 

THE NEW YORK INDEPENDENT 
remarks that: 

The happiest faces we have seen since the election 
are not those of Democrats, but of Repubhcans, Our 
acquaintance With * Ring Repubiicans ” and “ Buat- 
lerites ” is limited, and that may account for the fact 
that we have not yet seen a Man om whom the defeat 
seemed to weigh im the least, If the Democrats 
are glad, the Republicans are gladder. This is the 
end of Butter, the end of Butlerism, the end of 
Attorney-General Willams’ stupid interference 
with State authority. The Republican party has “ un- 
loaded ” with a vengeance, and every Republican feels 
better, Some good men have been slaughtered, over 
whom we expend a sigh—euch nen as Dix and Rob- 
erie: but, on the whole, the election is regarded by 
Republicans as a pretty substantial victoty,—one 
which wili make victory much easier in 1876. We lose 
ths House of Representatives and the Speaker; but 
the Kepublican House has not been so wise as to ex- 
cite deep regret. Some Presidential ambitions are 
damaged, but that too is endured with considerable 
equanimity, There is scarce one of the Northern tier 
of States which the Reputlicans do not feel perfectly 
able te carry with decent management, 

THE ADVANCE 
(Congregational) looks philosophically at the 
results of the election: 

For two reasons we cannot greatly eve over the 
result of the elections, First—It is a deserved rebuke 
to the insincerity of Republican legislators and politi- 
cal leaders. Second—It will slough off corrupt office- 
holders and party manipulaters, Had the party asa 
unit heartily believed in and supported its own cardi- 
nal principles, such as the faithful enforcement of tae 
new amendments to the Constitution both as to State 
reconstruction and persofial rights, the Civil Service 
Reform, the new and just Indjaf policy, and a posi- 
tive fuancial policy, including an exact fuifillment of 


’ every monetary piedge,—had there been even an ap- 


proach to unanimity in these matters of vital interest 
to the people, there would have bee no iack of entha- 
siastic support by the masses at the pols. Neither 
side issues, hke the liquor prohibition in Massachu- 
setts, nor the bugbear of the third term, said to have 
greatly influenced New York, nor even the dead weight 
of notoriousiy immoral party leaders, would have 
counteracted such a6 d-eply-founded enthusiasm. 
Similar obstacles were easily swept away in 1872. If 
this thunder-storm in the politcal heavens shall re- 
sult in so purifying the political atmosphere that the 
Republicans who now represent the people as legislat- 
ore and office holders will be single in purpuse and 
s raightforward in action, we can afford to do without 
the overweehing majoritic: in Congress, hitherto not 
oniy made up, in part, but too ofien con'rolled, by 
men Of dishonest characters and impure and degraded 
lives.

gland, is not disposed to abaudon the prohibi- 
tion plank in its platform, It says: 

The temperance men will be more than ever con- 
vineed that they cannot be ture of securing their ends 
by a political party.

NOTES. 
CONGREGATIONAL. 

A Church Council met at Sycamore, I[l., Nov. 
4, to advise the Congrégational Church there in 
regard to the acceptance of the resignation of 
the Rey. O. W. Fay. After investization, the 
Council unavimously advised the church not to 
accept the resignation, and exhorted the dis- 
affected to accept the explanation. 

The Advance says: ‘‘A most happy arrange- 
ment bas just been perfected bétween the Con- 
gregational and Presbyterian churebes at St. 
Cloud. These feebie churches, heretofore re- 
ceiving missionary aid of about $1,009, have 
united in the support of one pastor, the Rev. J. 
M.Milton,of Detroit, Mich., Presbyterian, preach- 
ing in the Congregational house. The Sunday- 
schools and sociabies of each have reorranized 
into one, aud the weekly meetings are held in 
the Presbyterian vestry. It is proposed to raise 
among themse!ves a salary of $1,200, and all 
with a Christian love and concord which may 
eventually lead to a union of the two orgauiza- 
tious. 

REFORMED EPISCOPAL. 

Biehop Cummins dedicated the Reformed FEpis- 
copal Charch of the Redemption, of East Liber- 
ty, Pa., a suburb of Pittsburg, Oct. 24. 


Bishop Cummins’ health is now reported to be 
completely restored, and he is actively encaged 
in visiting the churches of Canada, ordaining 
ministers, and organizing new parishes, 


The Episcopalian, speaking editorially of the 
recent Convention, says: “So Ritualism came 
out victorious, or, at the very worst view, it was 
a drawn battle. A reporter of a respectable New 
York paper interviewed the Rev. Mr. Morrill, of 
St. Alban’s, soon after the passage of the cauvon, 
and asked him what effect the new canon against 
Ritualist would have upon his chapel. He re- 
plied: ‘Precisely as if no canon had been 
passed. Its provisions are simply declaratory. 
They bind nobody, not even the Bishop; though, 
if the Bishop is a meddling man, he may make 
trouole. ‘Lhat is ail.’ But since he thus ex- 
pressed himself, every definite prohibition, such 
as the use of incense and the use of a crucifix in 
the church was removed, so that it wi!l be very 
hard for any Bishop to meddle, even if disposed 
to do his duty accoraing to his convictions, The 
only text they seem to have learned and ap- 
plied is one found in Prov. xxiv., 21: ‘ Meddie 
not with them that are given to change.’ Only 
in doctrine and in ecclesiastical affairs the 
change must be one direction. Those given to 
thange the doctrine of baptismal regeneration in 
the service-book, catechism, and articles for 
pure Scripture truth, must be severely meddled 
with. But those changing a Protestant Church 
into a Popish mass-house must not be meddiled 
with.” 

EPISCOPAL. 

A new Methodist church was dedicated at 
West Point, Lil., by the Rey. Dr. 8. A. W. Jewett, 
oi Aurora, last Sunday. 


A meeting of prominent Episcopalians was 
lately held in New York for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a church-building society. The plan 
promises to end in success. 


An Episcopal church at Washington Heights, 
N. J., is laboring under an indebtedness of 
$107,000. The incubus 18 so great that tlie Ree- 
tor, the Rev. W. M. Postlethwaite, preferred to 
resign rather tban endure it longer. 


Bishop Stevens, who has had charge of the 
Protestant Episcopal churches in Europe for six 

ears past, having resigned, the Presiding Bishop 

as transferred the commission to the Rt. Rev. 
Dr. Littlejohn, Dishop of Long Island. 


The Convention to ratify the division of 
Michigan into two dioceses, and to relect a 
Lishop for the new diocese, will meet at Grand 
lapids Dec. 2. The Rev. Dr. Williams Stevens 
Perry is mentioned as the probable incumbent. 


A statistician has found that the salaries of 
twenutv-eight prelates of the Established Church 
of England amount to $800,000. but to this you 
must add $200,000 for as many deans, The an- 
nual patronage attached to these twentv-eight 
dioceses is valued at $4,500,000. This patronage 
includes canons resident, archdeacons, and 
other clerical enuggeries.. The value of the real 
estate of the Established Church of England 
may be estimated from its revenue, which, at ite 
lowest rate, is $35,000,000 anvually. 


The first colored*Bishop recognized by the 
Protestant Episcopal Chorch, was consecrated 
in New York Nov. 8. He will represent the 
Church in the Island of Hayti. He is the Rey. 
James Theodore Holly, D. D., of Port au Prince, 
a native Haytien clergyman, said to possess race 
attainments.

The Rector of St. Clement's Church, Philadel- 


phia, the Rev. Theodore M. Reiley, announced 
to bis cougregation jast , saat the recent 
enactment of the Triennial Oonference in re- 
gardto the Holy Sacrament would be strictly 
carried out hereafter. He remarked that it 
would effect a only in two things: “‘ The 
elevation of the v Sacrament after the conse- 
cration and genuflecting (or ns ye tog knee), 
bofore the consecrated elements. e bearing 
of these acta being greatly misunderstood, the 
Church, in its collective wisdom, by the mouth 
of its authorized Council, had seen fit to prohibit 
genuflections and to modify an elevation of the 
Holy Sacrament. While these acts are very dear 
to the clergy and people of the parish, they yet 
touch no matter of doctrine, and so when neces- 
sity has required can be given up. When the 
Chureh legielgten upoo its own rites, there cao 
be no doubt about the duty of submission, and 
we accordingly submit at once. The clergy, 
therefore, and sacred ministers officiating in the 
sanctuary will be restrained in the practice, re- 
ferred to.” 


A New York paper summarizes the important

in Ohio, New Jersey, Wisconsin, and Michigan, 
was approved; the election of Prof. Seymour 
to be Bishop of Illinois was not confirmed. 
A canon was adopted forbidding the elevation of 
the elements as opjects of aljoration; bowings, or 
prostrations to the elements, and providiag for 
the trial of any minister charged with such prac- 
tice, if he shall persist after due admonition. A 
revised hymual was suthorized to be used until 
a better one is prepared. The name of the 
** House of Clerical and Lay Depucies” was 
changed to *‘ House of Deputies.” A proposi- 
tion to alter the Nicene Creed was rejected. 
New missionary dioceses were formed and Bish- 
ops elected for them, as follows: Northero 
Texas, the Rev. Alexander C. Garrett; Northern 
California, the Rev. J. H. D. Wingfield; Wert- 
ern Texas, the Rev. R. W. B. Elliot; Shanghai, 
the Rev. W. P. Orrick ; New Mexioo, the Rev. W. 
F. Adams. A new table of lessons for Lent, aud 
Ember, and Rogation days was adopted. A meas- 
ure allowing the House of Bishops to meet dur- 
ing recess on the call of tweive mombers, for the 
transection of important business, was adopted.

Critics of all political shades are unanimous 
in ratifying the verdict that Patti in French 
opera is not in her place. Patti bas already 
given Paris a model bat. She is likely to maxe 
selizer-water fashionable, as during tue imter- 
ludes of her acting she maaufactures that bever- 
age herse!f; “ Patti siphons” indeed are already 
advertised. Neither her Valentine, in the 
‘‘ Huguenots,” nor her seltzer sivbon will be 
soon forgutten by Parisians amoious of origi- 
nel ties. 


The Paris Journa? passes in review the receipts 
taxen at the benetits of celebrated: artists. It 
appears that, in this respect, Madame Dejazet’s 
Levelit surpasses any ever given in Paris, from 
tuat of Talma in 1825 to that of Madame Ca:- 
vaibo in 1866. But Parisis beaten by America 
and Kngland. Madame Lucca’s beneiit at New 
York, in 1872, produced about $20,000; that of 
Mario in London, in 1871, neariy $25,000; and 
that of Rosina Stola at Rio Janeiro, in 1866, 
sumethbing less than $20,000.

One of iis pecu- 
liaritieés ia the extra compass of ite manuals, ar- 
ravged on a plan entirely povelin this country, 
so that it 1s practicaliy s 16-foot organ ali 
through.

A forfeit was pai, 
and Coulon came out to Paris. He remained 
several years at the Opera Comique, and at last 
passed over to the Grand Opera, and played 
there Beriram in ** Robert le Diavie,”’ Saint Bris 
inthe ‘Hnyuenots,” created the part of Satan 
iu the “ He:culaneum,” aud appeared in other 
lmportaut paris.

THE DRAMA. 

The interruption of business by the cont!nu- 
ance of charmiug tail weather bas had its ef'ect 
upon the theatres in e diminished atténdance al! 
round. ‘There has been very little interest dis- 
played in the theatres during the week, and very 
littie promise is made for the comiog one. In- 
deed, there will not be much to challenge the 
earpest atientign of tie public, except that 
superb artist, Mr, Wybert Reeve, at McVic'ser’s 
Theatre. And ashe will only give four snore 
performances, the rest of the field is not fertile. 
There will be spectacular at the Academy of Mu- 
sie produced, it is promised, in a very acceptable 
form, while Hoo!ley’s Tueatre will illustrate Bart- 
ley Campbell to the satisfaction of Mr. Hooley. 
Iudeed, the Mins'rels at the Grand Opera-House 
will probably continue to do the best business of 
the week, just as they bave for some time past. 
\ir. Aims w.ll attend to that. lt is interesting 
to watch the fluctuations in the amusement 
record. One week will be extremely productive 
at every theaue. Mediocrity seizes these weeks 
to vaunt itself, and hoid foith in lengihy button- 
ole assertions that prodigal expenditure is sn- 
perfluous, and that anything is good enough for 
the people. A spell of dulluese follows, and 
mediocrity pomts to equally neglected woth as 
suifering in the same degree as self. The sea- 
son opened briskly, and all the theatres flour- 
ished. Tuings are dull again, and managers aie 
both anxious and approachable. Anxiety bas a 
humanizing effect upon theat:e-peopie. 

M'VICKER'’S THEATBE. 

During the past week there has been playing 
at this theatre an actor whose name the public 
is just beginning to mention curiously aud with 
interest,—an actor who has wrung praise from 
the press of every city he bas played in in bis 
two visita to this Oontinent, and who has won 
from the audiences, which have so far abandoned 
precedent as to see a good thing without the 
previous necessity of having its excellence 
dinned into them, the most flattering marks of 
approval and enthusiastic admirstion. Wybert 
Reeve is this moet interesting artist, an English- 
man of a fine type, aud an actor of intellectual 
acquiremepts,—a man of fine physique and grace- 
ful carriage, of long experience upon the stage, 
and the creatoc of one of the strongest avd 
most picturesque characlera ia the modern 
theatre. 

Last season quite early Mr. Reeve arrived in 
New York a stiauger, under the unfortunate ip- 
fluence of a national failing—modesty. He was 
unacquainted with the necessity existing for 
splurging” into 8 sensation. He had not 
lea.ued that ancient ana essential maxim of suc- 
cess on this side: “Blessed is he that 
bloweth bis own born,” not beleving it absolute- 
ly essential to apprise American auajences of his 
excellence as av actor through posters, bangers, 
dodgers, or other devices obtaiving im the dra- 
matic profession. Putting bimeels into the hands 
of a manager in New York, he bired the Old 
Broadway Theatre, where a miserable company 
was engaged to support bim, aod there made his 
debut in America. The critics were enthusiastic. 
They went out of their accustomed way to 
praise him. They agreed that art was cosmo- 

olitan and knew vo country. rage | thought 

Ir. Reeve’s play, **The Woman in White,” as 

repared for the stage by Mr. Collins and Mr. 
besve, wag an intensely interesting play, and 
that Mr. Reeve’s conception and presentation of 
Count Fosco placed it amung the masterpieces of 
the modern stage. . 

Mr. Reeve learned from experience of the 
scorn “that patient merit of the unworthy 
takes.” All the well-earned praise of his pro- 
fessional critics; all the earnest, hearty, enthu- 
siastic applause of his few auditors, failed to 
popularize his piece. He did not make a * bit” 
with the great masa. He bas repeated this ex- 
perievce wherever he has gone. He has this 
comforting assurance, bhew_ ur, tliat Joe Jeffer- 
sou's experienee was the same. The hundreds 
of thousands who flock to worship ip Van 
Winkle nowadays, as Mr. Jefferson wanders 
througb the country, failed for along time to 
appreciate the beauty of that sunay character, 
or the art which conceived and pictured it. Some 
day Mr. Reeve will find himself famous as Coun/ 
Foseo, "ben it becomes the fashion. Mesgnwhile 
he must toil forthe few who really appreciate 
him already. His week at MeVicker’s last season 
was desperately poor, It bas improved a little. 
Next season, if be has the courage to come 
again, he will find himself growing in popular 
favor, Mr. Reeve is one of those natures which 
cannot countenance puffery. He adheres to 
the highest standard of art, avd, by 
keeping this in view, will slowly but 
surely force a recognition. It is tedious work, 
and not altogether gratifying when the end is 
aoomnpliaieel. The pecuniary gaim could be 


reached much more easily. A judicious amount 
of splurge and bombast, forced eccentricities, 
bravado,—anything striking, whether admirable 
or not.——would secure him the public attention. 
He prefers to wait. Mr. Reeve is not the only 
acior who has been coldly treated. 

In personsting the characcer of Fosco Mr. 
Reeve studies rather to present a conmistent, 
intelligible being, acting in obedience to certain 
impulses of themselves icteiligivle to tae audi- 
ence in such @ wanuer as to counterfeit vatare 
in the closest degree. Passing over the general 
features of the character, which we bave already 
mentioned, we have a few words to devote 
to the closing scenes of the piece. The des- 
perate depths of his character have been gradu- 
ally developed in the glaring frauds which Fosco 
bas commitied. There has been but one weak- 
ness in the whole of bis career, and tbat 1s his 
love for Marion Holcomb, which tends rather to 
throw light upou and measure the extent of 
the man’s capacity for evil He bas been shown 
to be cool, dark, dangerous, and capable of 
choosing & terrible alterna'ive. By the insight 
gained into the character, the glimpse given of 
it in the former acts, the mind is prepared for 
some cafastrophe of wousual atrocity. We ex- 
pect some deed of horior; this seems imminent, 
and the intensity of the situation lies mainly in 
the event which is to crown the piece. The 
uncertainty is the key-note of the situa- 
tion, Consequently the scene between 
Walter Hartwright and Count Fosco porsessea 
elements of great dramatic strength in itself. 
The dramatist has done his share toward work- 
ing it up, and has drawn it out to its utmost 
tension, preparing several ingenious surprises to 
add to the interest. It is the acting of Mr. 
Reeve, however, that is necessary to give the 
tune to the scene. His manner, his movements, 
tae air of desperate ferocity with which he pre- 
pares for an emeigency, and tie tranquility with 
which he meets it, give tothe character and the 
events expected an air of deliberate, premedi- 
tated horror. Whether it ia this or some peculiar 
gift of the actor that holds the auaience spell- 
bound is @ question. Certain it is, however, 
that the em: tion of fear is so artistically, so 
scientifically, stirred that the effect is paioful to a 
remarkable degree. There # something of the 
same sort of Lorror excited by Saivini ia his 
personation of Olrello. He is at times a furi- 
ous, terrible animal bumanized, and one shud- 
dese before his ravings, and cowers as he ap- 
proaches. There isa scene in which he appears 
to be actually on the point of murdering,—not 
ago, for the mind retamis enough of the sur- 
roundiugs tv remember tbat it is only a counter- 
feit Jago it contemplates,—but the poor, harm- 
less actor who 18 playing Jago. This overwhelm- 
ing fear 18 akin to the feeling produced by Count 
Fosco. The latteris the more cluilling, how- 
ever, a8 the movement is more cool and 
deliberate, and the sense of § diabolismn 
more perfect, Salvini’s OUvello is «a ray- 
ening brute from which the semblance of 
humanity is for the time obliterated by passion ; 
Count #oseo is acting without passion, and 
therefore without palliating ci:¢cumstances. The 
feeling inspired of inevitab'e doom is that which 
overcomes one &t an execution, and makes the 
heart stand atill in agonized expectation of 
the last act of the dismal tragedy. To seek 
some ovber object to rest the mind is an instruc. 
tive desire, but ove waich cannot be gratified. 
The death of Fosco by the hand of an assassin 
iaa relief, and the horror fades away as the 
lovers are united, Witb the inspiration of a full 
house Mr. Reeve could perform wonders in this 
part. There are four opportunities left to play- 
goers to see Mr. Reeve, for he plays Thursday 
night for the last time, leaving the city next day 
for New Orleans. 

HOOLEY'’S THEATRE. 

After last week’s experiegce at Hooley's The- 
atre we cry “Give us more of it.” We 
want more old comedy. ‘“ Money” ran 
well for three nights, was played well, and 
made a popular sensation. But the hit of the 
week was ‘“‘London Assurance.” It was only 
played twice,—Thursday and Friday nights. 
Saturday, twice Bartley Campbell insisted upon 
exercising his authority, and so * The Virgin- 
ian” was played. This was a pity, because, 
though *‘ The Virginian ” may bea sterling pro- 
duction, sparkling and buiiiliant, ** London As- 
surance” bas one or two « comparative- 
ly good points, and is nearly as weil 
known aud almost equally admired.- Inb- 
asmuch as the inoduigent public i has 
allowed “‘ The Virginian” to sit up longer than 
is permitt:d to most infants of its age and 
robustuess, iis crying for an extension of privi- 
lege after everybody thought it in bed and fast 
asleep, is, to say the least, a little tiresome. It 
ig more 80 in view of the fact that we are to have 
wore Of Bartiey Campbell this week, in the form 
of ** Perl,” which Mr. Campbell has re-writter : 
and are to survive more yet in the form of *‘ On 
the Kbive,” with possibie attacks of * Fate,” 
‘* Hearts,” “ Risks,” while a vague terror of 
‘* Torough Fire” has taken hold of the people. 

Thus we turn to ** London Assurance” with a 
sigh, apd will cherish the memory of its per- 
formance, in view of the long and tedious winter 
before us at Hooley’s. 

We are induced to speak of it asa perfect 
drama,—by contrast,—but have a few words of 
remoustrauce against some things. The open- 
ing luterview between Sir Harcourt and Maz 
Uarkaway is becoming tedious in this age of 
sentiment and ewash, and if Mr. Williams will 
kindly go over it some day and reduce it he will 
confer a favor. He will leave the cast just as it 
is, if 1% can teach Miss Doyle how totalk with- 
out clenching ber teeth, and Mr. Crane to add 
oye other gesture to the ove be has. With these 
improvements, and one or two orthoepic changes 
in the speeches he may boast of piaying * Lon- 
don Assuravce”” admirably at Hoviey’s Theatre. 

Mr. O'Neil played the partof Dazzle. Barnrug 
a habitual tendency to force the gayety of a 
sceue, or a speech, by endeavoring to put too 
much muscie into it, he playedit well: He pos- 
sesses the necessary vivacity io his manner, but 
is not aware of it, consequently he is apt to be 
over-giad, over-reckless, over-dashing, and not 
quite easy. But there are scenes in the part 
woicb he piays with a full and perfect enjoyment 
of their freedom. Dazzle, while he lives on his 
wits, and suffers no great degree of mortification 
at having to spougea living, is a good feilow in 
the play; be performs some quite praiseworthy 
acts, and ministers to the nitimate happiness of 
all pa:tiesin-‘a very unselfish sort of way. At 
(he same time Dazzle never ordered wine known 
as ** Maderia.” The ouiy idea such a word sug- 
gests is maveria medica-—a suspicion from which 
a bow vivans like Vazzie would shrink in blank 
dismay, 

Similarly with Mr. Ryer. If he must talk 
Fieuch, let his French be French. There are 
more things in Freach than be dreams of io bis 
philosophy ; for instance, the cedjjla, which gives 
the ¢ in flacon tbe sound of s. We emphasize 
this trivial error for the sake of keeping the 
artists of Mr. Hooley’s company alive to tle im- 
portance of correct English—and French, too, if 
necessary. if the stage is intended to couserve 
the language, such mistakes are gross. The 
more imporiaut part, the acting of Sir Harcourt, 
was a clever performance. It wasrich in tra- 
ditional points, but rather stiff ia dignity. A 
litcle oiling would bave given it more courtliness 
—and this was needed. 

Miss Hawthorve played with spirit the part of 
Lady Gay—the most welcome ever written for 
au actress. Sne excels rather in paris of strong 
emotional character than in such cashing roles, 
but there was litile to criticise in her perform- 
ance. 
Mr. Murdoch was, as usual, easy, cool, col- 
lected, with a tendency to say ** Madam ” for 
* Mies,” and @ thorough appreciation of the 
humor of the piece. Between Charles Courtley 
and Dazzle it is necessary to exhibit some degree 
of warmth and familiarity on the siage. Lack- 
ing this the scenes between the two are luie- 
warm. To attain this necessary cordiality may 
require no little rehearsal, but it is the right of 
the audience to claim it, andtheydoso. The 
public must be served before the actors. Busi- 
ness before pleasure is the rule on the stage. 

Mise Doyle played the part of Grace Harka- 
way, and she did not illustrate the character for 
sevetal reasons. She does not open her mouth 
80 as to give the audience the benefit of Mr. 
Boucicault’s wit in one of Mr. Boucicault’s hap- 

iest characters; she misses the points of her 
ines, which adds to the other defect, and aids in 
apoting toe representation. Missa Doyle has not 
the natural advantage of a clear, sympathetic 
voice, and should lose no opportunity of giving 
utterance to the good things “without hesita- 
tion, and saying them boldly.” Miss Doyle 
dresses well, and is at home on the stage, and, 
with a little vare and study of elocution, wouid 
appear to greater advantage than she does at 
present. 

Mr. Crane’s Meddle is a very atcnsing perform- 
ance. Itisiull of good points and complete 
self-forgetfulnese, is well made up, ard well 
acted. ut that one gesture remains unchanged. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick's Lolly Spanker was & peat 
piece of acting, and the remainder of the charac- 
ters were very creditably taken. Indeed, there 
is every argument tor and none against the res- 
urrection of good comedies at Hooley’s, and 
afver the exhaustion of the stock of ‘ modern 
society dramas " now on hand,—earlier if possi-

A WORD TO THE POLICE AUTHORITIES. 

The steady increase of burglaries, larcenies, 
and robberies of various kinds in this city isa 
burning disgrace to the police authorities of 
Chicago. The people of this city are absolutely 
without protection, and as much exposed to 
burglars and thieves as if there were nota 
policeman within its limits. Whole blocks are rav- 
aged by burglars with perfect impunity. It is 
within bounds to say that a gang of burglars can 
take any block of residences in this city and de- 


liberately devate the whole night to the robbery , 


of each house in detail, collect and load up their 
pluaoder, and drive off with it at daylight, with- 
out interference by the police. More than 
this, these scoundrels have become so em- 
boldened by the success of their operations, 
and the fact that they have complete li- 
cense to rob and plunder, that they 
no longer trouble themselves to wait for dark- 
ness as a cover for their operations, but work in 
the open daylight. It is only necessary for 
them tg ascertain that there are no men in a 
house, and this they can easilydo. Not a day 
or a night passes that they are not at work in 
every part of the city, and there is not a day ora 
night when they are interrupted, be it a single 
house or a whole block of houses that is suffer- 
ing from their depredations. Their number al- 
80 is constantly increasing. Those who are here, 
finding that they can operate with perfect im- 
punity, and that thereigs no disposition on the 
part of the police authorities to arrest them, are 
writing to their pals in other cities, and they 
are swarming in here by every train. How long 
will it be before this.gang of outlaws and des- 
peradoes strips the city ? 

In view of this disgraceful condition of things, 
it is pertinent to ask what the police force is 
doing, and what we have a police force for, if not 
to stop this villainous work. The City of Chi- 
cago has a Police Board, a Chief of Police and 
his deputies, a detective force, and a patrol of 
600 men, costing the citizens and tax-payers 
nearly $1,000,000 annually, the rank and file of 
the force earning nearly double per year what 
other laborers get for their hard work. It is not 
to be expected that they can arrest all the thieves 
in the city, but the trouble is they scarcely ar- 
rest any, and, even when the opportunity is 
offered, do not manifest a disposition to make 
arrests. We have a detective force whose 
special duty it is to ferret out these rufiians, 
and who are presumably as intelligent and skill- 
ful as the average of detectives in other cities ; 
but beyond the occasional capture of some poor 
) devil, who may steal for thejmeans of subsist- 
4 ence, of what use are they? The trouble, how- 
| ever, is not with the rank and file, for that is 
\ made up of young men of strength, courage, 

and activity; but they have no work cut out for 

them. The best of soldiers are useless unless 
there is some head to plan out and direct the 
battle. The best of policemen are of no ac- 
count, if loafing is the chief duty they are 
required to perform by their superiors. 

The responsibility for this condition of 

things, this lack of security, this exposure of 

honest and peaceable citizens to the depreda- 
tions on property and risk of life, rests with the 
superiors of the force. It lies at the doors of 
headquarters. Are these authorities in league 
with the burglars and thieves? Are they afraid 
of them? Do they fear that if they interfere 
with them they may lose their votes and the po- 
litical influence they wield among the depraved 
classes? Do they consider the public fair game 
for these scoundrels, and that peaceful and law- 
abiding citizens have no rights wh ich they are 
bound to protect ? | 

If this is the trouble at headquarters they will 
wake up some fine morning and fiad out they 

have made a mistake. The public is not in a 


* temper to bear this audacious and infamous con- 


duct of the thieves much longer. There is a limit 
to patience. The authorities will find some day 
that Chicago is like San Francisco: that the peo- 
ple have taken the regulation of these villains 
into their own hands, and that lamp-posts can be 
used for other purposes than as gas-lights and 
atreet-signs. The public is a very docile animal 
so long as it is treated even passably 
well; but when it is imposed upon day 
after day, week atter week, and month after 
month, and cannot find relief or protection where 
it has the right to expect it, it will get enraged, 
and when enraged it will make short work of 
those who stand in its way. The police authori- 
ties therefore are warned in time. The people of 
this city are in earnest, Complaints and threats 
ere pouring in upon us from all sides. If the 


Suthorities do not commence protecting the 


people at once they will protect themselves.

The Grand Jury now in session has found 
an indictment against Wilbur F. Storey, 
editor and proprietor of the Chicago Times, 
on the charge of libel. This will be «a 
potable ease in the criminal records of Chicago, 
since it is the first instance, as we believe, of a 
libel suit taking the shape of a criminal prosecu- 
tion. The statute provides as a penaltya fine of 
not more than $500, or imprisonment in the 
County-Jail for not more than one year. The 
indictment against Mr. Storey is founded upon 
an editorial paragraph printed in the Times of 
July 16 last, in which Mr. Farrbaok was charged 
with abstracting $2,500 from the Relief Fund 
for the benefit of Dr. H. A. Johnson. 
The circumstances of the donation to 
Dr. Johnson have been stated before. As 
he had worked himself into ill-health in the ser- 
vice of the Relief and Aid Society, Mr. Fairbank 
conceived the plan of raising funds from per- 
sonal friends and the business men of Chicago 
to send Dr. Johnson to Europe for rest and recu- 
peration. When Mr. Fairbank went to Mr. Cool- 
baugh to solicit a subscription from the National 
Banks, Mr. Coolbaugh reminded him that there 


tributed by the National Banks of New York; 
that all those for whom this fund was intended 
had been relieved; and that, as the fund was 
now the property of the National Banks, a por- 
tion of it might be devoted to Dr. Johnson, who 
had been of such great service to the Relief cause. 
Mr. Coolbaugh drew an order vpon himeelf, 
which was signed by all the Presidents of the 
National Banks who were in the city, directing 
him to pay over $2,500 for this purpose. This 
money was given to Dr. Johnson as coming from 
the National Banks of Chicago, and he remained 
in ignorance of the fact that it had been a part 
of the *‘ Bankers’ Relief Fund.” When this was 
made known to him, some months ago, through 
the medium of the Chicago Times, he returned 
the money. Mr. Storey’s quarrel with Dr. John- 
sop, however, has prompted him to harp upon 
the transaction, and im his paper of Thursday 
last he criticised tbe Relief and Aid Society very 
harshly for re-electing to its Executive Commit- 
tee two men (Mr. Fairbank and Dr. Johnson) 
“who are notoriously guilty of having appropri- 
ated relief funds to their own use.” It was this 
paragraph which provoked Mr. Fairbank to ap- 
pear before the Grand Jury and demand Mr. 
Storey’s indictment. This course certainly frees 
Mr. Fairbank from every suspicion of mercenary 
motive in the matter. He does not ask for dam- 
ages, but falls back on the law of the State, and 
demands that, if he has been libeled, tne libeler 
be punished for bis offense. Mr. Fairbank has 
retained Judge Trumbull, Mr. Sidney Smith. 
and Mr. Leonard Swett to assist the State’s At- 
torney in the prosecution of the case. 


THE GAMBLERS AND THE POLICE. 
One of the most disgraceful features of the 
Government in the City of Chicago is the tolera- 
tion and protection given to the immense gangs 
of gambiers who now infest the city. Never in 
the history of this city has the business of gam- 
bling been so extensively carried on as now, and 
never have the gamblers so openly flaunted their 
trade as during the last year. There is no excuse 
for this. The crime of gambling is not 
committed in secret. The name _ and 
person of every gambler in Chicago are 
known to the police. It is not saying too 
much to assert that Superintendent Rehm and 
Deputy-Superintendent Hickey are personally 
acquainted with every gambler doing businesa 
in this city. These two officers know the loca- 
tion of every gambling-house, know who are its 
proprietors, kpow who are its dealers and other 
operators, and know personally all about them 
and their business. We venture to say that, if 
Capt. Buckley was authorized, he could, 
in one week, enter twenty notorious gam- 
bling dens on Clark street alone, arrest 
the inmates, and furnish proof sufficient to 
convict forty professionals. While this fact 
is notorious,—whuile within five minutes walk of 
the Police headquarters ascore of these estab- 
lishments are in full operation every day and 
night,—why is it that the police never move one 
step towards breaking up these dens? When 
Mr. Washburn was Superintendent of Police 
he made himself obnoxious to the whole gam- 
bling fraternity by his unremitting warfare 
upon their nefarious business. When the 
People’s Reform party came into power, 
the first act of the Reformers was to dismiss 
Washburn and put Rehm in his place. A change 
of men did not change the law, and it is as much 
Mr. Rehm’s duty to prosecute gamblers, to arrest 
them, and furnish evidence for their conviction, 
as it was Washburn’s. Why has he not done his 
duty in this respect? Is he restrained in so 
doing by any order of the Police Commissioners ? 
If he is, let him produce that order and vindicate 
himself and the whole police force from the in- 
evitable conclusion that the gamblers are under 
the protection of the police. 

In January, 1872, the Legislature of Llinois 
passed a new act for the punishment of persons 
keeping gaming-houses. The law was most 
searching and sweeping in its provisions; so 
much so that there were some doubts as to its 
constitutionality. It went into force in July, 1872, 
and under that act a gambier was indicted and 
convicted. ‘be case was taken to the Supreme 
Court, and that tribunal affirmed the constitu- 
tionality of the law. The District-Attorney then 
said that under that law he could effectually 
break up all the] gambling-houses in Chicago. 
Here is the law: 


Whoever keeps a common gaming-house, or in any 
building, booth, yard, or garden, by him or his agent 
used and occupied, procures or permits any person to 
frequent, or tocome together to play for money or 
other valuable thing, at any game, or keeps, or suffers 
to be kept, any tables or other apparatus, for the 
purpose of playing at any game or sport for money or 
other valuable thing, shall, upon conviction, for the 
first offense be fined not lees than $100, and for the 
second offense be fined not less than $500 and be im- 
prisoned in the County Jail not lees than six months, 
and for the third offense shall be fined not less than 
$500 and be imprisoned in the Penitentiary not less 
than two years nor more than five years, 

Under this law the old trouble of proving who 
was the ‘‘ keeper” of the gaming-house was re- 
moved. The Court ruled that any person acting 
or Officiating as dealer or otherwise, as or for the 
proprietor, or who was running the game, was in 
legal contemplation the “‘ keeper” and could be 
convicted of keeping the gaming-house ; that it 
was not necessary to prove that he owned the 
tables, or was a proprietor or lessee ; whoever 
superintended, managed, or directed the game, 
or sold the chips, or otherwise officiated, thereby 
made himself the ‘* keeper,” and could be pun- 
ished as such. 

There is no difficulty, therefore, in the law. 
That is ample. Nor can there be any difficulty in 
the way of evidence. Mike McDonald is noto- 
riously the proprietor of several gambling- 
bouses. He makes nO disguise of it, and

was @ large surplus in the Bankers’ Fund, con- 
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There are plenty of others who are equal- 
ly notorious. The police know all these 
establishments, and know all the persons em- 
ployed and officiating in these houses. Within 
an hour on any day that the Police Commission- 
ers give the orders (unless the gamblers be first 
informed to get out of the way), the police may 
arrest twenty of these pests and enemies of so- 
eiety, and furnish any Grand Jury with all need- 
ed evidence to prove them keepers of common 
gaming-houses. Mr. Reed can call on Oapt. 
Buckley, if the Police Commissioners will permit 
it, to furniah the Grand Jury now in session with 
a list of the notorious gambling-houses 
in the South Division, with the names of the 
proprietors and of thelr operators and aasist- 
ants. The Grand Jury itself, upon its own mo- 
tion, may summon the police officers and require 
them to explain why it is that they do pot arrest 
these notorious criminals and break up these 
gambling-houses. If there is any understand- 
ing or promise, express or implied, between the 
gambiers and the Police Board, the Grand Jury 
can do a public service by making that fact pub- 
lic, and by indicting the officers for a connivance 
with crime. 

These gambling-houses are the nurseries of 
crime of every degree. Nearly every thief and 
burglar is alsoa gambler. These are intimately 
connected with the econfidence-men and the 
abandoned women; and of all these classes Chi- 
cago has now an extraordinary number, who are 
by the police aliowed to prosecute their nefari- 
ous trades with freedom from arrest or other dis- 
turbance. These men are literally turned loose 
upon the community, and this when we expend 
$1,000,000 a year for the support of a police to 
enforce the laws and break up the dens of crime. 
We trust the Grand Jury will investigate this 
whole matter, and fearlessly do their duty in 
protecting Chieago against the gamblers and 
their partners, in or out of office. 


THE CHICAGO PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

It is gratifying to know that seekers after 
books continue to present themselves at the 
Public Library. It would be more gratifying to 
know that a large percentage of these seekers 
did not have to go away empty-handed. The 
Library is as yet in ite infancy. The more valu- 
able of its books have been contributions, and 
many of them first-class books. These contrib- 
uted volumes were donate! by their authors, 
and many of them are autograph copies. They 
are not such as can be placed in the circulating 
department, and thus it happens that the seekers 
after first-class works are often unable to get 
what they want. 

The patrons of all publie libraries, and of 
private ones also, deal largely in novels and 
other works of fiction. To meet this popular 
demand, the managers have bad to expend 
largely of the limited funds at their command 
in purchasing Looks of that class. While 
classical works, and books of history and science, 
are to be found on the catalegue, the managers . 
have not been able to duplicate them to an ex- 
tent to meet the comparatively limited de- 
mand for them. It is, perhaps, unfortunate 
that the popular taste inclines so much to fiction, 
and to the sensational class of literature; but 
the Chicago Library is not yet in a condition to 
giatity, to any great extent, a more cultivated 
taste. Books cost money, and the Library bas 
but a very small sum at its disposal to purcbsse 
books. Even the supply of works of fiction 
falls far below the demand, while the managers 
are unable, except very slowly, toadd tothe mure 
substantial works. Libraries are things of slow 
growth. It takes time to accumulate a library 
capable of furnishing reading matter to suit a!) 
the tastes of a population of 400,000 people, This 
is, of necessity, a work of yearsand of considerable 
outlay of money. With time and money the 
usefulness of the Library as an educator must 
increase. At present the Chicago Library can 
hardly be said to be much of an educator; the 
most that can be claimed for it is, that it is pre- 
paring the public mind by reading for a better 
class of books when the Library can get them. 

The objection to the issue of so many vol- 
umes of novels, many of them of a traslhiy char- 
acter, is not altogether just. The bookborrow- 
ers at all public libraries are largely of a class 
who have no other means of getting any books 
to read at all. These persons are unable to buy 
books. They are mostly persons who are at 
work all day, and can only read at night. Havy- 
ing worked ten hours, and walked two to four 
miles between their homes and places of labor, 
they naturally turn to reading as a recreation. 
Their taste may have been vitiated by the New 
York Ledger and other weekly publications of 
that kind ; nevertheless they want books that 
will offer them amusement or entertainment, 
rather than books of a purely instructive charac- 
ter. The Public Library, as we have already 
said, is not in a condition yet to furnish the bet- 
ter class of books in any number. When it is in 
a condition to supply students, and all persons 
seeking substantial instruction, with the books 
they need, we may reasonably expect that the 
number of students will increase by the oppor- 
tunity, and that the Library will become, what it 
was intended it should be, an educator of the 
public. 


WHAT WE BUY IN PARIS. 

The American Register, printed at Paris, con- 
tains some very interesting details of the export 
trade from Paris to the United States for 1874, 
which Prof. Price could undoubtedly apply with 
great force to his theories on commercial crises. 
During the year ending the 30th of Septemper, 
1864, the total shipments from the Paris district 
to the United States amounted to $16,469,106 ; 
and on the same date of this year, €36,703,877. 
The same paper states that, at the very lowest 
computation, nearly $13,000,000 are also dis- 
bursed yearly by people of the United States in 
Paris, so tbat Paris levies an annual tax of about 
$50,000,000 upon the Americans for luxuries, 
which is a larger sum than she levies upon any 
other nation. Of this amount, more than two- 
thirds is spent by the gentler sex directly in 
Paris, or is sent to the United States for its ex- 
clusive benefit, and the details of the ex- 
port statement show how the sex ig 
spending its money, or some one else's 
money, whichever it may be. The first develop- 
ment of the statement is the fact that chiguons 
are doomed, and that the mountains and cat- 
aracts and pyramids of hair which have hitherto 
adorned (?) the female head are destined to give 
place to a more rational and undemonstrative 
style of head-gear, and that ladies have decided 
hereafter to wear thair own tresses, instead of 
the tresses borrowed from the heads of French 
and German peasants. In 1873, the exports of 
human hair amounted to $494,350, but in 1874 
this item had fallen to $230,382, a depreciation 
of more than one-half. Economy in this direction, 
however, does not argue sconomy inp all. In 
1873, the export of artificial flowers and feathers 
amounted to $1,155,585, while in 1874 it 
amounted to $1,432,447. The loss in the 
quantity of hair, therefore, will be com- 
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cash as theone element needed in connubial 


the natural hair, and of that mysterious and in- 
definable object called a hat or bonnet. Kid 
gloves are objects of enthusiasm and adoration. 
In 1878, the total value of the gloves exporied was 
$568,908, and in 1874 the amount was $844,297, 
which shows either that the ladies are about to 
quit cleaning their kids, or that several thousand 
more of them have quit Lisle-thread and alk, 
and have reached the more aristocratic level of 
kid. The figures relating to shawls will prove 
very startling to the sterner sex. There is no 
more elegant or graceful article in the lady's 
wardrobe, and there is not one which makes 


such fearful inroads upon the paternal pocket- 


book. The mele being, therefore, will 
read, with painful spprebension and mel- 
ancholy interest, the fact that, in 1873, 
shawls figured at $655,549, while in 1874 
the women of America purchased $953,466 worth 
of the loveliest things out, and every lady's 
shawl a little better than her neighbor's. An- 
other item will fill the masculine breast with dire 
alarm. In 1873, the amount of buttons export- 
ed reached $1,634,108, but in 1874 fell to $1,455, - 
567. This shows that buttons are going out, and 
that the women of America have determined to 
emancipate themselves from the thralidom of 
button-sewing. At the first glance, this would 
seem to be a blessing, for the total depravity of 
inanimate things is nowhere so clearly manifest- 
ed as in the tendency of buttons to come off at 
the wrong time. In some thoughtless moment 


when the Tyrant Man is beguiling bimself, |. 


or exhibiting himself at the greatest possible 
advantage, s shirt-button slowly meanders down 
his back and his shirt-collar climbs up bis ears, 
or a suspender-button steps down and out, and 
down goes one side of his pantaloons by tbe run. 
Buttons are continually doing this, and always 
choose the least auspicious time. Any complaint 
to the maternal department of the house, al- 
though emphasized with a reflection upon the 
lack of skill she invariably manifests in sewing 
on buttons, is mes with a stern rebuke at 
the length of the masculine finger-nails 
which cut the thread, or the lack 
of Christian patience, which virtue is es- 
sential to the integrity of buttons. The falling 
off in the supply of buttons, however, is not a 
blessing, for shirt-etuds must take their place, 
and shirt-studs cost a great deal of money, and 
in addition to that bave a mean habit of wrig- 
gling themselves out of their boles and getting 
lost. There is a little comfort in the fact that 
jewelry and laces show some falling off. In 
1873, the value of the jewelry exported amounted 
to $1,443,514, and in 1874 to $942,447. In 1873, 
laces were exported from Parise to the amount of 
$901,738, and in 1874 the value of this item de- 
creased to $515,047. This is a happy sign ; still 
happier if it becomes permanent. Another item 
may be mentioned, which is very refreshing 
in this connection. Dry-goods and woolen cloths 
have increased in amount. The value of the ex- 
ports in 1873 amounted to $8,355,414, and in 
1874 to $10,679,755. When jewelry and laces 
fall off,and dry-goods ana woolens increase, 
there is hope for the average American and the 
average American pocket-book. The summary 
of these figures is certainly astonishing. They 
show an increase in the exports from Paris to 
this country in 1874 over 1873 of $817,000, and 
the Parisian papers take special pride in showing 
that the exports from Paris alone exceed the ex- 
portation of the whole of Germany to the United 
States.

It does not do its 
good deeds by stealth or through ambiguous ad- 
vertisements, but openly. It trumpets through 
the daily press its trade of uniting the ivy, prop- 
erly decorated with gold-leaf, to the oak. Havy- 
ing 80 many women, with such-and-such for- 
tunes, on hand, i¢ offers them to the highest 
bidder with all imaginable gravity. The 
great seat of the trade is in Paris. There the 
ardent lover can have the dowry of the object of 
his pocket’s adoration ascertained, and, if it 
proves insufficient, can have object No. 2, No. 3, 
aud eo on ad infinitum, sapplied until the precise 
compound of good looks and heavy bank- 
accounts which he desires has been found. 
The anxious maid or widow may in 
like manner discover exactly how deeply 
indebted is her wooer, and can then calcu- 
late, with an admirable prudence usually 
wanting amid the delusions of love, whether she 
will take this ope, or wait in single cussedness 
until she cam buy a husband cheaper. The 
Parisian agency 1s cosmopolitan. It is willing 
to provide husbands and wives, on demand, in 
any market. We translate from an Italian paper 
this frank advertisement :

Occasionally a too-fastidious person stip- 
ulates that the feminine incumbrance on the 
estate he wishes to marry must not be of low 
birth or extreme ugliness; but this is an excep- 
tion. The Vossiche Zeitung prints any number 
of notices to the effect that So-and-so, banker, 
merchant, officer, lawyer, etc., as the case may 
be, wishes to marry @ lady of so much fortune, 
who may be old, ugly, and of donbtful 
family.

Another queer fea- 
ture of German matrimonial advertisement is 
the number of persons who wish to contract Pla- 
tonic unions. Now it ise gentleman “ of ripe 
age” who believes in “the Platonic idea of 
love ” and wishes to “ realize this beautiful idea 
in marriage,” and now it is a man of fine social 
standing who is, as he phrases it, “not 
young,” who wishes to “form sa purely 
Platonic connection with a lady of Heart 
and Intellect.” Evea these purcly Pla- 
tonic persons have a keen lookout for cazh. 
The first regards ‘‘ a lady not entirely without 


his Platonic love, and the second demands that 
the lady of Heart aod Intellect should be “ia 
independent circumstances.” 

The matrimonial agency proper does not flour- 
ish in England; but Thackeray aod the lesser 
satirists have drawn terrible pictures of the way 
marriage and money matters are mixed there. 
[t is pleasant to think that the Republic knows 
nothing of this. Here, a6 everybody is 
aware, love is the only consideration paid 
for matrimony. Nobody asks, “How much 
money has she?” when told that the pretty 
Miss Smith is, as one delicate phrase runs, “‘in 
the market.” No blushing girl treats Brown, 
who has a million, with any more regard than 
she bestows on Bowen, who lives on a $1,200 
salary. Here, when January and May marry, it 
is not because January buys May, but because 
May loves her darling grandf—— husband, and 
would love him just as much if he had not a 
penny.

We published, Saturday morning, three dis- 
patches from the West on Indian matters. Bead 
together, they form a significant commen- 
tary .on the bad features of the peace 
policy, which, good in itself, has been 
carried into effect with a certain sickly senti- 
mentality that makes it defeat its own ends. 
This is largely the fault of subordinate officials, 
The authorities at Washington cannot, in the 
nature of things, supervise all the small de 
tails of frontier management, but it is the 
bungling discharge of these smal) matters which 
often makes the difference between success and 
failure. 

The first dispatch chronicled the offer of a re- 
ward of $250 for the arrest of the Minneconjou 
Indians who murdered Frank Appleton, Clerk of 
the Red-Cloud Agency, some months ago, and 
of another reward of $125 for the detection of 
two Indians who amused themselves, last spring, 
by butchering John F. Halioway, an employe of 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Agency. It appears 
from this that at least two Government officials 
have been slaughtered by our red brethren 
within a short time, and that their murderers 
have gone unpunished. 

The second dispatch told the story of «a 
bloody fight near the Wichita River, between 
Capt. Farnsworth’s command of twenty-eight 
men and about 100 Arapahoes and Kiowas. The 
most noticeable point in the account is the 
statement that the Indians had more ammunpi- 
tion and better guns than the troops. The 
telegram says that the savages had breech-load- 
ers, which ‘‘were sometimes of longer range 
than those of the troops.” It is not strange 
that the gallant soldiers, with numbers, 
ammunition, and guns against them, had 
to retreat in the night. The friends 
of Private William Deucham, of Chicago, who 
was shot through the head; of Corporal Thomas 
J. Thompson, who was shotin the right side ; 
and of Trumpeter Hermann Fehr, who received 
a Dullet in the chest, wiil doubtless be pleased tu 
think that these soldiers of the United States 
were probably killed by United States builets, 
shot with United States powder out of United 
States guns. ‘ihe number of weapons bought by 
the Western Indians is small in comparison with 
the number they receive as presents from the 
Government and steal from the bodies of the 
soldiers they have slaughtered. 

After reading these two dispatches it is a trifle 
surprising to learn from the third that each of 
the Chiefs of the River Crow Indians of Mon- 
tana is to be presented by the Government with 
‘a good horse, saddle, and gun,” They will have 
the winter for practice in sharp-shooting, while 
they are living on the Reservation at the ex- 
pense of the country, and will then be ready to 
test their skill in the spring on the war-path. 
The country press, in order to save telegraph 
billa, would do well to clip out the following 
prophetic dispatch and keep it for use next 
spring : 

River Crow, Montana, May 3, 1875. 

* White-Squaw-Scalper, Baby-Brainer, and Man-Tor- 
turer, the three head Chiefs of the River-Crow Indians, 
are on the war-path, They waylaid, with their bands, 
an emigrant train, yesterday. The women and chil- 
dren were tied to the wagons and burnt up with them. 
The men sere stripped and fastened tothe ground. 
Their ears, noses, and tongues, were cut from their 
heads and a fire was kindied on the stomach of each. 
They died in awful agony. A detachment of troops 
was sentafter the murderers, but the guns of the 
Chiefs were of such superior make that the soldiers 
were picked off wherever they showed themselves, 
when the Indians were still out of range of the army 
breech-loaders, The names of the dead and wounded 
are as follows :

VENTILATION IN SCHOOLS. 

The Sanitary Convention now in session in 
Philadelphia has taken up a very practical and 
very important subject, namely, ventilation in 
school-rooms. It is a notorious fact that very 
few of the public-school-buildings are construct- 
ed with reference to scientific or thorough ven- 
tilation. In cold weather, the children are com- 
pelled to breathe bad air, which is all the worse 
from being heated. In hot weather, the only 
way of ventilation is by opening windows and 
letting in a strong draft of air upon the heads of 
the children, the result of which is that the more 
delicate pupils invariably take cold. In addition 
to poor ventilation, the children of course are 
deprived of proper exercise, and are not allowed 
in many instances sufficient time for their meals, 
—e combination of evils sufficient to make the 
majority of school-rooms the breeding-places of 
disease, and sowers of the seeds of future un- 
healthfulness. Too much care cannot be takenin 
this respect. Education is of little account if the 
pupil’s bealth is lost, and at the very time when a 
child most needs the advantages which conduce 
tostrength, vigor, and robustness of constitution, 
he is surely but slowly laying the foundation of 
future unbealthiness. Theannouncement, there- 
fore, will be received with pleasure that the 
American Social Science Association has co-over- 
ated with the Health Association in its efforts to 
remedy these evils, and has devised a plan for 
improving the healthiness of schools which will 
be discussed at a public meeting to be held in- 
Detroit some six months hence. It would have 
been well also had the two Associations included 
the ventilation of churches in their scheme, as 
most of these edifices are constructed in the in- 
terests of the devil, so far as good health con- 
duces to good morals. If it is impossible 
for a child to become well educated 
and save his health im a  poorly-ven- 
tilated school-room, it is no less impossibie 
for @ man to become truly devotional and pre 
serve his spiritual health in a poorly-ventilated 
church structure. The angers may sing like 
nightingales and the preacher may preach like 
St. Chrysostom, but it will be of no avail if the 
listener is breathing bad sir and feeling dull, 
stupid, and sleepy. Students and saints must 
have fresh air, good food, and plenty of exercise. 
to attain the maximum of perfectifn. Under any

We sincerely trust that the 
movemeut of these two Associations will not 
prove a mere spasm of theories, but that it will 
lead to practical results.

THE SORROWS OF A KING. 

Uneasy lies the head that wears the crown. 
De Tonniens has come to grief once more,— 
Orelie de Tonniens, King of Patagovia. Of De 
Tonniens’ antecedent miseries Tas TRIsuns has 
svoken before; but the latest developments of 
fate are more remarkable than anything that has 
yet happened to His French-Auracanian-Patago- 
nian Majesty, showing that, in that far away 
land, neither divinity nor anything else hedges 
in the King. 

The King of Patagonia is Monsieur Orelie de 
Tonniens, a frisky little Frenchman, who, tired 
of Parisian frivolities, has been taking contracts 
in governing South American Kingdoms, and, 
for aught we know, has been Kinging it all along 
the Pacific Slope to Cape Horn. Im any event, 
his last somersault landed this frisky Yrenchman 
in Patagonia as King of that delightful country 
and ruler of ite sterile plains and gigantic bow!- 
ders, from the Rio Negro to Terra del Fuego. 
His subjects are not very choice people, especial- 
ly for a Frenchman. They live on horseflesh, 
are very filthy m their habitea, are exceedingly 
vain, although they have nothing to be vain of, 
and are great liars. It is also very bard to tell 
men from women, 80 closely allied are the types 
of male and female beauty in that favored land. 
But De Tonniens was none the less a King, and, 
bis subjects being guileless, trusted and adored 
him. When De Tonniens was chosen King, he 
had greed and guano in his eyes, for 
the islands near the Straits of Magellan were 
rich in this fowl-product. Haviog been made 
King, away went De Tonniens to France to ne- 
gotiate a loan upon his guano securities. The 
French always have money laid away in their 
old stockings, and De Tonniens had a wheedling 
tongue; and, besides, De Tonniens was a King, 
and there was something dazzling in the appari- 
tion of a King suddenly turning up in Republic- 
an France with his pockets full of guano. His 
fertilizer was magical in ita effects, and Pata- 
gonian bonds went off like hot cakes. The 
King’s hands were soon full of money, and the 
guileless Patagonians were plunged head and 
ears into debt, without knowing that debt isa 
national blessing. Meanwhile, the French Argo- 
paut with his gold set sail for bis Kingdom, and 
the thrifty French will long remember his fleece. 
The luckless De Tonniena, however, was sailing 
straight into trouble. The Argentine Govern- 
ment claims one part of the guano islands and 
the Chilian another, and no sooner had De Ton- 
niens reached their waters than he was seized 
by them with all his trea ures and royal bag- 
gage, so that the two nations now have a King 
and a handsome pot of gold. Of course 
they have no use for the King, as Kings 
are manufactured every week in those coun- 
tries by means of the machinery of revo- 
lution, but they have use for gold, and will 
place it where it will do the most good. Mean- 
while, the poor Patagonians have lost their King, 
and the French investors have their pockets full 
of Patagonian bonds, which are of no use except 
for kindling purposes. There is great wrath on 
the boulevards and in the cafes, and the bond- 
holders are demanding that MacMahon shall 
compel the Chilians and the Argentines to sur- 
render De Tonniens and fork over his gold. But 
this cannot be done, for, when De Tonniens be- 
came King of Patagonia and all the Terra del 
Fuegos, he renounced his allegiance to France, 
became a Patagonian, and swore to wear guanaco 
and horse-hide instead of the habits of Worth, 
and to eat horse instead of frogs. It ip a bad 
state of things for the Frenchmen, the Pata- 
gonians, and their ill-starred King. The Chilians 
and the Argentines will not allow him to go to 
his loyal subjects, and have probably already 
spent his money. But De Tonniens is irre- 
pressible, aod he may yet turn up as King of the 
Cannibal Islands, or monarch of some of the 
South Sea Islands, where “every prospect 
pleases, and only man is vile.” It is safe to say, 
however, that De Tonnieng will steer clear of 
guano hereafter, and that Frenchmen will not 
regard sea-fowl with any other feeling than that 
of mournful interest. The gull, hereafter, will 
be a very suggestive bird to them. 

A CHANCE FOR JULIAN HAWTHORNE. 

Hawthorne, the son of his father, has in- 
herited something of the subtle psychological 
speculation which marks Nathaniel Hawthorne’s 
best work. Theson’s two novels show strong 
traces of it, If he really has this power, he can 
find a fit hint for the plot of a third novel in a 
story which comes to us from New England with 
a circumstantiality of names and dates aud place 
that challenges disbelief.

The 
sootessions of the Greeks are shorter, less fre- 
quent, jess exacting, less particular, than those of 
ye Roman Catholics; and are made only in case 
yome great wropg has been done. The priest in- 
terrogaves: “* Hast thou stolen?” “™ Hast thou 
been inebristed?"”—and the penitent answers, 
simply: “I have sinned.” There are no con- 
fessionals in the churches. Priest and penitent 
stand face to face, behind @ screen which sepa- 
rates them from the crowd, without, however, 
ino them entirely. Sometimes the screen 
is dispensed with, aud the confession is received 
st ibe base of a pillar of thechurch. In Lent, 
hundreds of people may be seen coming to make 
their confession in this way,—the priest bestow- 
ing only & few moments on each. A register is 
kept, in which the names of ali who receive the 
ministrations of the Church are recorded. 

The clergy of the Greek Church are not so 
much 3 body as a class, a close corporation or 
gaste. There are two divisions of the clergy,— 
the white and the black, as they are popularly 
called. The white clergy—they do not always 
dress in white, despite their name—are 
the married clergy. The black are the 
monks, and do not marry. The monks 
wear invariably a big beard and long hair. and 
have a long biack veil banging down behind. 
he fundamental distinction between the two 
classes of clergy 1s marriage. The Bishops are 
all selected from the ranks of the non-married 
clergy. Marriage is as necessary a condition to 
admission among the white clergy as celibacy 
among the biack. There has always been a 
struggle between the two orders for influence. 
The monks, or unmarried clergy, have vast 
monasteries throughout the Empire; and their 
style of living partakes somewhat of that of the 
pochorites of the desert, The daughter of a 
married clergyman is always expected to marry a 
candidate for orders; and the marriage of a 
clergyman’s daughter is frequently, if not al- 
ways, @ sine qua non of ordination. The Bishops 
insist on the enforcement of this rule ; since, in 
this way, the daughters of clergymen are pro- 
vided for who otherwise would become a charge 
onthe Church or on the State. Not only the 
pri¢ste are thus set apart in classes, but the 
sexions, bell-ringers, etc.: and a sexton’s 
daughter usually marries an aspirant to the 
dignity of successor to her father. 

The educational course of the Russian priest 
embraces the liturgical Slavonic, Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew, French or German, Geometry, Algebra, 
Natural Philosophy, Botany, Rural Economy, 
sometimes Medicines, always History, Philoso- 
phy, and Theology. This looks very well on 
paper; but such ia the shortness of the time in 
which ali these branches are to be acquired, and 
the imperfection of the methods of teaching, 
that the Greek priest is generally a very igno- 
Tant man, 

It ig not easy to imagine a harder lot than that 
Which falls to the Greek married priest. His 
salary is rarely over $100 per annum. He is 
compelled to depend for subsistence on the 
fees which bis ministrations bring. Each parish 
bas, ass general rule, to support twenty-five 


persons connected with the service of the church, 


and, besides, to contribute to the maintenance 
of the Synod. The priest frequently carries on 
& regular system of barter for his fee, previous 
to performing 4 religious ceremony. Sometim

A FRENCHMAN IN RUSSIA. 


A WINTER IN RUSSIA, From the French of Taxo- 


Brilliant is too mild aterm. Such epithete as 
we apply to a sunset-eky when the clouds are 
blazing with crimson and gold, and the dazzled 
eyes quiver and blink im the heat and glare of 
their violent flames, are the fitting words to de- 
scribe M. Gautier’s glowing diction. It is fervid, 
opulent, impetuous, and—<izzying. One needs 
to exercise a coptinual restraint to keep his own 
brain from « whirl as he is swept along the swift 
eurrent of M. Gautier’s impassioned and vehe- 
ment language. His epeech is a perpetual suc- 
cession of novel and imposing figures, and his 
paragraphs are an unending series of resplen- 
dent pictures. His book is a crowded gallery of 
paintings,—French paintings,—which appeal to 
the eye end the imagination with gay and con- 
trasting colors, and beautiful forms, and dex- 
terous manipulation, but never touch the soul 
with @ atroke of deep and genuine feeling ; 
where ali is on the surface,—a mere spectacle. 

M. Gautier spent seven winter-months in Rus- 
sia. Whyhe went, or when he went, he does 
not iuform us. Whatever was the serious motive 
of his visit, he amused himself with looking upon 
the land and the people as upon a play in the 
theatre,—purseumg no inquiries, making no re- 
flections, but giving himself up to the enjoyment 
of a rich and curious scenie exhibition. What 
passed before his eyes he reproduces with a won- 
derful power of picturesque description, omit- 
ting not the smallest accessory that would give 
completeness and intensity to the delineation. 
The view is superficial, and limited to the mo- 
ment. It gives no retrospects, and no prophetic 
glimpses of the future; yet it is, in its way, re- 
plete with interest and instruction. Whatever 
aspect of the strange, half-Oriental life of Rus- 
sia is presented to us, we gaze upon it witb 
eager, fasvinated curiosity. But yesterday, the 
nation was half-sunk in barbarism, and almost 
as remotefrom us as China. To-day, it is one 
of the foremost powers in Europe, and, in all the 
arts avd refinements of civilization, is rapidivris- 
ing to an equal rank with the oldest States of the 
Continent. Its prodigious strides in the race 
onward. attract all eyes toward it, and make 
every incident in its upexampled career a study 
of absorbing attention. 

M. Gautier depicts, with the fidelity of a Dutch 
artist, the exterior of St. Petersburg; but the 
peculiar features of the city itself, of its situa- 
tion, its character, and its architecture, have 
been as often portrayed by previous iravelers 
that we suffer them to remain unnoticed. From 
bis sketches of the people, however, of their 
traits and manner of living, we shall borrow 
some details which will increase our unvderstand- 
ing of them. 

French is spoken by the upper classes of Rus- 
sia with the utmost fluency, and with a pure Pa- 
risian accent. It is the language of societ¥, and 
is always used in company when foreigners are 
present. The literature of France is aleo thor- 
ougbly familiar to persons of any culture, and 
many a French author is better known in St. Pe- 
tereburg than in laris. The gossip of the green- 
room, and the latest social scaadais travel quickly 
from the city on the Seine to that or the Neva; 
and M. Gautier says he beard in the salons of 
the latter many a piquant detail, entirely new to 
him, concerning affairs at his own Capital. The 
Russian women are highly accomplished, and 
bave the Slavonic facility for learning languages. 
They read Byro1, Goethe, and Heine, in the 
original, and with due appreciation. ‘“‘As to 
their toilette, it is of the last degree of elegance, 
—the very superlative of fashion.” The man- 
ners of both ladies and gentlemen are exceed- 
ingly polished, with a charming air of caressing 
familiarity. 

All the luxuries of European civilization are 
assembled in their dwellings, which, at the first 
sight, betray no unlikeness to the fashionable 
mansions in London or Paris. On close inspec- 
tion, however, many littie details exhibit a local 
coloring : 

The windows are invariably double, and the space 
between the cashes is covered with a layer of fine sand, 
designed to absorb moisture, and prevent the frost 
from silvering the panes. Twisted horns of paper, 
containing salt, are set in it; and sometimes the sand 
is concealed by a bed of moss, There are no outside 
shutters or blinds, for they would be useless, since the 
windows remain closed all winter, being carefully filled 
in around the edges with a kind of cement, One nar- 
row, moveable pane serves to admit fresh air; but’ ite 
use is dieagreeable, and even dangerous, so great ia 
the contrast (in winter) between the temperature with- 
out and that within. Heavy curtains of rich material 
still further deaden the eifect of the cold upon the 
giass. 

Within these hermetically-sealed houses, the 
temperature is maintained at 66 to 68 deg., 80 
that ladies can with comfort wear their maslins 
and leave their arms and shoulders bare. 

Flowers also flourish in this summer-like at- 
mosphere, and the houses of the well-to-do are 
filled with them. It is with the contemplation of 
their verdure that the Russians console their 
eyes for the absence of green in the snowy land- 
scape,—for the imm whiteness of the 
long Potar winter. 

Flowers receive you at the door, and go with you up 
the stairway; Irish ivies festoon the balusters; jar- 


adorn the landings on every floor. Inthe 
embrasure of the windows, bananas spread out their 


gilded volutes of the cornices; orchids hover like but- 
terfhes around lamp-shades of 


panese po g 
placed in the centre of as table or at the corner of a 
sideboard, spring sheaves of superb exotics; and all 
this floral splendor thrives as in a hothouse, In truth, 
overy Russian apartment is a hothouse; in the 
strect, you are at the Pole; within doors, you might 
believe yourself in the Tro 

A trace of their Oriental origin lingers im the 
Russians’ habits witb regard to sleeping. Even 
the higher classes have not rid themselves, in 
this respect. of the customs of the tent. In- 
stead of setting apart chambers for exclusive 
use as bed-rooms, a camp-bed, or low divan, is 
concealed behind a folding screen im one eorner, 
even in the most sumptuous pariors; and upon 
thia, or upon their large, green sofas, the Rus- 
sians drop down wherever sleep happens to over- 
také them. AW will remember the narrow iron 
bedstead standing in his cabinet, on which the 
Emperor Nicholas was accustomed to repose, 
and which was considered by the uninitiated as 
evidence of his peculiarly-simple habits. 

Tne cuisine, in all wealthy houses, is purely 
French, arid under the control of Franchmen. A 
few national dishes still retain their places on 
the table, and are eaten with great relish. Im- 
mediately before dinner, which, with the most 
fashionable, ™ never later than 6 o'clock, a 
lunch ie served, consisting of eaviare, anchovies, 
salt herring, cheese, Olives, Bologna sausage, 
and otber relishes a is is eaten standing, and 
simply as a spur to the appetite. 

Oysters are extremely scarce at St. Petersburg, 
and very expensive ; hence they are an invaria- 
ble appendage to every luxurioustable. For the 
same reason, a basket of fruit is present at eve- 

dessert. Oranges, pine-apples, grapes, ap- 
ples, and pears, are heaped in royal profusion. 
Grapes are usually im from Portugal, but 
are sometimes ri ia hothouses. Strawber- 
ries, that here grow im flower-pote, are often 
supphedin January. oe are, for the 
most part, raised under glass, and are, there- 
fore, always in season. Green peas are included 
in the menu every month im the year. The as- 
paragus is notably large and tender, and thor- 
oughly blanched. The stalks, without a tinge of 
color, are delicate and palatable from base to 
tip, The most eommon national dishes are

he characteristics of the Russian type of 
feminine beauty are ‘‘an extreme fairness of 
complexion, grayish-blue eyes, blonde or chest- 
nut hair, and a certain embonpoint, arising 
from the lack of exercise end the life in-doore, 
which is compelled by a winter lasting seven or 
eight months. They suggest the idea of Odal- 
isques, whom the Genius of the North keeps 
coufined in the tropical atmosphere of a hot- 
house. They bave complexions of cold-cream 
and snow, with tints of the heart of a camellia, 
—like those ever-veiled women of the seraglio 
whose skin tne sunlight has not touched. By 
this extreme fairness, their delicate features 
are rendered even more delicate ; and the soft- 
ened outlines from faces of Hyperborean sweet- 
ness and Polar grace.” The Russian women, in 
acciéty, seem to make less display than the men, 
as the uniforms and Court-dress of the latter 
itter with gold lace and emproiderv, and with 
sone decorations. Yet the simple robes of 
the ladies are composed of the costliest fabrics, 
fastened with the rarest gems; and their daz- 
ling skins, and flashing diamonds, and gleam- 
ing pearls, and flowing draperies, match in ef- 
fect the heavier splendor of the masculine at- 
tire. Their ‘simplicity pays homage to the 
Empress, who prefers elegauce to ostentation ; 
but you may be sure Mammon loses nothing by 
Me. 2 ie Like their sex everywhere, they 
know how to make gauze more costly than gold.” 

Few women are to be seen in the streets of St. 
Petersburg. Those of the lower classes do not 
engage in vocations which call them out of 
doors, or oblige them to mingle indiscriminately 
with the other sex. As among Oriental races, 
modesty secludes the feminine population of 
Russia within their dwellings. Io traversing the 
slightest distances, as of asingle block, ladies of 
any rapk use their earriages. The fashions of 
their dress are imported from Paris; 
but these are not exhibited to the outer 
world, particularly in the winter-season, as 
wrappings of fur then conceal the entire figure. 

The leading thoroughfares of St. Petersbarg 
are thronged with carriages and vehicies of vari- 
ous descriptions; for everybody rides in Russia, 
except the mujibs. The horses dash through the 
crowd with astonishing swiftness and safety ; 
for thev and their drivers are used to the con- 
fusion, and thread their way iw and out of the 
maze with unerring certainty. The use of the 
whip is unknown,—the voice and rein serving to 
guide the fleetest coursers in the right path, and 
keep them up to their best paces. The drojky— 
a tow, small, open carriage, with four wheels, 
the front ones not larger than that of a wheel- 
barrow—is, in summer, the national vehicle. It 
has two seats,—one forthe coachman and the 
other for the passenger. Its colors are deep- 
maroon, with trmmuings of sky-biue, or Russia 
green, with fillets of another shade. Nothing 
could exceed the lightness of this frail equipage, 
which could be picked up and carried under the 
arm. Taere are a few omnibuses running in St. 
Petersburg; but the drojky, which can be hired 
at a cheap rate, is the favorite means of locomo- 
tion. 

When the first snow appears, the drojkys sud- 
denly vanish, and sledges take their places. 
These are all constructed alike, and differ only 
in the coachman’s attire, and the beauty and 
speed of the horses. But the most picturesque 
winter-vehicle is the troika,—a sledge which 
holda four persons, sitting fece to face, besides 
the driver, and is harnessed with three borses. 
Four reins suffice,—the outside animals having 
but one apiece : 

Notning fs more charming than to see a troika spin 
along the Newsky Prospekt at the hour of promenade, 
The tbhill-horse trots, siepping straight ahead; the 
other two gallop, and pull fan-wise. One of these 
ought to have a wild, excited, indomitable air,—to 
hold up his head, and seem to start aside and kick ; 
this one is called “the fury.” The other should shake 
his mane, arch neck, ecurvet and go 
sideways, touch his knee with the end of his 
nose, dance and fling himself about at the 
caprice of the moment; this is “the coquet.” 
These three noble steeds, with metal chains 
on their headstalis, with harness light as threads, 
spangied here and there with delicate gilt 
ornaments, are suggestive of those antique 
borses upon triumphal arches, drawing bronze 
chariots to which they are in no wa 
attached, They seem to sport and gambol before the 
troika entirely at will, The horse in the middle alone 
has aslightly serious air, like some wiser friend,be- 
tween two gay eompanions. You will easily suppose 
that it is no trifing matter to maintain this apparent 
disorder in the midat of great speed, each animal pre- 
serving # different gait. Sometimes “ the fury ” plays 
his part in good earnest, or the “ coquet ” takes a fancy 
to roll in the snow. There is needed, therefore, in 
driving a troika, the most consummate skill. But what 
a charming amusement! I am surprised no gentic- 
man-jockey in London or Paris has taken a fancy to it. 

It ie worthy of note that the sturdy horses in 
use in St. Petersburg, save in case of the 
most expensive animals, are never blanketed, 
but stand, aftera rapid run, with the sweat 
freezing upon their coats, until they are incased 
in a mail of ice. The great alternations of tem- 
perature to which they are wajused do nut seem 
in the least to affect their health. 

M. Gautier relates an incident which he wit- 
nessed at one of the exciting races on the Neva, 


which shows the stuff there is in tle little, wild, 


unkempt horses of Ukraine, which furnish the 
stock relied upon throughout Russia for ordinary 
service : 

A mujik,—from Viadimir, it was said,—who had 
come into the city bringing wood or frozen provisions, 
stood on from tae height of his rustic troika, 
He was clad in the usual greary touloupe, with an old, 
matted fur cap, and felt boots white with hard ser- 
vice; @ beard unkept and lustreless bristled upon his 
chin, He had a team of three little horses, disheveled, 
wild-looking, shaggy ae bears, frightfully filthy, with 
icicles hanging down underneath them, carrying their 
heads low, | biting at the suow heaped up in masses 
on theriver. ... 

The little horses, whose hair was all matted with 
frozen sweat, looked out scornfully through their 
stiffened, shaggy forelocks at the bigh-bred animals 
that seemed so shrink away from contact with them ; 
for animals—like the rest of us !—feel a contempt for 
poverty. A gleam of fire shone in their sombre eyes, 
and they struck the ice wiih the small shocs attached 
to their slender, sinewy legs, bearded like an eagle's 

uills, 
. The mujik, standing upon the seat, contemplated the 
course, without ap ing in the least surprised by the 
prowess of the horses. jowand then, even, a faint 
smile gieamed below the oa oo 4 his ee 
tache, his eyes spar mischievously, ap 
seemed oy oof a We, too, could do as much.” 

Taking a sudden resolve, he entered the liste to try 
his lack, The three little unlicked bears shook their 
heads proudly, as if they understood that they were 
to maintain the honor of the poor horse of the steppes, 
and, without being urged, they went off at such a pace 
that everybody elee on the track to take the 
alarm ; they went like the wind, with their litile, slen- 
der limba, and they carried off the victory foom all the 
others—thoroughbreds of English race, barbs, and 
Orior horses—by a minute and some seconds! The 
mujik had not presumed too much upon his rustic 
steeds, 


The prize was adjudged to him,—a magnificent piece 
of chased silver, by Vaillant, the most fashionable 
goldsmith of St. Petersburg. This triumph excited a 
noisy enthusiasm among the crowd, usually so silent 
and so calm. 

As the eonqueror came a oe be poms per Me J 
amate roposing to buy ree horses; they 
went as z, as to otter him 3,000 rubles spiece,—an 
enormous sum for beasts and man both. To his 
credit be it said, the mujik persistently refused. He 
wrapped his piece of silver in a fragment of old cloth, 
clintbed upon his troika, and went back as he came, 
not willing at any price to part from the good little 
creatures that had made him for the moment the lion 
of St, Petersburg. 

But space forbids any farther drafte from M. 
Gautier’s observations. We had intended to 
copy some of his florid word-pictures, but will, 
rather, allow the reader to find the originals, 
and enjoy them to his satisfaction. 


The preliminary labors of the ladies of this

Apparent Necessity for a New 
Vagrant Law.

Tux Tarsoxe published Thursday morning a 
choice coliectton of burglaries which had taken 
place on the West Side. A few day previous it 
noticed an alarming number io tie vicivity of 
Lincolo Park. From day to dav, as they were 
jearned, it bas chronicled other instances of 
burglary or robbery. The aggregate, large as it 
ia, does not give the total number, or anything 
like it. Under the present system, the cases 
reported to the police are not given to reporters, 
since a publication of the fact might, it is said, 
put the criminals on their guard. This reason 
is often given, but it is hard to find that it has 
any-value. In many cases those whose houses 
have been entered prefer to have nothing said 
about it; they dislike publicity, and it is onlv 
by accident that the mishap is discovered and 
announced in the papers. 

Less than balf of the greater crimes against 
property find their way into priot. Were all 
given, the total would be so large that the feel- 
ing of public anxiety, already acute enough, 
would be intensified. There would be more sit- 
ting up ef nights, more concealment of valua- 
bles, and mere terror at every uncertain noc- 
tarpal sound. This anxiety finds voice in a 
vague demand that the police shall do some- 
thing, and the assertion that the force, as at 
present handled, is incompetent. But the 
declarations of men who nave been robbed are 
always a little one-sided and unjust, and for the 
purpose of ascertaining, if possible, where the 
fauit lies, a reporter of this paper has inter- 
viewed the Superintendent of Police, Police 
Captains, Justice Scully, the State’s Attorney. 
and also a gentieman of great experience in 


police matters, in order to get their views on a | 


subject of such special inte-est. 
It will be seen that their opinions—as might 
be expected—vary on some points, but that toev

SUFFICIENCY OF THE POLICE FORCE. 

Reporter—Do you regard the police force of 
the city sufficient to properiy protect the prop- 

“a. Rehm—I am frank to say that I do not, 

and I can satisfy any one of the fact. One in- 
stance I will name on the West Side, where a 
single officer has the beat ou Halsted to Centre 
avenue, and from Polk to ‘Twelfth. To 
cover this territory properly would require 
five men, yet one mau is now doing 
tbe work the best be can. On the North Side 
policemen are required to travel from nive to 
twelve blocks. With sucha hne of duty they 
cav do very little toward the protectiou of the 

ublic. 

: Reporter—What is the extent of the police 
foree of the city ? 

Mr. Rebm—Five hundred and sixty men. The 
nigot force is about 225,—half of whom only are 
ou duty at once. 

OTHER CITIES. 

Reporter—Do you know auything of the police 
force of other cities as compared with Chicagu ? 

Mr. Rebm—New York has a police toroe of 
1.500 men, who cover 22 square miles ; Chicago, 
with s\bout one-third the number, is expected to 
cover :\2 square miles, which is utterly mpossi- 
ble. 

Reporter—Then you maintain that the police 
force is snadequate to the proper protection of 
the prope:ty of the city? 

Mr. Reh m—Yes, sir. If the force were doubled, 
there would not be a spare man, and even then 
the city would not enjoy the same immunity 
from thieves’ and bighwaymen that is evujoyed 
by New York. 

Reporter—H ave you experienced any difficulty 
in making yous force efficient on account of the 
State laws ? 

Mr. Rehm—Yas. sir.

EXCEP\¢ UPON A WARRANT. 

For the violation of the law seven members of 
the force are now sued for talse arrest. The fact 
is. the law is a terror to the force! While they 
may know a map to be a desperate character, 
they dare not arrest bim! The law of New 
York in force in the city would greatly facilitate 
the labors of the police force. They could then 
arrest notorious charadters upon suspicion, 
without incurring the rea ponsibility of proving 
the charge, and runing tlie risk of beiug sued 
for false arrest. Such a layw in force in the city 
would encourage the force t) do ite duty without 
fear or favor. 

Reporter—You would like st \h & law in force? 

Mr. Rebm—Certainly. With such a law the 
city could be made secure against burglars and 
bad characters at much less exp.nee than under 
the present regime.

Lhe 
present force, whils it may do more thao it now 
does, clearly canuot do every: bing. 
There arrived bere yester/ay, or the day be- 
fore, or the day beiore that, men known the 
coumtry over as criminals. ‘Shey are seen upon 
the street by the. police, and are known the 
moment they get.here. It is understood they 
live by ciime, and that a burgiarv or robbery 
is to bappen as surely as the advent of a circus- 
agent Means a big tent and acrobatic perform- 
ances, If these mn were yicked up on sight 
and put out of barm’s way, mach mischief 
would be avoided. Can the police do any- 
thing of thas kind under the present law ? 
They certainiv do not do very much. Cayt. 
Buckley speaks of the arrests made by his men. 
But he does not go far enough. ‘Those whom he 
arrests are generally sneak-thieves, pocket- 
pickers, petty scam»s, who go imto larger opera- 
tions only as the tools of abier men. But why— 
to give Capt. Buckley an instaace—dvoes he not 
arrest Ed Barns, fresh from Joliet, or Barney 
Aaron, ** Red Jim,” Sam Walters, Jimmy Hoey 
Jimmy Murphy, Meeny Marks, the two Garritys, 
the fellow who started to rob Campbell's hair 
store, Bill Dunn, or a dozen others? They can 
be found any day on Clark and Madison streets. 
Let us Lave them fetched in to-morrow, Cap- 
tain. : 
The police claim, and with justice, that when 
they arrest a profe-sionail thief on suspicion, 
and he is sent to the Bndewell as a vagrant, he 
immediately my gives bonds, avd (hat ends 
the matter. Now, can they arres: bim again, 
they say, on the same complaint, till the appeal 
is disposed of? Yet there must be some per- 
fectiy legal system of worrying these people by 
constant arrests, which would gradually drive 
them awav. Arrest Ed Burns, for iustance, 
every Saturday night, and keep him tiil Monday, 
of course sending vo word to any Justice to come 
down and bail bim out, and see if he does not 
weary of the business. To repeat, it is always 
the little thieves who are mclested; give the 
big ones a chance. and try the law with them. 

_It is doubtful whether the Superiotendent is 
right in measuring bis success by the amount of 
money repoited recovered, forgettiag that peo- 
ple would greatly prefer not to have it stolen at 
all. Besides, these returns of property stolen 
are no index. They should be suppiemerted by 
the complaints lodged at private detective offices, 
and the newspaper advertisements offering’ to 
cumpromise felonies for a certain sum.

SUPERINTENDENT REHM. 
A PLEASANT VIEW OF THE CASE. 


The reporter first cailed upon Jacob Rehm, 
Superintendent of the Police, yesterday after- 
noon, to elicit whatever he had in connection 
with the recent burglaries committed in this 
city. The interview was as follows: 


Reporter—What do you know of the many 
burglaries recently committed in the city ? 

Mr. Rehm—I do not know that any burglaries, 
more than ordiuary, have been committed. I am 
aware, however, of several of the cases cited in 
Tue Trrvune Thursday morning, and in one 
case, that of Dr. Rea.I think we have the man. 
He was arrested Tbursday at the Palmer House 
for the theft of a bat of one of the guests.

Capt. Eilis—The only thing that can be done 
At this season 
of the year I always iustruct the men with re- 
gard to the peculiar kind of work which the in- 
flux of thieves will call upon them to perform. 
It was oplv last night that I told all my men that 
I would hold them personally responsible for the 
burglaries which took place on their beats. I 
must say that the men are working for me with 
awill, ‘They are ready to do anything they can 
for me. 

Reporter—How is it that ao féw arrests and 
convictions of burglars take place ? 

Caps. Eliis—Il he great trouble is, that the ter- 
ritory which our men are obliged to cover is too 
large forthem. On the West Side, some of the 
men have to patrol beats eight biocks 
square. Our present force is but S40 
men for the entue city. It should 
be at least 1,000. Now, om the North Side 
the station on Webster aveuue, with only eight 
meao, is respopsible for the peace aud safety of 
property of the district extending fiom Menom- 
onee street to Fullerton avenue, and from the 
river to tbe lake. In New York there would be 
at least fifty men in this district. 

Reporter—How w it that so few arrested 
burglars aod thieves are sent to the Peai- 
tenuary ? 

Capt. Ellise—One great trouble is the pro- 
fessional bailers and shvster-lawyers. If a thief 
of any consequence is arrested, at least half a 
dozen protessional bailers come after him to bail 
him out, and, unfortunately, the Police Justice is 
obliged to accept the bail. As soon as the thief 
is bailed out, he sets to work to trv and steai the 
value of his pond, and if be succeeds be forfeis 
it. Strange to say, the thieves are very nonor- 
able in their dealings with one another and the 
professiona! bailers, who are in many cases them- 
selves thieves. 

THE SOUTH DIVISION. 

The reporter next called on Capt. Buckley, 
with whom he bad the following conversation : 

Reporter—Hgve you noticed any merease in 
burglaries, especially in the residence-portion of 
your district, daring the last two mouths ? 

Capt. B.—No. 

Reporter—How does the number compare with 
this time last year ? 

Capt. B.— Less. 

teporter—Have vou noticed an influx of 
thieves from other cities recently ? 

Capt. B.—No more than usual. There are 
plenty of them bere. 

Reporter—What are they doing ? 

Capt. B.—I1 can’t teil you. 

Reporter—Have you sufficient force to protect 
the property in your district ? 

Capt. B.—I have not. 

teporter—How many more men would you re- 
quire ? 

Capt. B.—I want at least fifty more on the 
South Side. 

Repo: ter—Where would you put them ? 

Capt. B.—Principaily in the outside precinets, 
—at Twenty second street, Cottage Grove, and 
Deering street. 

Reporter—You say thieves are abundant in 
town ; why do you not arrest them ? 

Capt. B.—My men arrest them every day. 

Reporter—What becomes of them ? 

Capt. B.—I have four, five, and six before the 
Police Court every day, and they are fined, In 
some cases the fines are suspended. and they are 
given a chance to leave the city; the others are 
sent to the Bridewell. These are professional 
thieves and vagrants—the class of people who 
make their liviog in no other way than by steal- 


ing. 

Reporter—Do you not think there are more 
thieves in towao now than usual ? 

Capt. B.—No, I do not. 

Keporter— Have your men orders to pick them 
up when they see them ? 

Capt. B.—My men have orders to arrest every 
known thief they see on the streets, and, if they 
have no specific charge of larceny against them, 
to charge them with vagrancy. 

Re; orter—Your object is to get rid of them ? 

Capt. B.—Yes. I have given the men orders to 
look into tne resorts of thieves, and to capture 
them if they are hanging around those places, 
and they are bringing them in every day. 

Reporter—Suppuse a thief whose fine has 
pee guapended is Caught, what do you do with 

Capt. B.—Arrest him and send him to the 
Enidewell under tue old execution.

STATE’S ATTORNEY REED. 
HIS REMEDIES FOR THE EVIL. 

In conversation with a prominent Court-House 
official yesterday, who is very well posted in such 
matters, a TripunE reporter learned that the 
alarming increase in the number of crimes 
against person and property was beeomiig & 
common subject of conversation. He con- 
sidered that the reasov ef the presence of so 
many thieves in Chicago was the fact that the 
city was fast gaining the reputation of being tbe 
head-centre of gamblers, burglars, and other 
kinds of thieves. He stated ' -t the reason of 
eo small a proportion of puuishmentse to the 
crimes committed was due partly to the 
indifference of the sufferers to undertak- 
ing the trouble of prosecuting the arrest and 
indictment of those who had wronged them 
either in person or estate, and partly to the fact 
that the Police Courts allowed many criminals 
to escape, or held them over in bonds quite in- 
adequate to the crime they stood charged with 
committing. Tue Trinune reporter then Called 
upon Siate’s Attorney Reed, and had a conversa- 
tion with bim upon the subject, as follows: 

Reporter—Mr. Reed, | think it ia a pretty well 
understood thing that at the present time there 
is an enormous amount of the burglary and gen- 
eral robbery class of erime perpetr ip Chi- 


cago. 

Ssate’s Attorney—Well, for my part, I don’t 
know that there is,—thatis, judging by the crim- 
inal docket I fail to find any marked increase. 
All I can speak about is what comes under my 
notice here. 

Reporter —Wel!, granting that the increase ex- 
ists, even though the criminal docket does not 
give evidence of its existence, to what causes do 
you thiuk it ia due? 

Stace’s Attorney—The chief cause is

among the masses. The banks, I understand, 
have lots of money, bat there is nut the business 
doing ‘to remove it from the banks’ coffers to 
the pockets of the poor.

Reporter—Then do you consider that the 
majority of the robberies and burglaries we hear 
of nowadays are committed by the uneaiployed, 
with bread and butter as the inspiring object ? 

State’s Attorney—I do. The people who are 
committing these crimes are not babitual crim- 
inals. Wehave fewer of this class on hand at 
present than lean remember at toe same time 
ip apy previous vear. Among them are 

A LARGE NUMBRRE OF BOYS, 
ranging from 12 to 18 years of age. 

Keporter—Yet we hear of very few of these 
boys reaching the House of Correction or Peni- 
tentiary. 

Stace’s Attorney—Although some of these boys

THE POLICE FORCE Is NOT LARGE ENOUGH 
for the immense area which Chicago covers in 
proportion to poperasies. New York has treble 
the police force for the same area that we have. 
We want at least 100 poliwemen added to our 
force. We bad to learn from Gen. Shaler, of 
New York, that the great lack of the Fire De- 
partment wae extra engives and more men. It 
is not necessary to go outside the city for ap opin- 
ion a# to where the weakuess of the police force 
lies. The police force of Chicago is an excel- 
lent One, save in one respect, that it is not large 
enough, Improvement in this respect should be 
immediately accomplished.

JUSTICE SCULLY. 
WHAT HE KNOWS OF THE SUBJECT.

I hear of the committing of a 
great many burglaries, but the parties commit- 
ting them do not appear to be arrested, save 
in very few instances. 

Reporter—To what do you attribute this? 

Justice Scully—The trouble is the small size 
of the police force as compared with the work 
we expect of them. We oucht to have two po- 
licemen for every one at present on the force, 
There is one improvemert I would suggest in 
the present force, and that is, tne organizing 
of a y

and the suburbs. Just comparethe police officer 
at 3 or 4 o’cloek in the morning with the burglar 
attbatbour.

Justice Scully—Sometimes it does, but not 
often. Uccasionally, too, the bail turns out to 
be insufficient. 

Reporter—Is it du to this eaase thas so few 
of the prisoners arrested find their way to the 
Penitentiary and other penal establishments ? 

Justice Scully—Ob no. I do not send ail the 
prisoners who come before me with a clear case 
against them to the Grand Jury, and, of those | 
do send, the Grand Jury throw out at least balf. 

Reporter—How do you discriminate in decid- 
ing youter a case go before the Grand Jury or 


Justice Scully—Mainly upon the gravity of the 
charge. When a map is brought Lefore me 
charged with an offeuee making him tiable to 
imprisonment in the Penitentiary. I send him 
before the Grand Jury on probabilities. In cases 
of petty laiceny, however, where 4 man is con- 
victed before me of stealing a coat, or 
a pair of pants, a horse-blanket, or the 
like, I generally ehange the charge to 
disorderly, fine or send to. the 
Bridewell. Again, if a man is found suspicious- 
ly lurking round premises where he has ne busi- 
ness, I seud him to the Bridewell on the charge 
of vagrancy. A Police Justice has to discrimi- 
nate in these matters, or élse the Jail would be 
filled, and the State's Attorney could not possi- 
bly do justice to the really serious crimival busi- 
néss whivh is brotight befure him. The Oriminal 
Court could not possibly get along if I did not use 
my judgment im such cases. There is auother 
view of the case which is worthy of considera- 
tion. The trial of each of these petty cases, the 
majority of which involve property of the value 
of oaly $2 or $3, would coat the ew | from $30 
to $50, and after all the prisover would not geta 
heavier sentence than I would impose. 

Reporter—With regard to bail, again; are you 
not in your inner consciousuess aware of the fact 
that many of the bailers are 
NOT WORTH THE AMOUNT OF PROPERTY WHICH 

THEY SWEAR To? 

Justice Scully—I am moualiy certain in many 
cases that the baler is deliberately perjuriog 
himself. As an illustration of this, 1 had my 
doubts of the truth of the sworn statement of a 
bondsmao named Ryan, sume three months ago, 
and I fuliowed the thiug up and haa him in- 
dicted for and convicted of perjury. 

Reporter—What do you do to guard against 
such occurrences ? 

Justice Bcully—In cases where the offense in- 
volves a term in the Penitentiary, | always re- 
quire an affidavit iu writing, setting forth the 
value of the real estate, where it w locaied, 
whether there is any incambrance on it, title in 
bondsman, value of property, and whether it is 
bo I alwave refuse bail wees man 
lives on the property, because, in case of for- 
feiture of ote before the property eould be sold 
the county would have te advance $1,000, the 
value of the homestead. Tbe bondsman is 
sworn to the affidavit, which I file away aud hold 
in readiness, in case of forfeiture of bond, to 
bring ap acuou for perjury if toe occasion re- 
quires it. 

Reporter— What do vou do ia micor cases ? 

Justice Soul! y—Iu cases. f petty larceny, where 
the pupishment would be less than the Peniten- 
tiary, aud wheré the circumstances show no se- 
rious crime to bave been commiited, I swear 
the bondsmen on exactly the same requirements 
as descrmbed in the written ailidavit. 

Repoiter—How have you found your system 
work ? 

Justice Seully —I ealy know of one bond for- 
feited of my takiug, and that was three years 
ago last June. 

Reporter—Then you do not think thas care- 
lessness in the takipg of bonds causes ihe es- 
cape of many criminals ? 

Justice Scully—As far as my experience goes, 
certaiuly uot.

CAUSES OF THE INCREASE OF CRIMP. 

A reporter was detailed yesterday to converse 
with s# gentleman who is thoroughly versed io 
police matters and in the ways of criminals on 
the subject. The following is the result of the in- 
terview : 

R.—To what do yon attripute the sudden in- 
crease of crime in Chicago ? 

Distinguished Citizen—Te the absence of a 
good vagrant law, and the general bad manage- 


wnt of the Police Department,—especialiy of 
THE DETECTIVES 

who, in order to recover property, are frequently 

forced to compound a felony. 

R.—You think that no detective 
permitted to act as a *‘ go-beiween 7” 

D. C.—Oaly in very extracidimary emergen- 
cies ; for example, when clothing is deposited at 
the shop of a pawnbroker of good character, 
who may have given his monev on the articles 
in good faith ; but, even then, the thing is to 
be utterly condemned, and should be pat down. 
It is no way creditable to our present police sys- 
tem that such conduct should be tuleratea. 

R.—You think that 

& VAGRANT LAW 
would remedy the evil? 

D. C.—Yes—such a law as now exiets in St. 
Louis. There tbe police arrest, sans ceremonie, 
every known thief, and every suspicious charac- 
ter, unless a good account of his intentions and 
condition in hfe should be given. This law is 
not oareneete to the general citizen, although 
stupid police officers may sometimes carry 
matter 1oo far. But undoubtedly the system is 
about the only ope that can give a chance to the 
police to keep the city clear of thieves, The St. 
Louis people keep them locked, up until the 
zuscals are glad to get out of town. Then they 
e\arm ia here. In fact, they come here from 
al) parte of the United States, Canada, and even 
Evwrope. Under Supt. Washbbura they did not do 
that, for they knew be meant business. Nobody 
belisves that Jake Rehm w a fool, but 
a good many doubt his honesty of 
intention in dealing with the raffian element. 
He cer tainly has it ium his power, even now, to 
make ue city 

TOO HOT TO HOLD THEM, 

if he wanld only aliow the police to arrest all 
the thie.es they koowin towo. You can count 
twenty of hem ina bunch almost avy evening 
at Kircbhoi?’s or the Tivoli. In fact, they are to 
be found in all the popular places im town. No- 
body can tel! me that the police do not know 
them ; but the fact is, they are afraid to touch 
them, because ¢bey know that Rehm is not 
earnest about clearing the city. The thieves 
know that they Rave com tively a free and 
easy time in Chica go, 80 they all come here, and 
make their presene’e felt. 

R.—Suppose that you werein charge of the 
police force here, 

WHAT WOULD Yov Do ? 

D. C.—We have a& many smart officers here 
as there are anywhere, tf they are only properly 
directed. I should ha\'e every thief in town ar- 
rested, but, as usual, the Police Courts would 
step in and allow straw bail. In addivion to a 
vagrant act, there shouiil be anocher act passed 
disqualifying known gamblers, ropera, and 
thieves from going on the bail-bond of any party 
accused of crime. This wou.\d enable us to hold 
on to the thieves when we had them in our pow- 
er. If the present Superinteryient of Police de- 
sired, he could haveevery cell in town filled with 
well-known thieves before to-morrow night. I 
have no doubt that the police «are anxious to do 
their duty, but the Chief does not waut them to 
do it for some reason. Tat is the truth of the 
matter. 

R.—It is very evident that there is laxity 
somewhere in the Police Departnient, and, of 
course, the Chief must be heid responsible. 

D. C.—It may be that Mr. Rebm considers it 
useless to arrest thieves while the present Po- 
lee Court sysvem of “straw bail” te counte- 
panced. What right has the law, or what right 
should it bave, to respect the bond af a thief 
who goes bail for another thief? It ia precisely 
the same case with the gamblers. 

This was the last remark that the distinguished 
Citizen made to the reporter.

Convention is the forcing upon me «a direct isste 


-of veracity with the Bishop of Western New 


York. Inregard to this, 1 would cheerfully keep 
silence and bear the “injustice, did it concern 
only the question of the Bishopri¢e of Lilivois, 
which I never sought or desired; but, since it 
bears wholly upon the discharge of my preseat 
duties as acting Dean of the Seminary, itis un- 
happily my duty, as long as I remain in this po- 
sition, to defend myself from auy charges which 
would weaken the confidence of the Church in 
the institution. 

On the seventh day of the scoret session, and 
only about two hours before the time first fixed 
for the decisive vote, Judge Sheffey, of Virginia, 
read the fret of the following letters. He had 
it in his possession, 1 have been told, four days 
before it was read; and I am informed that, 
when asked by one of my friends for a copy of it 
in advauce, he refused, on the grodnd that be 
was specially charged only to read it to the 
House, and to show it to none but to certain 
members. After it was read, a copy was again 
refused, on the ground that it was “in the pos- 
session of the House,” and that the proceedings 
were ‘‘secret.” When the ebligation ef seorecy 
was removed, a copy was unattainable, because 
the documents were “in the hands of the 
printer.” The first sight of them was gained 
only on the Friday evening after the question 
was decided, when I received proof-sheets con- 
taining the letters. And, since then,, Mr. 
William Welsh, of Pennsylvania, through 
whom the second and third letters of 
Busbop Coxe were brought before the House of 
Deputies on the last day of the secret session, 
has published a letter in corroboration of them, 
which he inserted in the last number of the Daily 
Churchman, to which, of course,—that issue 
being the last,—there could be no reply through 
the same channel. I mention these facts, not 
to complain of an:thing which others have done 
conscientiously, or which they regard as the 
work of a special ** Providence ;” but simply to 
explain the disadvantages under which I have 
labored in learning the exact nature of the 
charges, and the necessary delay that bas oc- 
curred in preparing my defense. Moreover, the 
charges against me rest solely on the statement 
of one man; and the only corroboration is what 
Mr. Welsb says that somebody else says that he 
remembers hearing said a year and a half ago. 

Ou the contrary, every word of my statement 
which follows next after the letters of Bishop 
Coxe, and every word of the evidence given by 
the Rev. Mr. Grafton and others who were pres- 
ent and knew the facts of their own knowledge, 
is given under the solemn sanction of an oath. 
The result is humbly left ia the hands of God, 
and to the judgment of all honest men.

The musical wo.ld here is now in full activity 
MR. THEODORE THOMAS 

and his unrivaled orchestra returned to Stein- 
way Hall on the Sth inst., and gave a public re 
hearsal of the compositions to be performed at 
the first sympbony concert of the season, Nov. 7. 
The works selected were the * Harold in Italy ” 
Symphony, by Hector Berlioz ; a Concerto in A 
minor for piano-forte with orchestra, by Grieg ; 
and the “ Eroica ’ Symphony, by Beethoven. 

The * Haroid” Symphony attracted great at- 
tention, being a representative work of the ro- 
mantic school, of which this great Frenchman 
was one of the abiest exponents. Berlioz herein 
selects the sombre tones of the viola—an in- 
strument par.icularly well suited to express pas- 
sages of a mourpfully-passionate character, which 
itiaveste with a profound melancholy—to indicate 
the objective presence and psychologic state o! 
“ Harold.” This iostrumentis employed dra- 
matically, abd contiasted with the other voices 
of the orchestra, also treated dramatically, to 
represent Byron's hero in certain circumstances 
and under certain influences, which have been 
expressly designed by the composer to illustrate 
the character from a musician's point of view; to 
present, as it were, another portrait of the poet's 
ideal, in which the expression of the features is 
varied in keeping with tne new incidents that 
are invented for the purpose. He is made tu 
witoess scenes of melancholy and happiness w 
the mountains; is brought into the midst of s 
grand sufrounding nature, into life and sup- 
shine, which form a wonderful contiast with th: 
state of mind and soul of the broken-hearted and 
blase Childe Harold. Then he listensto th: 
pilgrims as they sing their eveniug litanies, anc 
to the notes of their march as it dies away in the 
distance, mingling with the choral sirains 
of religions chants, tili the silence of night ic 
only occasionally broken by the midnight-bell. 
A seherzo of countrv-insiruments, droll and 
bumorous, next engages his attention.—and also 
a love-soug of a mountaineer of the Abruzzi. 
full of tenderness and beaitfelt emotian,—which 
are, however, only regarded by Harold with sad- 
ness or iudifference. At last the orgies of brig- 
ands aré beard, in the excitement of whose 
bacchanals he dies, with the words of scorn of 
mankind on his lips,—having previously heard 
reminiscences of the previous movementa, which 
aré intended to act upon the memory, and appea! 
to bis better nature, but to which he respond: 
only by useless sighs or vague expressions of « 
disordered intellect. 

As a realistic symphony the composition 
tanks very high, and Mr. Thomas bas. been 
praised for producing the woik with such 
extreme care that the music wa 
heard to the greatest possible advantage. 
However, it is thought that materialisms in Art, 
especially when speculated upon so largely as by 
Hector Beriioz, must tail to afford the highest 
gratification. The magnificent performances of 
Mr. Thomas’ ordébestra can alone make such 
music intelligible, and so far enjoyable. It is 
doubtful if the ideas themselves would bear to 
be reproduced on other instruments,—still les: 
be presented in outlive satisfactorily upon a 
piano-forte. Yet still this symphony is & work 
of high art, and is full of beauties which are ap- 
parent on the first opening of the score, as well a- 
valuable as an attempt to accomplish newartistic 
deeds, which, in common with the other aims of 
this distinguisbed composer, have done muc! 
for the modern school of music acd the develop- 
ment of the art in & poetical sense, ar muy b: 
proved by reference to the characterisuc worke 
of Raff, Lisat, and other living writers of sym- 
phonies. 

The Grieg concerto was found novel in style 
and bighly interesting as an early work hy the 
most promising creative artist to be found 
among the members of the sew Scandinavian 
school of music. Although bearing evidences 
of the influence of Scaumann and Chopin, it is, 
in — importan’ respects, nial origina). 
The svlio was played in a thoroughly artistic 
manver by Mr. Boscovitz, eutiely from 
memory, and received thé applause of a highly 
distinguished and appreciative audience. 

THE PHILHABMONIC SOCIETY 

will give the thiid public rebearsal of the firs: 
subscription conceft of the season, at the Acad- 
étmmy of Music, Nov. 13, on which occasion a aew 
Piano-Forte Concerto, by Raff, will be heard for 
the first time im America. This great composi- 
tion is full of devices which will be of great in- 
terest to the learned musician, for the subjects 
are treated in cavonic imitation and in fuga! 
styles, although they are uitra-modero 
gm character, and do not appear to be 
iavented with a view to such a scholas 
tic style of treatment. Miss Luckhait 
is engaged by the Society to perform the solo; 
and Mr. Thomas bas annouaoced bis intention of 
prodacing the work with the assistance of Mr. 
3. B. Mulls at his second concert. An Overture 
in © Mioor by Dietrich, entitled ‘* Normauen- 
zug,” will aiso be played by the Philharmonic 
oichestra for the first time this season. At sub- 
sequent concerts, the novelties promised are: 
Schubert's Sym, bony, op. 140, instrumented by 
Joachim; Spehr’s CU Minor Symphony, and 
Haydn's in the same key; Rubiostein’s “* Tri- 
ompbale” Overture, and Sir Sterndale Bennett's 
** Paradise and the Peri.” 

Mr. Theodore Thomas will attract all the 
music-lovers of the city, who enjoy bigh art, oy 
giving for the first tame, Bacn’s Suice in B Minor, 
and Raff’s Symphony (No. 6, op. 189, ia D Minor, 
recently composed to the motco, “‘ Geledt, 
gestrechi—Geliiien, gestriiten—Gestorben, um- 
worben”’), at the second and third concerts of 
the present series. 

MLLE. ILMA DE MURSKA 
nas been bere, Be es ber fe wang with 
bravura passages. brilliant runs, es, arpey- 
gios. and. other numerous embellishments, and 
displaying the extreme mobility of her voice and 
its highest notes,—all of which have been duly 
ackoowledged by enthusiastic plaudits. But the 
instrumentalists who have appea-ed at the mis- 
cellaneous covcerts here have been most wortby 
of special votice.

MLLE. EMMA ALBANI 
has been most enthusiastically welcomed back to 
her pave country by crowded houses on all oo- 
cations. She has already appeared in Bellini’s 
favorite opera, ‘‘ La Sonnambula,” in Donizetti's 
* Lucia di Lammermoor,” Verdi's ** Rigoletty,” 
and Thomas’ * Mignon,” and won goiden opin- 
ions. Her voice is of most lovely quality; it is 
large, full, strong, and pure, and produced with 
gceat ease and freedom. It extends upwards to 
at least high E fat, and the tones in this eievat- 
ed region retain their fresh aud delicious quality. 
Her execution is faultless, and gives evideace of 
a tborough musical training, which so few pub- 
lic singers have received. Her staccato runs 
are the envy of many aspiring vocalists, for they 
are very rapid and piquant. She has alzo ac- 
quired the aoility to sing chromatic scales with 
considerable velocity strictly legato, yet at the 
same time defining each note as ciearly as would 
a flautist or pianist. 
MLLE. HEILBLRON 

is a light soprano, whose powers are in many re- 
spects similar to those of Mile. Albani. Her 
voice is of very excellent quality, and is uni- 
formly good throughout its entire compass, and 
her execution is equally taultiers. She appears 
to enjoy makiog shakes on high B flat or C 
uatuial, and performing elaborate cadeuzas ex- 
actly as they are written in the composer's score, 
as if to say, ‘‘Would youlike anythiug else ;’’ 
[his is quite exceptional, for most singers 
prefer to execute bravura passages, which are, 
perhaps, more vrilliant im effect, tuough easier of 
atiaiument, or are better calculated to displ»y 
some spevial gift. Her acting is aiso extremely 
zood, aud gives evidence of a natura] grace aud 
refinemcont, as well as great in elligence and apt- 
itade, She exhibits considerable (actin situa- 
tions that absolutely requie extremely delicate 
treatment. Her Violelia in Verdi's ‘* La ‘l'ravia- 
a,” and Margarete in Gounod’s *‘ Faust,” 
were greatly admired; aod ieceatly she 
sha:ed the bonors of the house with Mile. Al- 
bani in ‘* Mignon,” ip which her excelleut sing- 
ing of the pol ‘Io son Titania,” caused 
“xreat enthusiasm. e imparted to the melody 
a peculiar rhythmic expression, which greatly 
enbauced the efiect of this pleasant, lively 
song.

bas @ strong, full voice, wo.ch she employs with 
great suovess.

MISS CARY 
reigns supreme as contralto. In ‘' Ii Trovatore” 
she porirayed with wonderful effect the Gypsy’s 
ferocious hatred, ber horrible, fiendish revenge. 
maddeving rage, and infuriate wrath, and a!so 
ui. terness of grief, at the execution of her motb- 
er, aud \ender love towards her adopied son, 
which, however, Was not stroug enoagh t» over- 
yume ber desire of re and save his life.

He may be com- 
pared with LTamberlik, whose high C be repro- 
duces with great sucoéss. The quality of bis 
tones is distinguished by richuess aud warinth o! 
éoloring; and he delivers the voice m such a 
lofty and dignified manuer that he is eminently 
titted to perform princely parte. His manly, 
clariou-toned voice is not degraded by vibra:o 
eifects, nor bis vocalization by meretricious dis- 
plays. For these reasons he will appear to great 
advantage ip Wagver’s ** Loheugrin,” for which 
work (alieady popular bere) we wait as patioutiy 
as We Can. 

SIGNOR TAGLIAPETRA 
has appeared but once in opera, on which occa- 
sion he took the part of the Count di Luna io 
couseqnence of the sudden indisposition of the 
established favorite, Signor Del Pueute. For 
sume unexplained reasun he did not perform 
iigoletio in the opera of that name, though it 
was + ag ehosen for his introduction at the 
Academy. e has a soponous baritove voice, of 
great power, and sings and acts most exceliently. 

Bignor Benfratelli possesses a tenor voice of 
mieat sweetness of tone; he acts extremely 
well, aod sings with considerable feeling anda 
good taste. 

The new opera by Marcbetti, founded on Vio- 
tor Hugo’s 

**RUY BLAS,” 

though prodoced with great care, and mounted 
in the most costly manover, has failed to draw 
large bouses. Though evidently designed to 
attract thoughtless pleasure-seekers by melodies 
of the most simple and commonplace kind, like 
those by Offenbach, though adapted to a text 
which 18 more pretentious and worthy of con- 
sideration, the music bas not been received cor- 
dially by these patroos of the opera, and there 
is no hope that it will receive attention from 
students or lovers of high art. It is a fair aver- 
age specimen of the conventional Italian orera, 
which is doomed to pass away for something 
higher and more eunobiing. 

Mr. Strakusch has nm omised to produce Wag- 
ner’s ‘ll Vascello Fantasma” and Gounoa's 
**Romeoe Giulietta.” in addition to the fol- 
lowing grand operas by Meyerbeer: ‘* Roberto,” 
‘Dinorah,” ‘Le Prophete,” *‘Gli Ugonotti,” 
and ‘* L’Etoile du Nord.”

TEACHERS OF HIGH-SCHOOL CLASSES. 


To the Editor of The Chicago. Tribune 

Sin: Certainly there was good ground, and 
just, for wishing to gathér the isolated High- 
School classes, so almost independent, so little 
responmbie, under suitable supervision ; but, 
since they will probably exist for the prebent as 
they are, would it not be well to ask why the 
teachers of these classes are not held moro ac- 
countable? It is but justice to our children to 
require that they should be. 

Being, for the most part, remote from the 
High School proper, vis.ts from the Principal 
aod Superintendent are rare and brief,—too brief 
to be ableto judge of the relations between 
teacher and scholar, the dégree of discipline, 
thoroughness of instruction, clearness of expla- 
nation, orif there are any 6xplanations of diffi- 


cult lessons at all. 

That scores of pupils leave the High School 
during the tiret year of their course, is a [act, 
well known aad frequently mentioned ; but that 
it excites no comment, no looking into the rea- 
son, is a matter of grave wonder. 

From the tenth grade of District Schools up- 
ward, if a large number of pupils leave any one 
room, there would seem to be something wrong 
soméwhere, and the matter would be thoroughly 
looked into; but that pupils who, after years 
of hard study, enter the High School with the 
evident intention of baking the whole courxe, 
drop out in such numbers during the first year, 
seems to be taken as a matter of course, and as 
rather a desirabie thing than otherwise, as it 
makes room for others to enter the ensuing 
year, and who will drop out likewise. 

Again, there should bea force somewhere to 
made it imperative for these teachers to realize 
tbat, woen the teachers of the District Schools 
have passed their charge into the High School, 
there their responsibility ceases, and that of 
the High-School ciase-teachers begiv. It is not 
toe fault of their former teachers if the echolars 
blunder, fail, or make wo progress in studies 
that are certainiy new and strange, and which it 
is now the auty of the High-School teachers to 
explaio, render interesting, and ivsure the prog- 
ress uf the student in; and it is to the credit or 
discredit of the latter teachers if the scholar does 
or does not improve. 

Now, this is just where the whole matter 
hinges ; and, until this matter is set right, the 
High-Schoo] classes will never be a success, 
This disposition to shirk the resposibility ; to 
throw the result of their own incapacity or re- 
missness on somebody else; to tauns tie poor 
pupil, already Lumiliated at a failure in recita- 
tion, with tne average upon which she entered, 
or the school from which she came,—must Le 
done away wirh. 

And here let it be stated, that it is a common 
thing for some of these teachers to hold up be- 
tore the whole class tae differeot schools from 
which the pupiis graduated, either ia praise or 
derisiun, according to the prog: ess or otherwise 
of the pupil,—a course which should be etrongly 
condempéd. 

If the first year’s course of study can be made 
easier, ana if the teachersof the High-Senool 
classes are held more stiict!y accountable for the 

rogress of tue pupils under their care, they wil! 

more painstaking in their work ; and there is 
every reason to believe that fewer scholars will 
drop out f10m sheer discouragement and bumili- 
ation, and fewer parents be disappointed in theu 
desire that their childieo shali finish the High-

Dresses---Their Manner of 
Construction.

Short Skirts for Walking-Suits 
in Great Favor. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 
New Yours, Nov. 11, 1874, 

Now that the middle of November has nearly 
reached the general outlines of winter, modes 
are reasonably distinct, and we need expect no 
radical changes,—ihough, for that matter, radi- 
cal changes in fasbiops are quite out of date. 
Such alterations as are to come will be in the 
diversif)ing and modifying of present models ; 
also, in those pumero.’s accessories of the toilette 
which bad a brief, and not always an animated, 
existence. There is one thing, however, which. 
in ope form or another, has been long-lived al- 
ready, and bids fair to pass into a second child- 
hood ; indeed, its latest variety is so very youth- 
ful, one might almost suppose it to have nearly 
atiained that period of ancient adolescence. I 
refer to the new 

FLORAL APRONS, 7 

which are being created for ball and full recep- 
tion dresses. Designed for girls and young 
married ladies, undoubtedly many women to 
whom the style is wholly unadapted will try to 
wear them. The form of these garoitures is a 
series of wreaths,—artificial, of course,—caught 
across the skirt of the dress in the shape of the 
usual round apron. These garlands are much 
heavier in the centre, where they cross the 
tablier, than pear the ends, where they are 
caught over the panier, under a large spray of 
flowers, with trailing vines falling over the train. 
The flowers and vines chosen for this kind of 
oOrpamentation eitber match or contrast with the 
color of the dieses, generally the lat 
ter, and are also selected with what 
is deemed the nicest care as regaids 
the age and appearance of the wearer. 
Such flowérs as white and blue violets, lilies-o1- 
the-valley, daisies, rosebuas, apple avd cherry 
olossoms, huustevia, and others, are considerea 
peculiarly girlish, avd are therefore denied to 
matrons. But to the latter are lef€ the beauti- 
fuily-tinted autumn leaves,—really more fasb- 
ionable than flowe.s,—vines of fruit and ber- 
ries, as well as all the larger and more highly- 
colored bioesoas. 

One of the prettiest of these floral over- 
dresses—to give form to sotnetbing that bar 
vone—is after this manner: ‘The drees is pale- 
blue faille, with gauze trimmings of the same 
color. The back-breadth—tbhe tiaiw us lovg—is 
laid in the pew double boy-plait, and the entire 
skirt is bordered by a knife-plaited flounce of 
the gauze, about 8 inches wide. Above this, ov 
tbe three front-breadtbs, slightly curving, apron 
sbape, are several knife-plaitings a finger wide, 
headed by plaited puilings the same width. Thi: 
trimaung, reaching pearly to the belt, and mak- 
ing the outline for the aproa of autumn-leaves, 
is formed of five gariands of rich brown leaves, — 
their tips sometiues toning into a deep, rich red. 
These copceutric wreaths are caught to narro. 
aod invisible bands of the gauze, and tastened 
eo deftiy as to give the impressiou of banging 
entirely free from the skirt, while they reall: 
follow exactly tbe line of the puffs. There is a 
geuze gash in the back, much bepuffed and be 
looped ; and Over this fal! irregular sprays of the 
leaves. The body of tne dress is cut of silk. 
with a round, Josephine-shaped neck,—out 
lined by leaves,—with a puffed jchemisett: 
of gauze. The eleeves are gauze, puffed tc 
the elbow, with deep friils below, and deckeo 
with sprays of leaves, To render these uusub- 
stantial garni:ures removable, they are occa 
sionally sewed to an — of net ace, the ex 
act tit of the gowp,—that it may be as neariy 
invisible as possible,—but the airy effect ir 
marred by this raethod. Questionabie as is th 
caste that permits. and even admires, so profuse 
employment of artificial flowers and leaves, stii! 
it must he conceded that very pretty results are 
acaieve. by these means; aud, good taste o: 
bad, the favoy in likely te be very popular before 
Easter comes again. 

The old-fashioned fabric known as 

TURK SATIN 

returns to usin rich French costumes. Com- 
mingled with velvet, itis even more elegant tha: 
a combination of silk, or ordinary satin and vei- 
vet. Its peculiar surface produces a certai: 
cuangeableness in color, which blends admirab!\ 
with the deépeuing and brightening of shade i: 
velvet. One of the suits of this sort, appearin; 
in aredent imported trousseau, is like this: Th: 
color is mafoon,—the velvet and satin actua!! 

matchiog, though the former appears darke: 
than the latter. The costume is designed fo: 
dinner or aftervoon-receptions. The skirt— 
demi-trained—is untrimmed in the back, but ar 

ranged with the favorite double box-plaic. 
Across the front and sides, a wide, deevly- 
shirred flonnce of velvet, faced on each edge 
vith satin, is curved from the toe up till it end: 
near the plait in the ~ back. be aprov. 
which is deep enough to nearly meet th: 
flounce, has in the centre a finger-wide perpen- 
oicular band of velvet, and asimular band at each 
of the gored seams on either side the middie. 
Between these bands, the satin which forms th« 
apfon is shirred on the edges so as to form a 
wide and rather full puff,—ithe littie ruffle made 
by the shirring onthe edge of the satin being 
sewed so asto lap over tne edge of the banda. 
The part of the apron back of the side-bands is 
shirred on to them in a similar manner. Where 
the apron meets in the back, the ends are sbir- 
red three times about a finger from the edge; 
the ruffie thus formed is iined with velvet, and, 
being very full, naturally folds back and forth in 
shell-form. The apron is bordered bv very 
beavy tassel-fringe of the same tipt as the dress. 
A cuiraes of velvet piped with satin is the upper 
garment ; it has puffed siceves of satin, shirred 
between the pufis, anda narrow flaring collar 
and cuffs of veivet, corded with satin.

to appear in an evéving-dress of woolen stuff. 
So strong is the prejudice against using any bui 
silken and like fabrics for full toilette, that many 
beautiiul goods are completely exiled. All the 
fine, soft French and India casbmeres, mohairs, 
alpacas in white and the pale shades, so much 
more appropriate for evening than for any other 
dress, have been for years mercilessly ignored. 
Thus we have been deprived of much variety 
and some economy in the matter of full dress. 
Economy, indeed, has been ove of the 
cmef gstambling-blocks in the way of 
“woolen. Those who can set fashions can obtain 
80 endless variety without woolen, that, to them, 
its use has been wholly indifferent, while they 
who follow fashions,—sometimes a good way 
off,—and to whom the economy would have 
been something, have been afraid to wear woolen 
for fear the farhion-setters should suspect them 
—hornd thought !—of trying to save. Why the 
majority of human béings sould seem to prefer 
to be considered ependtorifts rather than econo- 
mists, is a mystery. Itis notso true, perhaps, 
of Enropeave as of Americans, who apparentiy 
foster their inherited tendency to despise monev. 
The average American resents being thought 
close, or even thrifty, in regard to dollars and 
cents, as if it were a crime. The feelingis inboro 
ip both sexes, having different outlets in each, 
And it is mainly this dread of being regarded as 
ecopomical that prevents many women from 
employing lovely worsted fabries for full toilette. 
In Paris, this year, many fasbiovable women are 
wearing India cashmere for evening-dresses, and 
we are likely to follow suit to some extent be- 
fore the winter shall be gone. Combined with 
silk and velvet,—the combuination-fever is still 
virulent,—casbmere produces much the sane 
efiect as crepe de Chine, and is markedly 
cheaper. Its softness makes it especially drap- 
able; therefore, for aprons, saebes, ete., it wi!! 
bea great gain. While the white India cash- 
mere is likely to lead the material into vogue, 
pale shades of grey, rl, lavender, blue, rose, 
and buff, will enter lists upon its introduc- 
vion. Hereis a model of one of these cos- 
tumes: 


A BALL DRESS. 

The color is pale-ash-gray,—the silk of the 
darker. The cashmere of the lighter shade;

in the back. The rest of the skirt is covered by 
bunches of trimming. curving apron-shape, and 
ending under the outside plaits in the back. The 
bunches consist of a knife-plaiting of silk,—six 
inches wide,—then one of cashmere; the two 
headed by a wide, rose-plaited, fringed ruche of 
the two materials, through the centre of which 
is caught a wreath of Cardinai-red roses, buds,

loose land of roses is canght on tne 
right hip, and falls Iiightly across to the 
left side, near the bottom. The waist, of cash- 
mere, is a half-bodice in {ront, low aod rouud in 
the neck; while, behind, the side-pieces of the 
back are continued till they form long sash- 
ends, lovped with garlands of roses. A full, 
double ruche, with a rose-wreath, finishes the 
neck; and the sleeves, which are two deep frills 
of silk and cashmere. are caught ap on the out- 
with sprays of roses. 
ODDS AND ENDS. 

Round sbort skirts for walking-suits are meet- 

ing unex favor, and mcdistes predict that, 
before the spring, they will be cut of a really 
convenient length. At present, they just clear 
the ground. 
_ Black gloves for biack costumes are again 
in order. But, where they are not worn as 
mourning, they must be stitched and bound with 
the color worn with the costume. 

Bonnets with soft cap crowns and shirred 
ed promise to be more fashionable for opera 
and theatre hats than those in which the mate- 
rial is carried plainly over the frame. ‘These 
hats will generally be made of very pale shades, 
and, where any contrast is introduced, it will be 
iu white instead of other shades. 

Aprons, made like the floral aprons described 
above, are constructed of five rows of jet fringe 
sewed on bands of jet galloon. These, having 
more substance than the leaves and flowers, can 
be so securely fastened at the ends as to be easi- 
ly changed from gown to gown. ##FURBELOw.

It seems as 
though everybody wanted to buy on the streets 
named, and owners who were willing to sell have 
hardly known what extravagant price to ask; 
they have been advancing their demands almost 
every day, too,and buyers have been verdant 
enough to allow them to do so. We need pot 
say that no ove will, in the end, be benelited by 
inflation. . .. > 
“They think that money is very cheap at 
Chicago since fhe rate of interest was reduced 
to 9 per cent; here the rate is but 8 per cent on 
large and 9 per cent on small loans. Buildings 
can now be erected in Chicago at a reduction of 
33 per cent from the rates charged a year ago.

SaTurpay Evenine, Nov. 14, 

The week closed satisfactorily with the banks 
to-day. The general demand for money was 
good. It comes from all directions and is not 
due to the operations of the packers, nor to any 
other single source. The merchants are sup- 
plied by their customers with a fair amount of 
commercial paper which the banks take readily 
at market rates. 

The orders from the country for currency to 
move the hog product continue heavy, though 
the usual Saturday slackness was apparent to- 
day. The movement next week will probably be 
very large. 

This movement of currency is steadily de- 
pressing the price of New York exchange. The 
rate to-day was 75c to 50c discount between 
banks for $1,000, and even at the lower figure 
sales were difficult to make. If the demand for 
currency reaches its anticipated proportions, 
currency will be shipped hither from New York 
next week. 

Rates of discount at the banks remain 10 per 
cent to customers who borrow all the year round ; 
to other good borrowers, concessions of 2 or 3 

er cent are readily made on good security. 
Street rates are 8@18 per cent; real-estate loans 
are 9@10 per cent. 

The clearings for the day are $4,600,000, over 
$1,000,000 of which went into the Clearing-House 
from the First National, from business done at 
the Stock-Yards.

A petition to lengthen the time of trading on 
‘Change was circulated to-day, and received a few 
signatures. Another petition, to let the hours 
remain as they now are during the winter, was 
numerously signed. The present hours are 10 
to 30n Saturdays, and 10 to 4 on other days. 

The Chicago produce markets were generally 
stronger to-day, undera very good demand in 
most departments, which was born of more en- 
couraging advices to holders, the dispatches 
from other points being strong. The weather 
was raw, and threatened snow, which, while it 
favored packing, did not augur well for a long 
continuance of the season of navigation, The 
advance in the rate of marine insurance next 
week tended to increase the shipping movement 
to-day, but failed to make it active as it usually 
is at this time of the year. 

There were no important changes in the dry- 
goods market. A fair number of orders were 
placed by local retailers,—wno have recently 
been doing « satisfactory business,—and sales to 
country merchants to a respectable aggregate 
were also accomplished at about steady prices. 
The grocery market was quiet, with no apprecia- 
ble change in values. Orders are still mostly for 
small amounts, buyers manifesting little inclina- 
tion to order largely in advance of current re- 
quirements. Sugars are steady at the late 
decline. Sirups, molasses, spices, rice, 
and coffees are working easy. In 
the dried fruit market the situation 
was unchanged. At the moment, all imported 
fruits show decided firmness, and most lines of 
domestics are also held well up to the quotation, 
but the tendency in the latter is to decline. 
Fish are in light request at generally steady 
rates, mackerel alone being unsettied. The 
canned goods trade displays no animation. Buy- 
ers are only ordering as necessity compels, not- 
withstanding the extreme low prices now ruling. 
Coal and wood were in fair demand at firm rates. 
The bagging, leather, and oil markets were un- 
changed. Tobacco continues strong. 

Lumber was moderately active at recent prices’ 
The offerings of cargoes were light, and the 
wholesale market was cleared before noon. 
Business at the yards is falling off a little. There 
is a good deal of trading between dealers, many 
of whom are working to get their stocks in 
order for the winter. Some _ grades of 
lumber are very scarce. Nails, metals, and 
iron were in moderate demand. Hops and wool 
remain quiet, but are firmly held at previous 
quotations. There was more inquiry for clover 
and timothy seed, and both were firm, under 
very light offerings. The receipts of potatoes 
were larger, bui choice lote were steady. Poul- 
try and game were in moderate request. 

Highwines were more active, and advanced 2c 
per gallon, following .the lead of New York yes- 
terday. There were two or three buyers early, 
avd vo offerings at any price, holders quoting 
the article scarce. Later buyers offereda sub- 
stantial advance, and this brought out offerings. 
Sales were reported of 350 bris at 99c per gallon, 
which was 6c below New York. 

Lake freights were more active, and nominal- 
ly a shade firmer; but as most of the charters 
were made on private terms it is not possible to 
auote closely,—about 4c for corn to Buffalo and 
7\¢c for do to Oswego. A total of 11. charters 
was reported, which will carry out 125,000 bu 
wheat, 100,000 bu corn, and 5,000 bu rye; besides 
one vessel taken to carry wheat from Milwaukee. 

Provisions were rather less active, but stronger 
all round, under a smaller supply of hogs, and a 
better demand for product, which was brought 
out by the weakness of Friday. The market was 
very strong early, with little offered, but towards 
uoon & prominent packer offered to sell a few 
lots, which fact was construed into an effort by 
the **‘ one-man-power ” to bear the market, and 
a little less confidence all round was the result. 
There is, however, no doubt that most of the 
packers would prefer to enter on the season with 
comparatively low prices for product, because 
that means cheap hogs, on the produces of which 
they may hope to realize a good profit later in 
the season. The shortness of stocks has in- 
duced such a speculative demand for pork and 
lard as to run the market up to a point where 
product is dear, even at a quota- 
tions for hogs, and it is no wonder that packers 
should be anxious to sell for future, before the 
premium is diminished. There was a good deal 
of anxiety to-day about the hog-supplv. Prices 
are high, but they fail to bring out the hogs in 
sufticient numbers to keep the packers at work. 
We have facilities for disposing of 38,000 to 40,- 
000 per day, which, with shipments East, would 
make away with at least 43,000 daily, while yes- 
terday we received only two-thirds, and to-day 
barely six-tentns, of that number. Neither is 
the quality all that could be desired, though a 
few good lard hogs are now coming in. The 
yield of pork and lard promises to be relatively 
small. To-day mess pork was about 25c higher 
on options ; lard 15@20c per 100 Ibs higher; and 
meats fully 4c per ib bigher, some descriptions 
being held ic above yesterday's figures.

HOGS—The receipts for the week have been 170, 
against 114,016 last week, and 123,054 for the corre- 
sponding week last year. For the four weeks ending 
to-day, our receipts have been 461,810, or 57,000 more 
than during the same period last year. Although the 
supply of hogs has been larger than for a like period 
in any previous season, ‘he offerings were at no time 
oppressive, about everything absorbed upon the 
day of arrival and ata su advance over last 
week’s quotations. Prices moved up 30@50c early in 
the week, and the advance has been maintained to the 
close. Although the daily arrivals were not materially 
in excess of the legitimate requirements of local pack- 
ers, it is not probable that sellers would have 
been able to work up prices to any apprecia- 
ble extent but for the active presence of shippers. 
In past years the opening of the packing season has 
witnessed a very decided curtailment of operations on 
the part of Eastern buyers, and their absence has been 
taken advantage of, to the serious detriment of sellers.

This boy of only 12 years of age gives evi- 
dence of a knowledge cf the arts and tricks in 


| criminal ways belonging to those of twice his 


age. Sad and forbidding as it seems to most 
persons, it will be an act of mercy to place 
that boy where he will be under enforced 
though kindj restraint, educated, and taught 
some usefu! trade.

THE PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY. 

Miss Frances E. Willard lectured last evening 
before the Philosophical Society, corner of State 
and Washington streets, The lecturer's subject 
was ‘“‘The New Chivalry.”

Sbe had no other 
penacea for woman's ills than a higher Christian 
education, and the closer following of | the 
teachings of Christ, whom she claimed to be at 
the head of the ** New Chivalry.” In her bigber 
education, however, she would have woman 
maintain her womanlv character, and gain witb- 
out losing. She believed the day was coming 
when fireside conversations would be of a 
higher type, and when religion, affection, and 
intellectual sympathy would transform many un- 
happy homes into littie paradises. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, the speaker 
was highly complimented, aud ber ideas were 
fully discussed. 

DR. BEN C. MILLER. 

At Wednesday's session of the American Pub- 
lic Health Association, 1 Philadelphia— 
Benjamin C. Milier, M, D., Sanitary Superintendent of 
Cuicago, LiL, read a paper upon the “* Methous of 
Treatment of Gases from Reudering-Tanks and ‘ue 
Disposition of Tank Offal.” This paper was a report 
upon some of the processes in vogue in Chicago more 
particuiarly, but which are also observed to some 
extent in New York and other large cities. Dr. 
Miller said that one of the most important 
questions to residents of large cities was, how 
to care for animais, kill them, and care for the 
products of the silaughter-houses, These = are 
grave questions not only concerning the health 
of the community, but the conifort of individuals, 
Up to 1865 nothing had been done toward the 
care of gases generated from rendering-tanks, although 
as many a8 4,337,750 hogs had been killed in Chicago 
in one year. For some time it was customary to con- 
vey the refuse from siaughter-louses several miles 
out into the lake and throw it overboard, while in the 
winter it was-buried on the prairies. When the su:m- 


mer suns came, the animalcul# became developed, and 
| it was exceedingly disagreeable, The first method 
| used toward disposing of this offal was a regulation of 
' the Board of Heaith compelling the use of tanks, from 
which the steam ran through a coilof pipes into a con 
denser, 2nd thence, with a portion of the gasee, into 
the street sewer. This was somewhat of au inuprove- 
| ment, but not quite satisfactory, since the gases es- 
| caped throngh the man-holes into the streeta. In 
Other siaugbier-houses the gases and steam were 
passed from the kettles into the chimneys, and thence 
into the atmosphere. The attempt was then made to 
reduce the offal into a fertilizing product, but the 
' stench emitted from the works caused the Board 
of Heaith to indict them as a wmuisance, Other 
machines were invented and used for the purpose 
' of reducing the offal to a fertilizer, and so much suc- 
ceas has been foundin some of these that a wet bis p- 
ket may even be placed over the smoke-stack and re 
tain no stench whatever. These dryers are con- 
structed upon the hot-air principle, and are in use at 
the abaitoirs near Jersey City. From the success 
which has been met with in using these machines, the 
| people of Chicago feel assured that the work can be 
done without giving the least offense, and without los- 
ing any portion of the material, which is very valua- 
ble. After the Bvard of Health compelled the use of 
closed tanks and the use of condensers, many experi- 
ments were made looking toward the destroying the 
tank gasea, Ove of these was found which carbonizes 
the gases and destroys them. After the steam is cun- 
densed, the gases are carried by a pipe to an iron tank 
50 feet from the building, where they pass through 
gasoline and other hydrocarbon oils, These gases can 
ve burned in the open air without giving the least of- 
fense, and, when pizced in connection with a gaso- 
meter, can be used for the purpose of lighting the 
packing or slaughter house,

Another Increase in the Price 
of This Luxury. 


Stock on“Hand as Compared with 
Last Year.

Just at this time the subject of coal is one of 
peculiar interest, not alone from the fact that 
we are upon the verge of wiuter, but for the 
reason that an advance of 50 cents per ton on 
anthracite was yesterday decided upon by the 
leading coal-dealers of Chicago, the new rate 
to go into effect to-morrow. ‘Yhis advance in 
price will take nobody by surprise, for such a 
movement has been almost invariably made at 
this season of the year; but the episode fur- 
nishes occasion for some general observations 
and inquiries, as well as for the statement of 
facta in connection with the subject of coal not 
commouly understood. 

THE ANTHRACITE COAL TRADE, 
which will chiefly form the subject of this arti- 
cle, presents some curious features for study. 
The sual laws of supply and demand gfe not 
allowed to obtain, but are displaced by g# forced 
and arbitrary scale of prices, aud a sy tem of 
monthly advance in prices has been carri out, 
apparently wiih great success ; 80 that we have 
hed the spectacle of a steady rise in the arti- 
cle of coal, while almost every other com- 
modity has been dull and drooping. It 
is certain that the corporations have made heavy 
profits under this arrangement, but it has been 
at a sacrifice of a large amount of business, and 
it is questionable whether the strain has not 
_ been too great. There are symptoms that this 
great combination, representing over $300,000, - 
000, is falling to pieces of its own weight, but 
the certainty of great loss in case of a free 
figat, which is likely to take place when these 
combinations dissolve, will probably deter the 
members from “breaking upina row.” incase the 
combination continues, it is thought probable that 
the bands will be made stronger, and a closer 
union will be agreed upon. At present there are 
ove or two large and poweriul corporations 
which are not members of the ring, but are tak- 
ing advantage of it to get large prices, keeping 
just low enough to largely increase their busi- 
ness. Should these corporations come into the 
ring, the public will be at their mercy. If they 
deal fairly, no fault can be found, but there is 
danger of greater greed than honesty among 
them. The present 
METHOD OF CONDUCTING THE BUSINESS 

of the great coal monopoly is said to be very 
simple, and may be briefly described thus: A 
«Committee of Six,” as they are styled, meet 
monthly in New York City. A basket of cham- 
pagne and a box of cigars are brought in; each 
mewber accuses the other of cutting down 
prices ; then all are pronounced innocent of that 
crime; some good stories are told, and broad 
jokes cracked; and then they telegraph their 
agents to advance prices 15 centa, and stop run- 
ing a week,—and the Imperial Six adjourn. 
Such a monopoly and contro! of the great staple 

roduct, which 1s to the world of industry what 
be sun is to the natural world, the great 
source of light and heat, would not be 
possible but for the fact that the 
grand total of 20,000,000 tons of anthracite or 
hard coal mined anaually and sent to market, all

THE GREAT OBJECTIVE POINT

duction was about 20,000,000 tons, and Chi- | 


cago took 538,837 tons. Previous to 1570), 
in the coal statisiics of the city, 
anthracite and bituminous were given together, 
but since the figures have been compiled sepa- 
rately the receipts have boen found to be as fol- 
fows: 1870, 340.730 tons; 1571, amount not 
given; 1872, 495,765 tons ; 1873, 538,837 tons ; 
1874, up to Nov. 14, 350,920 tons. A great fali- 
ing off will be noticed iu 1874. This is explained 
chiefiy by the éxtremely muid winter, which left 
a surplus of apdout 100,000 tons to be carried 
over to 1874. 
THE TRADE IN CHICAGO 
seems to be, conducted by two parties, viz.: 
those wo receive coal from the producers on 
commission, or joint account, or as agents, and 
those who purchase by cargo. Itis ciaimed by 
the latter that the former keep prices at a starva- 
tion point, in the hope that the cargo buyers will 
leave the field,—an assertion not without foun- 
dation, in view of the fact that, previous to yes- 
terday’s advance, coal was selling here by the 
tingle ton at a lower price than by the cargo. 
WHAT IS DONE WITH IT. 
It will readily occur to the reader that a ton 
of hard coal to each man, woman, and child in 
Chicago is a rather liberal allowance. Of the 
half-million tons of anthracite received in 
this market, a very large proportion ie sent west 
by rail, no small quantity finding its way far out 
on the Union Pacific Railroad, where it becomes 
a luxury instead of a necessity, revailing as high 
as $25 per ton at some of these distant points. 
The consumption in this city is mainly by the 
wealthy and middle classes, the poorer people 
purchasing the cheaper soft coals. It is a 
curious fact that many people in poor 
circumstances burn wood because thev 
‘‘cannot afford anthracite,” whereas, if they 
but knew it, the latter is 00 per cent cheaper, 
it being estimated that a ton of bard coal will 
afford as much beat as two cords of wood. The 
anthracite trrde in Chicago has undergone much 
change in the past few years. It was formerly a 
monopoly, all the coal coming to one dealer, 
who doled out to the others as much as he 
thought they ought to have ; but with$the open- 
ing of new avenues to the anthracite fields, tbat 
sort of monopoly ceased. In the year 1820 but 
$65 tons of anthracite were mined in the United 
‘States; in 1875, 20,000,000 tons were sent to 
maa ket, 
THE ADVANCE IN PRICE 
voted yesterday at a meeting of the Chicago 
Coal Exchange, is claimed to have been neces- 
sitated by the advance in freights, and also in 
the price of coal in Buffalo. The summer rate 
was $8.50 for three sizes, and $9 for range coal. 
On the 3d of August an advance of 25 cents per 
ton was voted, and on the 3lset of that month 25 
cents more were puton. The increase agreed 
upon yeaterday makes in all an advavce of $1 
per ton over the lowest summer rate, the price 
on and after to-morrow to be $9.50 for three 
 gizes, and $10 for range. 
ae THE “SMALL DEALERS”

Reporter—I understand the Coal Exchange 


has voted an increase of 50 cents per ton on 
avthracite.

Maj. Kirkland—It was necessi**$ed by the ad- 
vance in freights, which have come up to $1.25 

ton within the past few days. There has 

loon during the year a total advance of $1.45 in 
freights and the price of coal, while thore has 
been an advance of but $l1in Chicago through 
the season. 

R.—Do you anticipate any further advance ? 

Maj. K.—Not for some time to come, if ai all. 
I lvok for a steady market this winter, with 
prices at about the present rate, and no greater 
increase than enough to cover interest on the 
stock to be carried through. 


R.—How do the stocks of anthracite compare 


with those on band last year ? 

Maj. K.—The total amount now on hand is 
smaller, while the receipts fall far short of those 
of 1873. Coal dealers carried over 100,v00 tons that 
remained unsoid,—load enough to make them 
alla littie shaky, though they ail got through 
with it. The mild winter, and the effect of the 
panic in closing up the manufactories, accounted 
fur the beavy overpius. Adding the 100,000 tons 
to the 350,900 received so far, with the 15,000 
tons now on the way, or yet to come before 
navigation closes, and we sball have what I con- 
sidcr an ample stock to carry us through the 
winter, 

MINER T. AMES, 
senior member of the firm of Miner T. Ames & 
Co., who handle both anthracite ana bituminous 
coal in large quantities, contributed some inter- 
esting statements. To the reporter’s inquiry as 
to the cause of the advance in anthracite, Mr. 
Ames replied: 

** jc is because stocks aremuch smaller than 
they were a yearago this time, Lake freights 
have advanced, and so has the price of coai in 
Buffalo. We shall, before the close of naviga- 
tion, receive about 5,000 tons at an advance of 
$l over the past month. ‘Tbe rate for coal in 
Buffalo has advanced from 10 to 15 cents per 
month all through the summer.” 

Reporter—Is there not an abundance of coal 
to carry us through the winter in Chicago ? 

Mr. A.—No; not an abundance, The yards 
don’t show it. The stock is 100,000 tons less 
than last year at this time, and if weshon!d have 
extreme cold weather it would be seen that the 
supply was short. The sales of our firm from 
January to November of this year have been 60 
per cent greater than they were during the cor- 
responding period last vear. Dealers have been 
trying to buy of each other during the past vear. 
I sold a large amount to a man for 50 cents a ton 
leas than | think I could have gotif 1 had stuck 
out. 

ht.—Do you anticipate any further increase in 
the price of anthracite ? 

Mr. A.—I can’t tell how that will be. The 
consumption is certain to be greater than last 
year. Wecan’t expect another such a winter. 
in an extreme cold day 1,000 tons will be burned 
in Chicago; in a mild day, not one-half that 
quantity. Besides, we are selling more to coun- 
try dealers than ever before. People in country 
towns are rapidly increasing their cousumption 
of anthracite. 

R.—Will soft coal be likely to undergo an ad- 
vance proportionate to that of anthracite ? 

Mr. A.—No; | think not. I wish it would, 
but it won't. There’s too much of it on hand. 
Soft coal was never so cheap asnow. It is a far 
more economical fuel than hard coal The latter 
is a luxury, and an expensive one. We deal in 
both kinds, and I have no hesitation in saying 
that the use of bard coal for domestic purposes 
is an extravagance which people in moderate cir- 
cumstances ought not to indulge in so exten- 
sively as they do. 

R.—What is the relative expense of burning 
hard and soft coal in a family. 

Mr. A.—A ton of Walnut Hill (soft) coal will fur- 
nish almost as much heat as a ton of Lackawana 
(anthracite). You may put it this way: $6.50 
worth, or one ton, of Wainut Hill coal will give 
as-much heat as $9 worth of anthracite. The 
difference is still greater in the case of Minonk 


| coal, which is not more than half as ex) ensive, 


for the same amount of heat, as anthracite. 

R.—it seems that the Coal Exchange has not 
yet succeeded in wiping out the small dealers. 

Mr. A.—No. That is another luxury that the 

nblic pay dearly for, if it can be called a luxury. 

t amounts to a downright folly. I wonuid 
be glad to sell to consumers for $6.50 
fust-class soft coal that they pay 
their corner dealers $7.50 for, and have 
tried it, advertising my rates. But the small 
dealers tell their customers not to buy of me; 
toat I will give them a poorer quality of coal; 
A great saving 
could be effected if the eonsumer would dispense 
with the small dealer’s profit. These fellows take 
out 200 or 300 pounds from a ton whenever they 
can do it safely, and don’t deny it in taiking 
among themselves, though they make from $1.50 
to $2 per ton on all the soft coal they buy of us. 
The people have this matter in their own hands, 
and can easily save 15 to 20 per cent on their 
bituminous coal. 

A. J. HOOLE, 

of the firm of E. L. Hedztrom & Co., expressed 
himself as follows on the subject of small deal- 
ers : 
Formerly there was a large ciass of little deal- 
ers, a8 they are termed,who, without any capital, 
and frequently with no place of business, man- 
aged to exist by soliciting orders and obtaining 
a commission from the regular dealers. The 
latter, who have excellent means of kpowing, 
assert t.at these little dealers were frequent!y in 
the habit of purchasing 900 or 1,800 pounds and 
of selling the same for a half-ton orton. It was 
found that these people absorbed all the pro‘its, 
and this year the heavy dealers arose in their 
might and pitched the little ones overboard. A 


Coal Exchange was formed in which it was re- |

soived that no member should sell to little deal- 
ers at anything less than retail prices. ihe reso- 
tion has been kept by all the regular dealers 
here with one or two exceptions, These excep- 
tions, however, have sufficient to keep the little 
ones afloat to some extent, but it is probable 
they will soon give up. No one should regret 
it, a8 they are a perfectly useless element. 
THE VIEWS OF OTHER DEALERS 

belonging to the Coal Exchange did not differ 
materially from those given above, 


reiounerative, and point to the fact that none of 
the Chicago coal-dealers have become miilion- 
aires. Mort of the houses who were raied com- 
mercially strong, either have Eastern capital em- 
barked with them, or are engaged in other lines 
of business which pay better. All say they lost 
heavily last year by reason of the mild winter, 
leaving them with large stocks on hand, which 
they had calculated on selling at winter prices. 
This has operated to deter heavy purchases, so 
that few ha;e laid in heavy stocks, and mapy are 
of the opinion that, if we bave an ordinary win- 
ter, the stocks here will soon be exhausted, and 
prices will necessarily go high. 

The stocks here now are mostly in the hands 
of the members of the Coal Exchange, and they 
manifest a disposition to obtam remunerative 
prices, or carry their stocks into another year.

PEDESTRIANISM. 
O'LEARY Y8. TIME. 

Daniel O'Leary yesterday attempted to walk a 
distance of 50 miles in eight hours and forty-five 
tninutes for a wager made with A. H. Libby, a 
local sportaman. The conditions of the match 
were that if O’Leary accomplished the task he 
was to receive $100 from Mr. Libby, and if he 
lost he forfeited a similar amount, the winner to 
defray all expenses. 

O’ Leary is about 26 years of age, of prepos- 
sessing countenance, and built for an athiete. 
He stands 5 feet 94¢ inches, and his carriage is 
erect. His extrordinary powers of endurance 
and speedi n walking were developed m that pre- 
carious manner of living—book-eelling—which 
circumstances obliged him to adopt. Early and 
late he toiled at his calling, and his fare meantime 
was not, as may be supposed, luxurious. Try- 
ing .o eke out an existence,he bravely continued 
his rounds of the city every day, and thus he ac- 
quired that strength of muscle and long-winded- 
ness,—necessary qualities ina pedestrian. His 
style of walking is the purest; there is no de- 
ceit in it, heel and toe, straight on. He steps a 
little more than the military pace, and with such 
reguiarity and elasticity that his movements, 
though quick, seem smoo‘h. In that he differs 
from Weston, the Eastern walkist, whose gait is 
inost uneven, sometimes degenerating to the

for the start, but it was not effected until 2:30 


. m. 

Mr. W. B. Curtis,a well-known sportsman, 
whose connection with athletic games bas ever 
been marked with distinction and fairness, acted 
as time-keeper, and aiso satisfied bimself that 
the course was properly measured. The attend- 
ance was not large at the outset, but toward 
evening admurers and conjecturers flocked in 
until at one time the spectators numbered close 
on 500. 

O’ Leary failed of his task, but not to his dis- 
honor, for there is nos on record better time for 
the distance covered than he made. And he 
should be as the “inventive god who never fails 
his part,” did he succeed, for po man ever un- 
dertook so heavy a task under such disadvanta- 
geous circumstances. In the first pl the cir- 
cuit of the rink is short, which obliged him to 
make 131-5 rounds to complete a mile, or 
660 rounds to finish ; secondly, the flooring was 
bad, and out of joint at places; thirdly, the hall 
was cold, cheerless, damp, and altogether so dis- 
heartening that one should possess a ‘* heart of 
oak” to successfully withstand its depressing 
intluences ; fourthly, the light—it is mockery to 
s0 name it—was just such as an odd penny 
candie, sprouting from the neck of a pop- 
bottle, and placed at wide intervals, afforded ; 
and gee J the track was not kept clear, and 
every scalawag who thought he couid “‘ do some 
walkin’” trotted on the course, to the annoy- 
ance of O’ Leary. 

The start was made at 2:30 and the finish at 
11:15 p. m., he having then traveled 48 miles and 
about one-quarter of a mile, or 638 circuits of 
the Rink. His best mile was the eleventh, which 
he walked in 9 minutes and 12 seconds. On the 
thirty- fifth mile he was 10 minutes and 20 seconds 
behind. [t was known then that fatigued as he was, 
he could not make up for the lost time, yet he kept 
on boidly and bravely. On the 42d mile he put 
in a killing spurt and kept it up, amid cheers 
from the srectators, for four circuits. After- 
ward he seemed much distressed. When he 
ended the 45th milc h» had only 37 minutes and 
41 seconds to finish. He knew it was hopeless, 
yet pluciily he continued until Mr. Curtis calied 
time at the expiration of the 8 hours and 45 
minutes. O’Leary then approached the 
time-keeper, surrounded by a great 
many friends. He expressed a disinclination to 
finish the distance, and said: ‘Gentlemen, I 
have done all I could.” That statement, which ap- 
pearances would warrant one to believe, dissi- 
pates the insinuation that he did not want to 
win. Mr. Libby then called for three cheers for 
O'Leary, and his call was responded to with 
vigor. Hethen said: “ Gentlemen, Mr. O'Leary 
has accomplished a feat which has never 
heretofore been approached nearer than 
an hour. {n consideration of his performance, 
I will band over to him the entrance moneys, 
which amount to about $130.” This little speech 
received its merited applause, and all then sep- 


arated. —

GOETHE. 


Translated from the Revue dea Deum Mondes for The 
Chicago Tribune, 

The new book of M. Mezieres, “The Last 
Years of Goethe,” terminates an interesting 
study. The first part, though published shortly 
after the War, was, nevertheless, read with at- 
tentive interest by those who believe a writer of 
genius belongs not only to a nation, but to hu- 
manity. This book is not simply a biography; 
the title-page bears the announcement, “ His 
Works Explained by His Life;” and we are 
given rather an ethical and literary criticism 
than a memoir. 

This method was, m acertain sense, indicated 
to the author by Goethe himself, who wrote in 
one of his books, ‘* My works are but the frag- 
mente of a great confession.” Yet this confes- 
sion, although real, is enveloped in fiction, more 
or less transparent; and it is difficult to recog- 
nize it im the poetic fantasies which embody it. 
Goethe did not, ikke Lamartine, content himself 
with idealizing an episode of his life: the Ger- 
man poet proceeded in a more complicated man- 
ner,—with a wiser method. He gathered from 
his memory, here areal incident, there a true 
feeling; brought them together, and trans- 
formed them by his art till, as he himself said to 
Eckermann, *‘ This romance contains not a line 
but is a memory from my life, yet no line is an 
exact reproduction.” 

This life, then, is not ctearly set forth in the 
fiction ; it is scattered there, or, rather, it 
meanders and flows in vague lines in that crys 
talline poetry, like the colors in an agate. To 
distinguish these various elements, blended in a 
confusion so skillful, is a very delicate enter- 
prise, and one well calculated to engage a keen 
and subtie mind. M. Mezieres brings to this 
study a great admiration for Goetne, joined to 
clear critical powers, and that perfect moderation 
without which such biographical researches are 


only unreliable hypotheses. 
Highly finished as the works of Goethe are, 


it is his life far more than any book which is the 
master-piece of his art; for it is indeed himself 
who made that what it was. He arranged it ac- 
cording to his own liking as much as it is pos- 
sible for a mortai todo. It was not only his am- 


bition, but, se to speak, his supreme coquetry. 
It pleased him to appear to choose himself the 
threads which should form the woof of his moral 
existence. Noman ever watched more closely 
his own soul, less to purify than to aggrandize 
it; his very gift of genius he acce not as & 
gratuity, but as a favor which be wished to 
deserve. In his youth, by imstinct,—later, 
with voluntary poe,—he cherished and 
fed thas sacr flame : a constant 
worship which cost him nothing, since he 
rendered it to himself, and was, at the same 
time, the priest and God. He worked freely, 
doubtiess, at bis ease, according to his taste ; 
but be worked unceasingly, as a philosopher and 
poet who would know ail, understand all, feel 
all,—who would miss of nothing it was given 
him to know: his life long, he was on the alert 
to learn of the latest discoveries in Science and 
Art. His task was to enlarge his genius and to 
raise it; to build higher, layer by layer, what he 
himeelf called the “pyramid of his lfe.”’ 
Always acquiring, he vever lostanything. He 
managed his genius as a careful proprietor would 
manage the affairs of his domain. This poet, 
who accumulated knowledge, ideas, feelings, 
never squandered them. With an almost petty 
prudence, which makes more generous poets 
smile, he hoards bis treasure, economizes his 
facts, and puts aside an incident or observation 
for a book he is to make hereafter,—fortyv years 
later, it may be. While others are visited by the 
Muse, to him the Muse comes at his own time. 

Jealons of being master of himeeif, even in 
his inspirations, he recoils from writing long 
works, lest be should abandon himself, and be 
too long the prey to the same poetic possession. 
if his philosophy is somewhat vague, it is be- 
cause he shuns the chains of a narrow dogma- 
tism. In everything he fears to be possessed, 
even by bis genias, 

When a passion is too painful for him, he 
has a marvelous receipt wherewith to heal his 
hurt: he relieves bimself of his burden in de- 
picting #, and so throws it from him. He di- 
vests himself of that which troubles him, bean- 
tilies it, and, as he says himself, ‘lets fail 
behind him his serpent’s skin.” In a word, he 
passed his fe in apprehending and ruling him- 
self,—making his own destiny,—seizing from 
Fate all he could snatch from her grasp by force 
or skill. Of bis will, one may well use the 
wordsof Lucretius,—a poet whom Goethe loved : 
** Fatis avulsa voluntas.” M. Mezieres, with fine 
analysis, has shown this firm character of 
Goethe, withant hiding the selfishness which 
lay in that serene calm, at once Stoical and 
Epicurean. 

If Goethe had been only an unmoved Stoic, 
his biography would afford little interest. Hap- 
pily, 1f not for the poet’s peace, yet for his tai- 
ent and the interest of the reader, he had a 
heart,—a tumultuous heart.—and often more 
impressionable than convenient. To this con- 
temner of Fate, hke a cha:acter m the antique 
tragedies, the gods sent, from time to time, 
fatal passions to play with bis ambitious pru- 
dence. The list of his loves is long, and M. 
Mezieres has recounted them with discretion. Of 
these oumerous passions, there are some which 
Goethe conquered; others to which he yielded; 
some from which he withdrew too late with 
more self-control than delicacy; others still 
which were not without a touch of vulgarity, as 
his late and ignoble marriage proves. After 
years of calm, suddenly a storm arose,—a thun- 
derbolt from aciearsky. Itis with something 
akin to pity one sees Goethe at 60, and even 74, 
enamored with irreproachable young girls,— 
loves with more of pain than pleasure,—loves 
which end by the old man recovering his dignity 
by resorting to his usual remedy, which con- 
sisted in depicting the beloved object in a poetic 
work, finely drawn and lovingly retonched. 
Thenceforth the old Pygmalion adored only the 
work of his own brain. 

M. Mezieres follows Goethe, not only in his 
life, but in his studies, in his works, in his art, 
his doctrines, and in the secret of his thoughts, 
as well as in the details of his domestic life ; and 
everywhere he judges him with the respect due 
to genius, and even with a kindliness whica is 
surely due from a Frenchman to this noble 
for— saying nothing of 


great writers: for Moliere, Corneille, Voltaire, 
and others—he said to Eckermann, ‘‘Between 
ourselves, I cannot hate the French, though I 
thank God He has delivered us from them. How 
could I hate a nation to which I owe so great a 
part of my development?” 

In his oxtreme old age, his thoughts still 
turned towards France, and greeted the rising 
talents of our new literary school. No cry of 
hate escaped him after Jena, nor word of con- 
tempt after Waterloo. Who koows if it were 
not from the teachings of our great philosophers 
of the eighteenth century that he learned that 
high and humane sympathy for which his com- 
patriots reproached him? M. Mezieres has been 
able, withont raising a patriotic scruple, to do 
honor in France to a great German pvet, and to 
treat him with a hospitable justice which will 
probably not be returned in kind, but which is 
one of the charms of bis book.

However insipid they may appear to 
Mr. Robert Buchanan, the charcoal-burners of 
the Thuringian Mountains, at least, can appre- 
ciate them ; for they have erected a simple mon- 
aument to the memory of Goethe near the lowly 
hut where he was as familiar and as welcome as 
in the Ducal palace at Weimar, and inscribed 
those lines upen it. They will lose none of theig 
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beauty if we imagine them addressed to some 
weary collier. 

However imperfect this translation may be, it 
is the only, and therefore the best, one I kuow 
of, and is certainly good enough for waste- 
basket until Emerson or Bayard shall do 
better.
